they bad ſound out in their — — of their 
Common wealth, So likewiſe now, thing#-occeſlary for 


the ſame ought not to be tleferred, ar li to beeregar- 
ded or forgotten. And whereas the of people are 
of diuers kindes,the ſame is d by their doings : but 
as touching their delights, thoſe ought chiefly to be regar- 
ded which profit — the Common- wealth. As (among 
the reſt) the gouernment and preſervation of Cattell and 
ſuch like wherainler lecke of knowledge) oft times the 
poore man lakeths hi beat. Alſo I haue knowne that the 
diſeaſed cattell of wealthy yeomen, and other poore men, 
ſometimes haue all periſhed, whereby the whole pariſhes 


haue been impoueriſned: which thing hath beene a great

mon-wealth. Mar. Tull. Cicero was euer defirous to further 
Countrey and Common- wealth: I would it were ſo now. 
Euen ſo our Predeceſſouts, Axiſtotle, Virgil, Plato, and 
many other in giuing vs examples therein, haue left im- 
mortall fame behinde them in writing, through the good

Dren When they are young bullockes and Calues, and 
alſo vie to tye them and to binde them to the ſtall , ſo that 
hereafter it ſhsll-not be painfull unte pou to tame them, 

noz pet ſo dangerous to bauiſe them, as when they ware 
old. And pet A would not haue them to be famed befoze * | 
thz& peares , no; aſter fine yeares: foz the one is tos 
weake and tender. and the other too hard and ſfrong tis 
fame thoſe which Wall be taken wilde and flerce : foz pit : 
thall then ſone hurt them. Therefoze in houũng them firft, 
= ys ſhall make pour daze large foz them to g in and ont. 
and make a right comming into the houſe foz cruſhing ons 3 
another. And alſo let pour falls be boarded vnder their | 

feet, and likewiſe befoze them, and let the croſe-beame oner 

their beads be of ſeuen fot high, to tye vp their heads if 

need be.

ther foz two dayes abzoad, ye ſhall likewiſe fake god h&d 
that one ore touch not another with thet hoznes : ſo with- 
in two 0z thꝛe dapes that pe ſe them'wate moze tame, to⸗ 
wards the cucning pou map pꝛoue to {eade them fozth, and 
to walke them halte a mile ſpace oz moe. and ſo returne a⸗ 
gains. But firſt ye muſt ſe to tye them ſo ſtraigbt, that 
they map not well mone their heads; then appzoach gents 
ly, and ge befoze them, not behinde them, noz on their 
does: and ſpeake them faire, and ſo accuſtome them to ſc 
and behold their keeper: then rub their heads, and touch 
their noſtrils and mouzels, {s that they map know and fele 
the ſent of their keper : and thus pe may vſe them all. Ye 
ſhall alſo waſh and ſpzinckle them with wine, to make 
them moze tame and familiar with you, and then put your 
hand under their bellies,and betwirt their thighes, to the 
end that when pe do touch them there, they flie not away 
02 ſtrike. And vſe them thus, that pe map at any time take 
from them flies, wozmes, oz ticks. Lhen ble to be moze 
nere thetr ſides, but not behinde foz feare of « blow with 
their kürt: and then vie to open their. iawes, and take foztb 
their tongue, and rub the pallet of their mouth with ſalt: 
and ble once oz twice a peare td gine them a dzinke mixt 
with one pound of (alt greaſs mslted , with thz& pintes 
of ale 0z wine. And by training and bling them thus, pee 
may (one make them take, ſo that ye map ſone after vſe 
them to the poke in coupling them with ſome other gentle 
ore, and (0 tpe them to ſome tre, oz other thing, and then 
pte map vſe them to the plough. But firſt vſe them to 
ſome light earth. ſoʒ the other map ſoone tire, and ſo dull 
— becauſe their necks being pet but ſoft and tender, 
may (one bee bʒulſed and gaules with the dow and poke, 
if the earth be very hard and they as then ars but tender 
and rude. And abone all, take had in taming a Bull. that he 
durt pon not with his hoznes oz feet. Foz if ye do not bſe 
bim ozderly at the firit, pe (hall. hardlp cams him after, 
but he will haut ane ul tom oz other : and likewiſe an 
ald Ore is moze harder to tame ,-doabtfuller then ths 
young 
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young ore. Foz J bane pzoned (ſalth he) and had erperts 
ence thereof at my houſe : and to frame a young Ore to 
the plough oz cart, ye all match bim beſt with an olo 
Dre that is tame, verp rong and gentle, which will 


hold the young ore backe if he be too haſty , oz plucke him 


fozward, if he be to flow : oz if ye will, ye map make a 
poke foz thze Oxen, and put the young Ore in the mid, 
and bp that meanes ye ſhall make the moſt hardeſt Dre to 
be tame,and refuſe no labour at the length. Foz the young 
Dre (being neuer ſo ſtabboʒne) in remaining betweene the 
two old oxen they will (if he be to flacke) conſtraine him 
to dzaw, oz it he would hoot foꝛ ward, thep will hold him 
backe and ſtay him: 02 if he would dzaw backe, they will 
hold him fozward, Alla il he would lye downe, the other 
will hold htm vp. Thus by pdiſciebe may be let of his ſtub⸗ 
bozne frowardnelle. Alſo poke him to wilde ballocks that 
haus not laboured befoze, and ſo tet them go poked loſe to⸗ 
gether foz two az iz dayes, and ia they will ware tame. 
And a little chaſtening after will make him endure fo la⸗ 
bour well : and ſome poung oxen affcr they be made tame 
and gentle, they will ware weary, andlye down in the fur- 
row, and when ang do ſo, he ought not ſuddenly to be coz⸗ 
rected and ratled zgaine by biolence, dut by ſome gentle 
meanes after a little reſt.ſaꝝ he map lpe downe by ſame o⸗ 
ther occaſton, as ſicknes.

in fome k&pers of oren, which will haue his ore rather fat 
then leane: wherefoze to labour the bodie of a travelling 
ore,oz other. de ought to be in a meane oz god eſtate rather 
then fat, hauing his muſcles oz neruts ſtrongly made, not 
charged with fac, which will but grieue them to labour 
when they areſo. Thus J will leaue off their gouernment, 
and ſpeake hereafter oi diſeaſes, as ił an ore haus water in 
his belly, pe ſhall gine htm the luyce of hempe leanes, mixt 
with water to dzinke, oz the leaves of Elder ſtampt with

The remedieſ Hr certaine diſeaſes in Oxen,Kine, 
and other cattell. 
T chan be ſmall p22ft to the hugbanyman fo gine his 
beaſt meate, t Eno not how fo helpe and kepe them in 
heaith and ſtrength. Therefoze our Ancients did vſe, to 
giue them quarterly of Lupin peaſon, with the ſeds of Cy- 
pres, by enen poztion beaten together, and then ſteped ail 
one night in water, and ſet in tte open aire : which did vie 
them ſo to keep thein ſafe from ſickneſſe. Alſo offen times 
cattell will hane a ſicknefſe which will make them deſire 
to vomit and cough with ponertp: the which pe map helps 
by thzswing inte his thzoat faſting, a raw hen egge, ſhell 
and all whole. Then on qr take bʒuſſed raiſins 
with the ſkalks, and mire it With wine oz ale, and gine it: 
oz of common garlicke put into bis eares. This is not one 
thing alone tohelpe them, but there are diuers others: as 
to mire ſalt with their meat. And ſome do gine them of 
mugwoꝛt with oyle oz wine to dzink.Dthers do giue them 
the roots of leekes beaten with wine, oz the ſceds of firre- 
trie, oz frankincenſe-fre, and alſo the ſeeds of Danin, oz 
Rue, to make them dzinke it with wine oz ale, and (ome 
do giue them the horbe called in 6393 
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in Latine Droſtis, mixed with bitter fitches. Dome de gius 
thema littl of a ſerpents (kinne beaten with wine. They 
do vie alſe to heat wilde time, oz ſauozie in t wine, and 
ſo giae it. which is counted very good fog them. Like wile 
tbe ſea Onxon called Squilla in Latine, to be cat (mall and 
ſoked in water and giuen to ſwallow if. All theſe.oꝛ enery 
ol them when they are minitred,ought to be giuen and mi⸗ 
niſtred the dapes together, a pint oz moze at once fo a 
beaſt, which will parge their belly,and take away the diſea- 
les. and alſo doth renue them bnto ſtrength and health a- 
gaine. And among all medicines, the lers ol oliues ts be gl- 
uen, is a ſingular good meditine, mixt with as much water 
as les, Mherefoze it (hail not be ill to accuſtome pour 
cattell thus: ye ſhall firff ſpꝛinckle therewith. gently their 
meat, and then put aiittlothereof intaghetr water, and at 
length ye map mixe in their water a mo2e poztton thereof: 
and ſo giue (tvnto them, and liuewiſe among their meat: (a 
tdus pe may ble to tape them continually in hᷣtaltꝶ as they 
did bſe them in times pat. 


The cauſe of Peſlilence in Cattell. 


T He cauſes of peffilence,one thing is the chafing of cat⸗ 
tell: wherefoze pe muſt᷑ not chafe pour cattell much in 
labour, ſpecially in Summer, foz that doth beſides bzing 
vnto them the flare of the bellp, oꝛ elſe an ague. Alſo pe ſhal 
neither let hogs noz hennes fo enter into their falls: foz 
their dung being mixt with your cattels meat, will baoede a 
peſtilence at length, and kill them. And eſpecially the dung 
of hogs doth bꝛerd a murren among cattell (the ſooner) in 
eating thereof: if remedy be not ſoone had, they will grow 
fo a murren, and dye thereof, The remedies are theſe, pe 
muſk by and by change their layer, aud diutde them into 
many parts , and farre off from Seace- And allo. ſega» 
rate the whole from the ſicke:foz one beaſt infeded, Will 
popſon ali the reſt in ſhozt time. Now when pe dane chan- 
ged them into other parts, pe muſt put them where no

other beaſbs do fied with them to the end they do not infect 
others thereta : and to overcome this-peſtilent evilt, is to 
gine them medicines: therefoze thus pe map bſe them: pg 
ſhill take of wilde carret, called in Latin Daucus, oz wilde 
Parſnip 0; of graundMfill, oz of Angelica rats, oz the rat of 
the ſea · holme named Eringion in Latin, with ſsnncl-(&d, 
and ſpꝛinkie it with ſod wine, and ſi e wheaten weale, with 
hot water : mixe them ſo together, and gius your ſicke cats 
tell dꝛinke thereof: then lone after ye ſhall makt a dzink of 
Caſſis, Mirche,and Frankincenle, in like poztion,mirt with 
as much bloud of the ſea Tortu if pe con: then put all toge⸗ 
ther in a quart of old wine,and then ſquirt it into their ng- 
ſtrils Pe maff miniffer this medicine thʒa dayes together, 
every dap a third part ä 

M hane (ſotth he) found alſo s mit ſhozt medicine and 
a good, which is the root called in Lating Conſiligo, in 
French Romeel, oz Patedelion, in Englitth A cake it fo be 
blacke E leboꝛie, which ts verp good foz all catti ll. Which 
root oaght to be taken after this manner: Be me ſt diggs 
him ont of the carth with pour left hand befoze the Dunne 
do ri\-:'02 as they ſay when be is ſo taken, thereby be bath 
the moze vertue. which von mult vie in this ſoꝛt Firit.ye 
muſt boꝛe th2oagh a circte of holes with an awle oꝛ book n 
of bzaCe 0: Litia , in the flap oz bzoadeſt᷑ part of the beaſts 
eare. But firſt clip away the hatre on both ſides thercof, 
and then boze pout holes: ſo dune, then when you ſe tho 
blond iſſue fozth line a round circle, ve ſhall then pat into 
the (aid holes ofthe fozeſaid root. cu ia ſmall veces . And 
when it is within the fleſh holes, that beaſt ſhall incontf- 
nently rccover, and ware freſh and l iſtv againe, and ſhall 
not fall into the danger of the ſatd venemous diſeaſe : Foz 
the root will dꝛaw fozth all the venome at tbe ſe id holes in 
his eare. Wherebp that part ef the-eare wt! rot and fall 
awap, and by the lofſe thereof, the beaſt ſhail cſcapg 
umd baſeoey. Cornehus Celſus, bis counſel! is this: ye 


ſhall put into their noſtrils of Pilletoe leaues _ 
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with wine, but this mult be done, as (one as your beaſts 
begin to ware ficke, and then to ble enery beaſt that is in 
\ccted, as afozeſald, : 


For a beaſt that doth not like, nor well digeſt 
his meat, 


VVS. beaſt doth not digeſt dis meat. the ligne is 
the rawneſſe in the ſtamacke: and want of diges 
tion is when he belcheth often, and his guts make a craw- 
ling, his eyes will be charged with dzops, his nernes and 
finewes will be hard and ſiffe : which cauſe is he doth not 
vſe torub oz lick himie lle. The remedies are thoſe, pe (hall 
take nine pints of warme water, and thirty Colewozt 
leaues a little bopled, mixe them with ſome vinegar, and ſo 
make him to ſwallow it zowne,and all day after ye hall let 
bim eat nothing but that. Dome do tye him in the ſtal, and 
lay meat afoze him, ſo that þocannof eat thereof : and then 
thep take foure pound of the taps of lentiles and the tops 
of wilde olines , and beat them together with a pound of 
honp,and put thereto fours pints of water, and then ſetteth 
it anight in the open aire, and on the mozrow giue it him, 
and within an boure after they gias him wilde tares az 
Fetchcs ſoked in water, but no dzink : and this ye muſt do 
thag dapes together till all the cauſe be faken away. Then 
if this do not helpe his digeſtion oz crawling of his guts 
and belly, wdich thing doth trouble him lo that be cannot 
tate his meat, and ie mabeth him to weape and fo complaine 
and mourns, then let bim nat reſt long in a place, and alſs 
if he lie on the earth, pe ſhall remous his bead often where 
bis tayle was. Alis this is a maniteſt remedy los them: vs 
wall binde hard the vpper part of his taple next the bulcke: 
ſo done , ye ſhall giue him then a pint and a halte of wine, 
mixt with a quarterof a pint of oyleolipe, 4 make bim to 
[wailow u: and then leade hm apate, the ſpace of a mile ano 
8 halfe. Then if the diſeaſe ge not away, ye ball tben an- 
nomt pour hands with greaſe, butter, ez ople oliue, = 
d

da fozth his dung at his fundament, and make his Ic» 
mille to runne a god ſpace after, It this pzofit not, ve ſhall 
f fake wil de figges died, and all to bzniſe them, then mixe 
them with nine times ſo mach warme water, and ſo giue 
it vato him. Ik this pet helpe not, ye half then take two 
pounds of the leaues of inprts, then ſtampe them and inixe 
them with thz& pints of warme water, and ſo gtae it with 
* a hozne, but firſtlet him blond vader the taple, and chafe 
f him well afoze pe let him bloud, to bled the better: 6 when 
pe hathbledſaffictently, then ſtop it in, binting it about 
{ Withthebarkeofſomotre, foz cloſeneſſe. Allo they vle 
this remedy among the reſt, that is, to giue vnto the beaft, 
th oun ces of beaten garlicke in a pint of wine oz moze, 
and then to dziue and make him to run a god while affer. 
| Another, they vie alſo to beate two onnces of falt with 
ten onſons, and then put thereto a little melted hony, and 
ſo put it into the tewell oz arſe gut of the beat: and affer 
they chaſe him a while, and make him to rim. All theſe as 
fozeſaid haue bine afſated againſt lacke of digeſtion.

in French, Aus-oiſcauls, beat it with ſalt, and ſo lay it to, 
and il it do then aſwage the chine of his necke, loke then 
bpon which ſide hee hangech oz leaneth his head, and let 
him bloud on the contrary ſide he leaneth, on the eare. But 
befoze ye dothis, pe ſhall beat his eare well with a twig, 
and pe ſhall ſe it ſwell and riſe on the beine Then launce 
the ſaid veine, and let him bl&d well thereat : and vpon 
the next mozning dzaw ſome moze blond thereont, and ſo 
let him not trauell of two dapes after: On the third dap, 
pe map trauell him a little , and ſo by little and little, 
pe map ble him bnto his taſke, and vnto his fozmer 

rnep. 

But il he be of neither de galled, and pet his necks 
ſwolne in the middeſt thereof: Then pe muſt let him 
bloud on bath his eares: and ifyelet him not bloud within 
nine dayes after the diſeaſe hath taken his necke, it will io 
intlame, that the nerues and ne wes will ware tiffe, and 
then it will grow to a ſoze ingendzed bloud. Foz which 
I baue found a ſingular god medicine: That is, ye ſhall 
take tarre , and the marrow in an Oxe bone, =o. 
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ſuet ofa Buck. with old eyle oline of each a like poztion. 
Then bople all together, and lo vie foz to anoint him 
when he leancth his yoke. But firſt ye ſhall aiwayes waſh 
him with the water where he continually dzinketh of, and 
then let it dꝛie, and then anoint dim with the ſald medt- 
cine, But if all his necke be ſo inflamed that he cannot 
beare his poke, the next remedie is to let him reſt, and 
dle to wach bis necke with cold water, and ſ@ rub and 
chafe it with the ſome of fuer oz litargie. Celſus willeth 
to put on thereft of his necke that is ſo (inflamed, the foze⸗ 
ſatd hearbe called Auis. 


For a beaſt being hide- 
bound. 


Hers is a diſeaſe in beaſts called in Latin Coriago, 

in Engliſh htde-bound, which doth ſoze tozment and 
grieue a beaſt. This griefe happeneth to a labouring Dre, 
when be hath biene ſoze trauell ed in labour, oz ſoze tra- 
uelling in rainy weather, and thereby. come to be hide⸗ 
bound thzough poverty. CUherefoze ve maſt take hed 
when they return from labour being ſoze chaft of body, and 
thozt of bzeath. Some bie therefoze to ſpzinckle them with 
wine,+ do caſt a peece of the fat of a beaft downe his thꝛoat: 
but if he haue this diſeaſe already, it ſhali be god to ſ&the 
Bap leaues in ale, and to bathe him there with as hote as 
he can ſnffer, and ſuddenty thereapon fo; to chafe and rub 
him with ople and wine mixt together, and to plucke and 
dzaw his ſhunne on both his des, and loſe it from his ribs: 
und it is god to be vone in an hote Sunnie dap, that it map 
dzfe and ſinke therein. Another: Some do put to the lers 
of Oliues, Wine and Groafe , and anointe therewith, 
which medicine they do vſe after they hane done rubbing 
and chafing ofthe beaſt. Alſo ff that a beaſt like not, and 
that his ſkinne doth cleaue vnto his bones, pe ſhall bathe 
him all ouer with Mme, and Dple Dliae mired toge- 
ther. Some do take Pallowes bopisd in Wine oz Ale, 
v2 
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v2 wozt mixt with oyle, and ſo bathe him therewith, Allo. 
ſome do ſ&the hot graines in ale and fo bathe and tub him 


' therewith once a day foz thꝛe 02 fours dapes together, and 


to giue him the water of bopled water. 


For the itch in Gattell, 


T De itch oft times in cattell map come foz lacie of god 
dꝛeſling · Alſo it may be taken of his fellows,and it may 
come by ill water and choller in the beines. If a beaſt haue 
an itch, ye ſhall waſh and chafe him with his owne vzine, 
made warme, and mixt with old ſalt butter, oz pe ſhall an- 
olnt him with ople,rozen,and white wine melted together: 
Some do waſh it with pile, ſalt, and the iupte of Part- 
golds, mixt all together. Uſe this and it will helps. 


Againſt the lungs of cattell 
infected. 


F'ths lights os lungs of a beaſt be infected , Which is a 
euous diſeaſe,foz thereby he will ware leane, and pine 
away, and at length he dzies ſo in his bevy by @ common 
cough, whereby at the length it will kill hum if he have no 
remedy, The remedies are, pe ſhall pierce one of his eares 
with alittle bod hin (as is afozeſatd foz the murren oz peſti⸗ 
lence) and being ſo pierct, ye ſhall put into the ſatd holes, 
the burnt roof of ſome hazell tri then take a quantity of 
the ſupce of leeks with ſo much (alot oyle, and mixe it with 
à pint and halfe of wine, and giue it bim faſting, & vie this 
nine moanings together, and be ſhall do well. Aiſo if the 
ſickneſte of the lights be not ſoze, they do giue him but the 
fupce of leekes mixt with ſweet wine, and. tHep put of the 

burnt root of hazell into his ears; as afozeſaid, 
But pe ſhall vnderſtand, the beaſt haue continued long 
therewith, ho bolll then ſtand much and tate but little, and 
there with de will wsre hollow and thin of body, and ſomes 
{mes he wil cough 20. times in one houre.Then _ —

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taken and farre gone therewith, and very fefv doe recs» 
uer, il he be not looked vnto. Mhereloze the beſt wap is. 
pe ſhall diuide pour Cattell aſunder, ſo many as hee bath 
companied with, and let them blod a little, as aſozeſald. 
Alſo thers be many men that ſefter them, which is, to cut 
the dew-lap defoze on the bzisket : And therefoze alſo 
there is graſſe, which ſome husbands doe call it Fetter- 
wozt,oz Fetter-grafſe, which pe hail take & bzuſe a little in 
a mozter oz diſh. Then make the dew-lap hollow, betwixt - 
the skinne and the fleſh, and put thereof ſo much as a hens 
egge, into the ſald det esp, and then loke vnto it, that it 
fall not fozth againe, and he ſhall amend. This ſome daue 
pꝛoued, and it hath done well. 

Alſo againe, ſome cattell will haue theit lungs growne 
to thcic ſides, which is gotten (as ſome husbandmen (ap ) 
by'ſome great dzonght, oz lacke of water in conucnient 
times. And when he is thus grieued therewith, per ſhall 
deare him hoarſs, oz haue (as it were) a hollow congh, 
and will fozſake his meat, and bis hatre on dis backe will 
ftare vpzight. Chen the helpe is hard to reconer, but to kf 
him is beſf. Pet ſome do giue him ofthe lungwoze, which 
lies all the peere(ſaue inthe (pzing )in the ground, and they 
giue a handfull ofthe ſaid rootes bzuſed in ale ez beers, 4 
o2 5 moznings together, and no meate after two houres 
ſpace. Others doe take a quantity of Figs, With a hands 
full of Iſop bzuſed together, then boyle them a little in a 
quart ot ale 02 biere, then ſtraine it and gine it to the beat, 
thz& oz fours moznings, and let bim not eate the ſpace of 
two houres after. And to take a good handfall of penſis, 
82 hearts eaſe, and ſtampe it with a quart of ale oz beere, 
nnd ibenſtraine it, and giue it fo the beaſt, hte oz ferre 
mamingo, and then bo theinas alvzcſald. And theſe are

Some do ſquirt into the holes, 
o2 wach the wound with water and ſalt, long mixt befoze 
together, which is alſo a good remedy. Another , ye ſhall 
walh and rub the bitten place, with the wap-bzod-leanes 
tampt. and alſo giue vnto the beaſt theduyce thereof, mixt 
with Ale oz Beere. Another, fake the root of the great 
Barre, and bzuiſe that with ſome ſalf, and ſo lay it to 


the bitten place, and this will belpe either man oz beat.

122 will ſometimes both ore and colo haue the pallet 
of their month inflamed ſo, that he cannot well cate 
his meat, which beat oft times will gine a ſigh, ſcanding 
and weighing n:0ze on the one ſide. then on the other The 
remedy is, pe mult caſt him, e then race him on the pallet 
of his mouth, and make him there to bleede well. Then 
pe ſhall giue him of red fitches withont buſkes mixt with

To helpe the Clowſe. 


Be Clowſe is a kinde of griefe which doth commonly 

happen on the necke of labouring cattell, which doth 
not ſo much moleſt them, as doth the inflamations, becauſe 
they do not thereby leane their wozke. Foz which thing it 
ſhall be ſaffictent to put and diſſolus thereon of lampe ople, 
and ſope mixt together,and ſo anoint. This is god, but the 
beſt ſhall be. it᷑ pe can. to let him reſt till he be whole:and ye 
muſt loke alſo that his necke do not then loſe his haire, 
Which is ſoone loſt when they labour in the raine, 02 elſe 
ſweat. Foz when his necke begins once to pill (then feare 
the other) pe ſhall then rub it with the powder of old tylee 
finely made: and befoze ye do vnyoke, caſt of that powder 
on their necks , and when it is well dzied on, then chaſe 
thereof all oner with the fozeſaid ople, and ſo pe ſhall al 
wapes keepe pour oren in good ozder from time to time. 


Remedics for the hoofe of a bealt that 
is hurt. 


IF the hofe of your bgaft be hurt at any time, either with 
coulter oz ſhare , 0; n pe ſhall 
2 make 
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make a ſalve of pitch, old greaſe, mixt with the powderot 
bzimſtone melted together, and with an hote iron, melt 
that on the ſoze hafe oz cl#. This medicine is god alſo 
when the beaſt hath bene hurt either with ſtubbe oz ſpel of 
wod, «4 if there be any little gone in, it will dzaw it fozth, 
bat it his fot be hurt farre within the fleſh by ſome oy 


ſtone oz other thing, then ye muſt open the wound, then 
ſeare it with ſome hot fron, and then bathe it th;& —_ 
together mozning and euening with warme dineger , and 
wap it with a buskin of bzome , if pot can. And if the 
beaſts leg be hurt with the hare, then ye ſhall lay fo it of 
the hearbe called Sewlettis, oz mixt with ſalt 
called in Gr&ke Tithimalus,foz that is god fo heale it, and 
is alſo god to heale the hurt in the fot, as well as on the 
leg. But firſt pe muſt alwaſes wah it with hot bine of men 
and then burne readp a fagot of ſome wad abzoad, and as 
fone as the flame is out. make the beaſt tread on hote em- 
bers with his ſoze ſiet: then anoint it with farre , and old 
greaſe mixt together. At were god alſo to waſh pour beaſts 
fet often with cold water when pe bnpoke them, foz that 
Hall kepe them from founvering, and then alter to anoint 
— bet wirt their clees with old 
greaſe, and they ſhall do well. 

Alſo it an Dre do halt of his fot though taking of ſome 
great cold, pe muſt then waſh it with warme bine, but if 
it come thꝛongh the cauſe of blond, oz an impoſtume in the 
fot, then pe ſhall chafe and rub it firſt well to fir the blod, 
and then toze the skin with a ſharpe rage, above the ci&s, 
and make it bled, and waſh it with vzime and ſalf, and if it 
will not ſo heale but deſcend into the fof,ye muſt then open 
the top of the hole vnto the quicke,and make the blod there 
to come fozth, then lap bis foot as afoze is ſald, 0z make a 
barkey that no water oz other thing get in to hurt it, till it

Likewiſe (fan Ore be cut oz granelled in the fate, the 

—_— pe ſhall bathe him with warme bine, and then 
anolnt him with tarre, and vid greaſe, melted _

and there is nothing better to ble befoze ye do bnyoke, then 
to rub and chafe their fat with old freſh greaſe. 

If the fit of an Dre do open and chop, ſo that the hozne 
do crack and cleaue, pe ſhall bath it well firſt with warme 
bineger and ſalt, and ople, mixt all together. Then lap it 
well foz a day oz moze, and put thereon a plaſter of old 
greaſe and pitch melted together. And ſo it will heale as 
gaine and do well: and when his hoofes are bzoken, ve (hal 
coueꝭ and wꝛap them with linnen ſterped in vineger, ople, 
and ſalt: foz thze dapes fill renew it in laping to the laid 
medicine.

A beaſt being ſtang with the field-ſpider, oz 
bitten with ants, albeit they be but (mall wozms, pet their 
venom is great, and will pat the beaſt to great danger, and 
therefoze ſome do hold in pzicking the place with a laten 
nawle, and then mire ſope and vineger and chafe the place 
therewith. Kilo ſome ſay if the field-ſpider be taken and put 
in ople oliue and ſo die therein and rot, it a eaſt be ſtung of 
bim, aneint with the ople and it will helps, and (0 — 
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other benemous wozmes put to the ole. But if pe haue 
none other, ſo that the wound ſhew faire and without dan⸗ 
ger, ye hal but take of bzaiſed Cummin mired with tarre, 
and ſo anoint therewith : and plaſter it thereon alſo, and it 
will take awap the danger thereof, But if it do grow in⸗ 
ward to an impoſtume, then it ſhall be beſt fo burne it with 
a hot iron, ſo much as is cozrupted, and then anoint it with 
the tarre and ople,and ſo it heales. Some laps a liue ſpider 
in clay-earth,and when it is dꝛie, hangs it about the beaſts 
necke,and by that ( they ſap) it pzeſernes the beaſt from be» 
ing Fung therewith.

Do this again night , fo: feare of Bees trons 
bling the beaſt: alſo if the eye of your beaſt chance to der 
ſtricken pe ſhall take the crums of wheaten bzead,o: other, 
and then ſoke ita little in roſe-water, oz vinegar , and ſo 
lay it to his epe, and it will helpe.

flame, then the belt is to take Sothernwosd, and bꝛuiſe it 
with a little vinegar and lap it to. Allo the iupce of Pim⸗ 
pernel is good againſt all griefes of the eyes, oꝛ to be mixed 
with other things. 

Alſo againſt the watering of beaſts epes, as ſomelimes 
they will runne with water. The remedy therefoze: they 
dle tolapon the bzows oz exe / lida, the meale of dʒied barly, 
tempered with water andhony- Alſo the ſeeds of wild parſ- 
nips, o2 the iuyte of wilde dayfies mired with hony, and ſo 
anoint: which is alſo good againft any pane in the epes, 
then anoint it all oner with tarre, and ople mixt as afoze- 
ſafd, foz feare of Bets comming to the hony, and troubling 
the beaff.And alſo fo2 the webbe in the eye, ps ſhall take of 
the white ſalt, and wzap it in a linnen cloth, and then rake 
it vader the embers, and barne it, and then take and heat it 
fo (mall powder, and with a goole⸗quiil blow thereoſ into 
the eye. und then hold your hand thereon a while, and pe 
Mall ler it water, and on amend. Alſo the iuyce of 
Dꝛzagons to anoint the eye, fs good againft the tvebbe in 
the eye, and the iuyte ofthe wilde lettice doth the like. Al⸗ 
bo fo; a ſoꝛs eye (na beaſt you ſhall ſpurt b&re therein, oz 
chew the leaves of ground Jute,and dzop it into his epe,and 
te topce hereof in like manner-mixe Bitha Uttle potoder 
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If a beaſt chance to ſwallow an Horſe-leech 
worme in the water- 


F any beaſt do ſwailow downe an hozſelech in his 

dzinke, it will moleſt and trouble him greatly. Foz the 
ſaid hoꝛſe / leech will commonly ſtay in his thꝛoat, and there 
ſucke blond, and (o will flame the place in cauſing his 
throat bowle to (well , whereby he will ſoze trouble the 
beaſt in letting the paſſags of his meat, ſo that he cannot 
ſwallow, noz take his winde. It ſhe lyefo farre within, 
that one cannot take it fozth with his hand: Be muſt then 
put a quill oz ſome cane into the beaſts thzoat , filled with 
bot ople, and let it go dotwne, and ſquirt ople, and ſo ſoone 
as the oyle doth touch but the wozme,ſhe will fall off. Be 
may alſo get her off, by letting the fame of the ptmatſe vn⸗ 
fo her, (which is in Italie a ſtinking wozme, like a tyke ) 
which as ſone as ſhe feleth the fume, ſhe will fall off, But 
if ſhe do hold and Ray in the ſtomacke and entrals, then ye 
mult gius the beaſt hot vinegar which will kill her, and this 
will ſerue as well foz other Cattell. 


For the Dew-bolne in the Cattell, 


He Dewbole in Dre, oz Cow,o; other beaft, is iwel⸗ 

ling his body as much as the ſkinne may hold, which 
ſwelling is very dangerous to ſome foz bur ſting: it is got⸗ 
ten by eating of the trifoyle grafle in a deawp mozning (as 
ſame ſay) which graſte maketh him ſs to ſwell , as though 
be would burſt. The remedy is: ſame dochaſe and dziut 
him ſoftly vp and vowne to make him to dung. It that 
do not belpe , then ye muff rake him and take fozth his 
dung. If that will aot ſerue, then they ſtrike a hole with 
a kniſs oz bodkm,to the hollow part of his backe abone his 
flanke,and is thereat let out the winde by a feather o2 quill, 
and ſo he will reconer againe: But beware pe ſeritze vim 
not ſo deepe that ye plerce his guts. Alſo to giue him Nue, 


erden tanley, ſtampt with wine and ale to dunn, is

verp good foz the lame, oz giue him a quart oł veriupce. 

This diſeaſe commeth to a beaſt that is griedy, and is 
put into s paſture of ſuch rancke graſſe,in eating ſo gradi⸗ 
ly thereof, that his ſides will ſwell as big as his back-bone:

Mhereloze it is euill to put an hungry beaſt info ſach 
paſture, after a delo oz raine, foz the ſaid graſſe is then ſo 
ſweet and windie withall, that it filleth them full ol winde, 


. and when they be ſwoine,ſome beaſts will Rand Kill, ſome 


will lye downe : but if pe can raiſe him, ſtirre him vp and 
downe to make him dang, foz if he do once dung, bar is 
paſt danger foz that time: but it be lye and will not riſe, per 
ſhall ſtrine him in with a ſharpe knife, ez bodkin , thz& 
inches derpe oꝛ moꝛe: If that will not ſerue, thzuſt him ſo 
derpe till winde come fozth. Then do ſome put a quill in- 
to the hole, oz a feather, that the winde may come fozth 
thereat the better: and when pe ſhall (@ him well Caked, 
ve map then lap a little tarte thereon to kepe off the flies, 
and he ſhall do well againe in ſhozt ſpace,

F pour Dren oz Kine, oz other cattell be lowſie, which 

commeth ſometime by ſome ſickneſſe oꝛ ſarfet in taking 
cold after a great wet oz raine: Sometimes by great po- 
nertp, whereby ſo long as thep are vered with lice, ſo long 
they will not pꝛoſper. The remedies are: ye Wall take the 
decoction of wilde oliues mixt with (alt, then rab and chafe 
the beaſt all ouer therewith. Another: Take of quickſiluer 
killed in opls oliue and mixt well together, and therewith 
anoint. Another: Take the roots of white clebozy, other- 
wiſe called neſing powder , and mire of that powder with 
ople, and therewith anoint : oz bople it with god vinegar, 
ond ſo wal therewith. Another: Take of bearefot hearbe, 
ſtampe it and then ſtraine it with vinegar,then mire theres 
with. Another: Take garll d ſtampe it, and mixe it 
with penpropall, then glue it the beaſt with ale oz bere, 
and let him be chafeda while after. Another: Take the 
ſed of ſtaueſacre dzted, and beaten into fine powder; then 
mixe it with ople offrefh greaſe, and anoint the beaſt there 
with. All theſe afoze mentioned are good to kill both lice 
and ticks : fo2 ſo long as pour cattell are troubled there- 
with they will pzoſper ſmally,although pou fd them wel, 
pet a good paſture map do much hereunto , bat it will be 
long ere they reconer. And ſomes do ſift aches on their 
backs, and then raine kilieth them,

S your Cattell do chance thzough negligent kepers fe 
bzeake into your co;ne, and eate thereof when it is nigh 
ripe (as in the time of haraeſt) of barley, rye, oz wheat, it 
will make them mſghtily to ſwell, by lying and ſpꝛonting 
in their maws, which thing will put them in danger of 
death, il they dane not ſome remedp. The help is: ſome do 
bſeto dzine them bp and dytwne till they ſ them aſſwage 
thereof, and lo they reconer : and ſome do thzow a new 
laid egge, (hell and all info the beaſts mouth, and bzeakes 
it in his mouth, and makes him to ſwallow it with Ale.

Alſo ſome doe take of the hearbe Turmentill, ffampt and 
ſtrapned with ale oz b&re, and ſo giuen, which haue biene 
pꝛoued allo very good againſt the ſame. 
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The warnell wormes in 
Cattel I, 


Dmecattcll will haue cerlain wozmes ſkicking within 
their skin on their backes, called of ſome dusbandmen 
warnell wozmes : which wozmes come commonlp vnto 
Lsaſtes which are pwzeand leane by great pouertp, which 
wozmes will ſticke as on their backes along on both ſides 
thereof, a fot deepe 0z moze, Which are euill foz the ſale of 
the skin, il it be then taken. Alſo pee ſhall perteiue them 
within the skin ofthe beaſt like ſmall knots oz knobs, and 
they will ſew and appeare over the gkin like black (pots.

The remedy is this, ye mv(t caſt him and binde his 
foure feet together, and with a hot iron (if the waribꝛerd be 
long) ear e them off hard by the body, but if it be but begin» 
ning and is buf flat and low, then pe ſhall but lap the hote 
iron thereon:and ſeare it but to the ſkin,then anoint it with 
karre and freſh greaſe mixed, and ſo it will heale foz euer. 


Againſt the Goat in Cattell. 


Extaine cattell will haue (as ſome husbands do ſap) a 

griefe in their fet ſometimes, which they cal the gout, 
and commonly it will be on their hinder feet , which thing 
will cauſe the beaſt to go very ſtiffe behinde. Foz which 
griefe I could neuer finds anp perſon that could help it, but 
the beſt is, foz to bathe his fat in cold water , and then to 
put him into god paſture and make him fat,and ſo ſell him. 


Againſt looſeneſſe of teeth in Cattell. 


E ſhall vnderſfand when the teeth of any beat is loſe, 

ſo long hecannot well eate his meat, which ſometimes 
commeth thꝛough the feebleneſſe and weaknes of the beaſt, 
and ſometimes by a cold reume gatten by lying in ſome cold 
and wer place, oz by eating of much watery graſſe. There- 
. medy is. ye ſhall caff him, and dzaw blod on his gommes, 
and ſo he will amend : ſome do rub and anoſnfhis gums 
(after his bloudletting) with Erong ſacke, and ſo he will 
amend. Alſo ſome ds ſlit his tayle vnder nigh his rump,and 
binde thereto a little bꝛuiled garlicke, and ſo he will recouer 
und do well againe.

buiſe a handfull of Anniſteds, and then mixe it with ale oz 
b&re, and ſo giue it. Another, take and bzniſe of Cardus be- 
nedictus, then ſtraine it with whits wine, and ſo giue it to 
the beaſt. Any one of theſe afozeſafd is god fo be ginen a 
bealt when he cannot pille, fo pzonoke him thereunto.

IT.. flowing ofthe gall in Dre oz other beat, che chlele 
© occaſton thereof,fome huſbands cennot well tel, except 
it Hould'be the abundance of chuller , encreaſing by great 
in hote times, and ſo thereby filling the gall with 
choller, and therengon it flowes all ouer the body. and ſo in- 
creafcth the pellotos oʒ ſaundiſe. The remedies are, ſome 
take ofgalwozthearbe,whith ts bitter, and then ſtampe an 
bandfull thereof,and ſo ſtraine it with a quart of ale, and lo 
giue it vnto the beat two oz thꝛ moznings. Another, ye 
map allo giue the iuꝝ te of Wozmewod oz Sothernwod 
ſcampt and ſtrained with ale, and ſo giue it as the other.' 
Another, take the yrene bark of Elder a handful,and 
ſoke it all.eneuight in betre oz ale in a beſſell cloce coucred: 
then Ifrvige ir in the maming and lo glue it the braſt. Anv- 
ther, ſome do giue theſtpco of Pugwozt mixt with — 
er, 
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water, with a little ſackron, and ſo giuen. All theſe afozeſatd 

are very god againſt the flowing of the gall,and alſo fo; the 

Jaundiſe. Another, foz the ſame, take the polke of an egge Quoth Willis 
and mire it with tome hard ſot, powder of pepper and hony, ; 
and put the egge-ſhell and all do ene his thzoat, then gine 

bim alittle chamber-lfe, and he ſhall do well,

J]* any beaſt chance fo be ſtricken and goared with ſome 
of his ſsllows, foz fears ſome gargell come thereof, oz 
[ome Jwpoſtame do grow and b;e&d thereof. The remedy, 
pe hall take aſhes finely ſifted , and mixe them with the 
grounds of ale oz bare, and makes it thick like a batter, and 
lo lap it thereon, vie this, and it will heale it. Another, ſomes 
do take vnto the (aid grounds 03 dzegs of ale, of bnquench⸗ 
ed lime finelp beaten, and ſo mire it well together, and lay 
it thereto. Another, ſome put in ſtead of athes,red earth oz 
oaker, mixt likewiſe together, as afozeſatd, and ſo lay it to 
plaſterwiſe. Another,likewiſe a plaſter of pitch is allo god 
to be laid thereon. And the other afozoſaid ars all very god 
to heale a beaſt that is goared oz hurt. 


Againſtthe turning diſeaſe in Cattell. 


Here is a certaine diſeaſe comes to ſome cattell, called 

of husbandmen the turning diſeaſe. Which diſeaſe in 
eating their meat will cauſe them to turne about, let their 
fading ſoze: & alſo thoſe cattil which are troubled with this 
diſeaſe, are alwates in danger tos fall into pits t ditches and 
ſoch like. The cauſe ia, there lies a bladder vnder the ſcul in 
the fozehead of the braſt, which is-betwene the bzain e the 
bzain-pan,wbich bladder muſt be taken fozth.oz he will nes 
ner amend; but in the end he wil dic therof. The remedy,ye 
muſt caſt htm, e bind his foure fæt together. and then ye (hal 
ſ&le al oger (oftly with pour thumbe thʒuſting thereon,and 
where pe find 5; ſofteſt place, a ay there aboae pe ſhall — 
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the skin onerthwart foure inches, and ſo likewiſe beneath 
the loft place. Then alſo in the mioſt pe ſhall cut the km 
downewards betweene the two ouerthwart cuts, and flea 
thoſe skinnes on both ſides: then turne them vp and pinne 
them with pinnes : then fake a ſharpe knife, and cut the 
b2atne-pan there bnder two inches 020ad, and thꝛe inches 
long: but beware pour knife gos nodeeper then the thick⸗ 
nelle of the bzaine-pan,foz piercing the bzain,fo2 if pe do ſo, 
the beaſt will die, Then ps ſhall take away that cut bone, 
and pe Hall ſee a bladder thereunder, two inches oz moze 
long, ol water: which bladder pee ſhall take away, and ſee 
that pee hurt not his bzaine. So done, then pee ſhall lay 
downe againe the cut skinne, as befoze, and ſow them faſt 
together: then bind a linnen cloth thze& oz fourt fold, dipt 
in freſh greaſe and karre, and layd thereon, which will keep 
it lcom winde and cold foz the ſpace often'o;z twelne dayes, 
which skinne wil ſo grow agame, and bee ſhall bee well. 
And therenpon J haue ſeene ( ſaith mine Authour) many 
reconer and des well. But (foz the moze ſurety) whena 
beaft is froubled with this diſeaſe being fat, oz hauing any 
reaſonable fleſh on him, is to kill him, and ſo there is but 
ſmall loſſe. Che like diſeaſe pes Wall haue in pong ſheepe, 
which ts ſpoken of in this place.

VV Den as thereſhall chance any bones of pour cat- 
| tel to be bzoken, pe ſhal take of the hearbe called in 
Latine, Aron, in Engliſh, Cuckosſpit, ſtamp thereof with 
barly meale, and a little hony, and ſo plaſter⸗wiſe lay it to. 
Another, take of the hearbe called in Latint , Symphitum, in 
Engliſh, Camphozp, bꝛuſe ot᷑ the leaues and roote, with a 
little hony, and lap it to plaſter-wiſe. Another, take of Par» 
row and ſtamp it with ſ wines greaſe, and plaſter-wiſe lap 
if to, which will knit not bones only. but unewes alſo, A- 
nether, take the tender buds of the Ach tree, fampe — 
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with ſhel⸗ nailes oz blacke ſnailes, and ſo lap it fo, oz take 
the powder made of the barke of an Aſh-tree , mingle and 
beat it with the leaues of Cumphozte, and then lay it to.

F pe Will bꝛerde calues to make pong buls, take no calfe 

that is calued within the pꝛime which is counted the fine 
dayes after the change, foz thoſe wil not pꝛoue well, as ſome 
husbands lap. Noz ltkewſſe alſo anp calfe (o2 other) then 
calued,ſsaot god foz to kœpe, but to eate, ozſell, and among 
a hundzed calues two all beſufficient foz to make buls, as 
foz all the ref, it ſhall be beſt to geld them ſone after they 
are calued,oz at two peares of age and then to lay bpon the 
ſozes the Aſhes of Uine twigs burnt, 4 mixt with lifargy. 
And on the third dap after, ys may melt of tar, and mingle 
of the ſaid aſhes therewith, and anoint therewith foz feare 
of (welling. Alſo the manner of gelding ol calues, Mago doth 
counſell and lap, that calues would be gelded when they are 
young and tender. and not with any iron, but with a clouen 
haz | ſticke, and ſo pzeTTed fogether,andthenraze the end by 
little and little till it be conſumed. This he taketh to be the 
beſt way of gelding, when they are young and tender, fo: 
this kinde of wap is done without wound. 

Foz when a calfe is ſomewhat big, he would better tarry 
bnto two peares, then to geld him at one yecre, which to 
geld them is beſt in Autumne, when the Pon is in decrea- 
ung. and the ligne from that place, ves (hall then caſt him, 
and traueſſe his fot together, and befoze pe touch him with 
von, pee muſt take vp dis ffoncs, then take two ſtraight 
lathes, like rulers of wood, made like to a paire of barns- 
cles oz tongs, Then take vp the ſtones with the nerues 
and firings that the ſtones doe hang by, then cloſe your

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tongs binder betw(rt his body and his ones, cloſe them 
bard together (leauing the ſtones on the out de thereof ) 
ſome Gelvers make them of pꝛon foz the moze ſtrength. 
C hen lit the parle firſt of one cod, and put fozth the ſtone 
thereat, and cut him off within hard by the ſald tongs, 
and clole vp the nerues: and ſo likewiſe take fozth the o- 
ther ſtone, and then ſome do ſeare it foz bleeding to much. 
and anoint it with frech greaſe , and let dim go, but ſ& to 
cat them in ſuch ſozt, that ye leaue the ends of the ſtring 
loyning to the ſaid ncraues,foz therbp pe Chal not loſe mach 
of his blod,and hal not be at all ſeminate, noʒ yet verp ſtout᷑ 
of his members, in leaning (till the fozme of the male, al⸗ 
though the fozce ol ingendring be talen away. tde which he 
will not ſuddenly looſe by and by after her is gelded, fox 
When a hozſe oz bull is gelded, they will (ff pe ſuffer them) 
coner (ncontinently, and certainlp ingender, but ye ſhall 
not ſuffer any ſa foz todo, foz feare left they dye of the 
bloudp flare: but after pe haue ſo dzeſſed him, ye ſhall an- 
oint him with freſh greaſe, Some do angint after he is 
cut, with the aſhes of the tender vine bzanches,mired with 
the lcumme ol ſilner, then ye (hall giue them no dzinke fo; 
the ſpace offoure dapes, but to tate of greene hearbes, and 
glue him but little therof,foz ye Chal nouriſh him as though 
he were ſicke, in giuing bim the crops of trees and greens 
hearbes- The leaſt danger in gelding an old beaft , is a 
Boare, all other beaſts be moze dangerous, being gelded 
when thep are old, 

Some do ble a kinde of gelding poung calues, oz foalcs 
(as J haue heard) vnder nine dayes: 02 as ſoone as the 
ſtones deſcend downe into the cod, they wil by and by take 
him, and knit coſtly tbe purſe of his cod, betwirt the ſfones 
and his bodie with a Goaomakers thzead , and as the foals 
doth grow and increaſe,the tones will conſume and weore 
awap, which kinde of gelding (as J haue learned) they do 
Uſe in the Nozth parts. 

Ariſtutle ſaith, it is feopardy in gelding all kinde ofcat- 
tell being old, except Carabe: and likewiſe it is beſt gel- 


eee rens. 
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ding in the increaſe of the Poone, foz it will make them 
grow kalre larger and bigger then thoſe which are gelded 
in the waine of the Pone,ſo that ye geld oz ſplap in a god 
gne. Alſo in cutting 02 letting blondYheſe agnes are coun» 
ted moſt dangerous, if the Mone haus power oner them. 
As Taurus, Leo, Gemini, Virgo, and the latter part of Li- 
bra, and Scorpio, and alſo the two ſignes gouerned vnder 
Satutne, as Capricorne und Aquarius: the reſt are all god, 
as Aries,Cancer, Sagitarius, and Piſces, {0 that the Pone 
be not in them. 

Alſo pe hall note, that it the ſigne be comming within a 
dap of the cut place, it a i not then be ſo good to cut with⸗ 
out a moze danger, as when the figne is once paſt the place. 
Foz a greens wound being newly cut, the ugne comming 
nigh vnto it, will cauſe it fo bleede a freſh, being but little 
moued, 92 elſe to grow and bꝛede to ſome impoſtumation 
of bloud oz other humours, which hath be&ne often ſcene a- 
mong cattell, whereby they haue dyed thereof, but to geld 
pour calues when thep are but young, is counted beſt. As 
when they are of ſire oz eight wekes old, foz ciſe (as ſome 
hus bands ſap) they will not commonly pzone ſo faire noz 
ſo god to weane. If any calfe do ſwell after he is new 
gelved,fome do bie to burns one of dis tones to powder 
and ſo beate it ſmall; and caſt it thereon, and ſome do mixe 
it with neats ſof-ople, and ſo anoint the ſoze place there- 
with.

gent to fo:eſce that his cattell haue meat in dus ſeaſon, 
and that his ſtalles be cleanly kept, and that no Poultry 
Hennss, duckes , oz hoggss do bſe at any time the ſaid 
ffalles: fo; the feathers of poultry are vnholſome fo cattel, 
and ſo alſo their dung bz&@ds the murren in cattel, as ſome

Likewiſe it is not good to labour with any 
Bul among pour Dren, foz he will be &qbbozn and ſullen, | 
and loues to be a maſter ouer the reſt, whereby he will but | 
trouble them. Therefoze it hall be alwayes beſt to keeps 
the Buls luſty and fat altwayes to couer pour kine,ſo (hall 
pee ſtill haue faite calues, and large withall : one god and 
luſty Bull is ſufficient fo2 th;eſcoze kine. 
Alſo kine to be put to the bull, the beſt e chiefelt time is

Cow. If a Cow lvith make deſtre the bull, if Gee be mil⸗ 
ked incontinent befoze, ſhe will not then take noꝛ pet de- 
fire the Bull, iche baue no Bull, and i&ſe her make; bee 
will dcfire the bull about a moneth after againe:tbu⸗ ſome 
hus bands

thaſe talues will be weake. A Cow will live well fifteene 
yeares, bat after ſhe will ware fexble t weary/Alſo pe hall 
not let a Cow take the bul befoze ſhe be th: yeeres old:,fo;

ſmall and weake calues: therefoze ſome husbands will ne- 
uer cane the firſt calfe of a cow.

kind of labour. Alſo when a cow hath calacd, ſome bug- 
bands will after the calfe hath ſuckt thzer werkes taks 
awap a teat, and milke it cleane: the next wake another 
teat, and ſo the ſþird. Thus they will baue milke plenty, 
end pet many kine will keepe milke enough to ſerue fo; 
her calfe. Jf a colo paſſe ten partes, (hee is not then ſo 
good to bʒing calues as befoze. Af a pong cow calue bes 
foze ther pres, ye ſhall take away the calfe, 4 milke her 
firſt the dayes together, becauſe ſhe hall not then be chars 
ged with to much milke. Then milke her no moze, but let 
the calfe haue all thereſf. If ycs wiildzy bp her milke, 
pee ſhall anopnt her bdder all over with tarre. Ring des 
ure not ſo much to dzinke of the riner water as of pond 
water, becauſe the water of the riuer is moz8e cold then 
the pond water.

8 Tephanus ſaith, fo ozder Cattell, and fo nouriſh kine 
ozderlp and well, the husbandman muſt ſ himlelfe, oz 
iſe bane ſome truſty and skilfull man to lok and often re- 
ſozt bnto his cattell, as oxen z kins in the ſtall oz without, 
and to f&d, 02 ſe that thep haue ſufficient moat and water 
daily at conuenient times, mozning and evening , and to 
ſ& when any beaſt is ſickly, to delpe him with medtcine: 
and to make their ſtalls ſoz Cattell to tps in, to ſet it Eaſt 
and Weſt, with windows and dots towards the South, 
and cloſe foward the Nozth, foz that is very ſharps and cold 
in the Winter foz Cattell: and to row of beaten ſalt all 
oner on the boꝛds cz ftoncs vnder them, becauſe (they ſap) 
it is a manifci thing to kepe their bodies in bealth : and 
they do ſtraw ſome ſand oz grauell vnder their cattell, on 
the planks foz ſliding, whereby they may ſtand the better, 
without lliding, and alſo to ſe them haue litter at evenings. 
after their labour, 

And when ye ſhall put them fozth info the ping with 
pour kine, ye ſhall ſeparate the pong ſacking calues as ſone 
as thep haue ſucked their dammes, yon ſhall put them into 
ſome ſeveral houſe oz other place, where they ſhall remains 
all the day: and when ye will have them ſucke, ye ſhall let 
them fozth to their dammes , and let them ſucke, but cue» 
ning and mozning.andſo ſhut them bp againe in the houſe, 
foz by this oꝛder the calues ſhall ware moze faire, and alſo 
ſoner fat, then roming il with their dammes. Allo when 
acow hath calued,if Me be not then wel kept (although the 
be a god nurfe) he hal not be able to nouriſh wel her calfe:- 
therefoze they do bie to gipe kine with calfe of the greene 
bearbe called Pellilot: they ſtampe it with fome hony, and 
lap it all night fo ſoke in milke,and ſo giue it her like a mes 


dicine : fo; that is counted marnellous god fc; a cow — 
calls 
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calfe oꝛ other beaſt, Likewiſe againe,thep do ſtampe peaſe 
with wine, and ſo giue it them, and let the Farmers wife 
as ſone as your calues bee taken vp, put the milke apart, 
that butter and chaſe may be mads thereof without any 
ivatte, and ſe to alwayes that pour cheeſe be wellandcloſe 
gathered in pꝛeſling fozth cleane all the whep (foz whep res 
maining in the curds, will make the cheeſe ware ſowze,and 
aire will make it full of holes) and likewiſe that your pots 
be well (calded, and cleane waſhed, with other vour beſſels 
thereunto belonging: oz elſe veſſels with chaſe fats, and 
ſach like, will make your ch&le ware ſow2e alſo.

Therefs;e pe ſhalleuery eight day open his month, and 
wach it with his own pile, and thereby ye ſhall dzaw fozth 
much flegme thereat, which otherwiſe he would ſtill ſwal« 
low downs. Mhich flegme oft times wil moleſt and griene 
him to eate his meat: fo the abundance of flegme doth 
cauſe him to haue the Catar 02 Reume, which ye ſhall per⸗ 
ceiue when he is troubled therewith , by watering of his 
cyes,fo; they will ſeeme very watery: and when they dzop 
water, he will hang downe his eares. Then ye ſhall take 
him and wath his mouth with time bzuiſed in white wine, 
and thereupon rub his mouth with garlicke and fine lalt 
mixt together: ſo done, then waſh his mouth againe,as bes 
fo;e. Some do cleanſe the ſaid flegme, with bay-leaves 
beaten with the barke of Pamegranates, and io mixt with 
wine walh therewith. And other ſome da ſquirt wine 
mixt with myꝛrhe, into their noſtrils: but ta the Reume

Another, Take of Ariftolochia, 
bꝛuſe it and mix it with mirrhe and popper,and then gine it 
with white wine oꝛ ffrong ale, which doth calf fo2th the lat- 
ler but then.

To helpe a beaſt prickt with a thorne. 

E ſhall take a betle fly,cald-of ſome a Wumbard, which 

creepeth commonly on hozſe dung,oz other dung. lit his 
bellp, but kill him not, andlay it to the cut place, where the 
thozne went in.

How to viſit and ouerſee your cattell from 
time to time, 


E mull often onerſ& and viſit pour troupes of cattell, 

againſt any infirmity that may daily hap, and to chuſe 
and take fozth the old cattell from the poung , ſo mult pee 
likewiſe take pour kine which are barren from the other, 
becauſe they will beare no moze,and pet occupy the place of 
the bearing kine Which barren kine pe muſt either fat them 
oz occuple them to the ploughztoz they map as well endure 
labour and travell,as the poung Dre, becauſe being batten 
they are as light. They delight to be in ſundzy places, in 
Winter nigh lea, and in Sommer fo be in thicke Wadp 
wods,and they love moze the paſture on mountaines, then 
on the plaines, and alſo their bofes will better endure in 
fozreft and graſſe woods, oz in places of clay oz mariſh 
grounds, then in hard and ſtonp plates. 


Things good to purge Cattell. 

He powder of ix. oz xb. leaues of laurell. 02 the grene 

leaues thereof beaten and rained with a pint of honied 
water, mixt with a little ſalt,then ſtrained and giuen to the 
veaſt in the mozning: this will purge ſome what ſtrong. 

Allo ths leaues of ths alder bzniſed and ſod in water, then 
ſersined and ſo giuen, doth purge both choler and flegme 
downward: And alſo it doth cleanſe water ou of the ſto- 
macke. Aliſo the berries of aldet ſtampt t ſtrained with ale 
oz beere doth the like. Dz the inner rind which is gre&ne,ta- 
ken and ſtamp with wine, and ſo let it ſtand cold all a night, 
and then ſtrain it in the mozning,4 giue it warme. Oꝛ like- 
wiſe the low alder called danfwozt, which will do the like, 
and in all points it will purge both choler and flegme, as 
well as the other alder:and (as {oine do iudge) it is god to 


be gluen to cattell in the time of plague oz murren among 
beaſts. Like- 
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Likewiſe ye may take of ſpurge, which gineth like milk; 
take a god handfull thereof, ſtampe it and then ftraine it 
with a pint oz moze of water and vineger in like poꝛtion, 
and ſo giue it: this will purge both choller and flegme. A!- 
ſo xx oʒ xxx of the ſades thereof ſod in henied water mixt 
with a little ſalt, then bzaſe them, and ſo giue it, which 
doth purge moze ſtronger. 

Another: Ye may take a god handfull of Centozy. or the 
tops, leaues, and flowers, bople it in a quart of ale 03 bære. 
till aquart be waſted, then ſtraine it and giue it warme: 
this ye max miniſter at all times ( it the ſigne do ſerue) and 
it will gently purge both choller and flegm. but chiefly cha- 
ler, and keep him in the houſe, if it be cold, & houres after. 

Another, ye ſhall take a handfall ofthe roots of Poli po- 
dium( which is the ferne that groweth on the Oke) chop it 
mall. and then bzuſe it, and mixe it with a quart of honied 
water, and ſo giue it warme. In ſummer ye map take like- 
wiſe a good handfall of the bꝛanches, and vſe it as the other 
afozeſaid : this doth purge both choller and flegme, but 
chiefly flegme. 

Another, pee ſhall take a good handſull of the crops of 
b:zome being green, then bzuſe it, and putvnto it a pint o: 
moze of honied water oz ffrong ale. ſet it reſt ſo all night, 
then on the mozrow ſtraine it and giue it warme. At pe will 
make it moze ſtronger, ꝓe may put into it two dꝛams ofthe 
ſeed made into potoder, t then it will wozke moze ſtronger: 

Mother, take of Sene of Alexandzia, with a peniwozth 
of Anniſeeds, then bople them in a quart az moze of ale, till 
a quarter thereofbe waſted : then ſtraine it, and ſo give it 
warm, this doth purge very gently. Alſo the ſene Romana 
that is here growing in many gardens (as at Lambeth 
houſe) take 3 dzams of the ſ&d made into powder, with the 
powder of Anniſed, xthen mix it with a pint of trong ale, 
x ſo glue warme, e this will purge moze ſtrong. Another, 
take re dzammes of the root of Flowerdeluce made into 
powder, and mixe it with a pint oz moze ofhonted water, 


and lo give it warme. The moze 1 pee giue —

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theſe afozeſaid, the ſtronger they will be fa wazke. Where, 
foꝛe pe muſt bis them with diſcretton ; and as pee ſhallſeg 
cauſe, foz ve mi as well giue too much as foo little: and 
the beſtis, when pe do gine them any dzinke to purge, to 
keepe them in winter warme alter a dap and a night, and 
ſo they hail do well God willing. The beſt ignes to giue 
them dꝛinke in, is Scorpio and Pilces.

S foz the murren oz plague among catell, there beg 

means enough (ſaith hee) that can helpe the ſame, 
being taken betimes. Uhtch diſeaſe commeth of an infe- 
tion of the blood, e it appeareth commonly firft in the head, 
foz then his head will ſwell, and his eyes ware great, and 
they will runne of water. And when he doth once froth af 
the moath,be is then palt remedp,and hoztly after he will 
die, and pet when they are thus ſicke they will eate- The 
remedies are: pte ſhall flea the beaſt that is ſo dead, and 
burp him in a deepe pit and couer him well with earth, that 
no dogs can come to the cartion. Foz ſo many beaſts as do 
Imell therofare like {0 be infected with the lame dileaſe, and 
foꝛthwith ye ſhal haue the ſkin ſtraight to the Tanner.car · 
ry it not home, ſoꝛ fears of moze peril may fal therof. There 
is a common vſe, and done of a great charity, which is,thep 
will put the beaſts (kin an a pole, and then ſet it in a hedge 
faſt bound to a ſtake by the high wap ſide, that enery man 
riding by, may perteiue therby where the fickneCe of cattel 
is, and alſo in what Townelhip: and they hold an opinion 
it will thereby ceaſe the rather, which J do ſcarcely bel@ne- 
But a beaſt haning themarren, being flaped,it wil appeare 
betweene the fleſh and the skin, foz it will be as though it 
were fall of frothy bubles like bliſters,ſoms blackiſh, ſome 
blew, and ſome yellow, which will commonly bee in a fat 
beaſt, an inch thick and moze deepe in the fleſh. 

There haus been ſome beaſts that haue died ol the mur⸗ 
ren, (as J haue biene credibly told) e that flaies him died 
ſoon after, and he that went with it ta the Tanner andthe 
bozſe that carried it,and the Tanner that tanned it, al theſe 
dyed ſoone therenpon, which was thought it was by the 
infection ofthe ſtinking skinne, but being true, it was a 
maruellous infection, Wherefozs it is thanght god of ſome 
to burp them whole, foz feare ofa further . 
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this is thought god of ſome, fo take a ſmall coꝛd and binde 
it hard about his necke: then on the farther fide ye hall 
feele a great veine, and with a launcet pe hall ſtrike theres 
on, and let him bleda pint oz moze, and ſo likewiſe on the 
other ſide ol hiv necke. Then take awiy tbe coꝛd and it will 
ſuddenly Ranch, but if the Cgne be there, he is in moze dans 
ger ol bleeding fill, It de ſo do, ye ſhallclap to bzuiſed nets 
fles and ſalt, oz wilde tanſey bzuiſed and laid to: and ſome 
therefoze do giue them dzinks. Thus muſt you ſerue all 
your cattell that are infected, oz being together in one pa- 
ſtare: ſo doing, yt ſhall auoid the greater danger in this diſs 
eaſe. Foz the morren, it is taken by venomed graſte, by 
company, and popſoned water, and by hunger. 


The rearing of Calues for increaſe. 


T hall be god fo; husband#jied to redre pratly ſo many 
calties as they can congentenfly k pe to maintaine their 
ffocke,and chieflp thoſe calues that do fall between Candle»

acaife after Pichaelmas,and to kcp the dam at hard meat, 
as they do in ſome countries, it would be to coſtiy all the 
Minter: and a Cow aVzoad will gur oz? milke with a 
little grafſe,then withfobver lying in the cloſe houſe, 02 led 
with hay and &r&W@'remvining in the Koll: fog the dꝛy and 
hard meat dotſy dimtnich moze milke a grest deale then 
graſſe As fo; thofe huſbands that haue but malt paſture oꝛ 
none at all, muſt d ov tdeꝝ may: an in my minde it — 
te 
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farre better foz them to ſell their tales, then fo reare them, 
whereby they map laue the milke to a nioze p:ofit ſoz the 
keeping of his houle, and the cow then will the rather go to 
the bull againe. 

Alſo if the husband do go with an ore plough, it ſhall be 
then meet to reare two ore calues, two cowealues peares 
ly, to hold vp his ſtocke if he can ſo do, and it will be the 
moꝛe pꝛofit: alſo it is better to weane calues at graſſe then 
at hard meat, if they were at grafſe befoze ; and thoſe that 
can haue ſenerall paſtures foz their kine and calues ſhall do 
well, and reare with leſſe coſt. then others, The weaning 
calncs with hay and water will make them haue great bel- 
lies, becauſe thep ſtirre not ſo well therwith as with graſte, 
and they will the rather rot when they come fo graſſe. And 
againe in winter they would be put in houſes, rather then 
to remaine abz0ad,and to giue them hap but on nights, and 
to paſture them in the day-time. And thus being bled. the 
hall be much better to handle when they ſhall be kine 03 
oren to ſerne fo any other purpoſe,

* ſhal vnder ſtand, the leaſt hurt foz the huſbandman is 

his cow to caſt her calfe, then his ewe to caſt her lambe, 
o2 mare her colt, becauſe the calfe will ſucke ſo much milke 
as he is wozth,befoze he ſhal be able to be killed. And of the 
ewes milke, there commeth no pzofit but the lambe, pet in 
ſome countries they weans their lambs, 4 milk their ews, 
which is a hindzance foz them to take the Kam in due ſeas 
ſon. But thereby oft times goeth manp ews barren becauſe 
they are bzought ſo low with milking, Alſo if the mars caſt

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What Catell ĩt moſt meet to go in one 
Paſture together. 


E shall vnderſt and, it is not ſo good noꝛ ſo p2ofitable to 
haue cattell all of one ſoꝛt in a paſture together, as to 
hane all Oren, o2 all hoꝛſes in a paſture together, noz pet 
ſh#pe alone, except they paſture on high grounds, foz they 
will not feed euen, but oner-ron, and leaue many tufts of. 
graſſe here and there vntouched in diuers places of the pa- 
ſtare: except it be greatly layd withcattell. Thereſoze pe 
ſhall perceiue that hozſes will agrœ well with other cattell 
in one paſture together, foꝛ there is ſome graifſe that hozſes 
will eafe, and beaſts will not, and light a hozſe will couct 
to feed after other cattell Alſo a hoꝛzſe loues to feed on low 
grounds, as plaſhes, and hollow places. Bat hezſes g hep 
will not ſo weil agree together. except it bee fo2 the thecpe 
to feed on the byper grounds : fo2 a ſherpe will flede on a 
bare piſture, and este the ſweeteſt graffe, and fo will a 
hozſe likewiſe, but hee maſt haue it longer. Yet (as ſome 
doe (ap) a hozſe will eate as nigh the ground as the ſheep, - 
but he cannot therewith fill his belly ſo ſoone To one bun- 
d2ed ofcatteliin a paſture, pe n ay haue twenty hozſes, if 
it be u low ground. But if there be plenty of graſſe, then 
pe map pu! therein an hundꝛed ſheepe moꝛe: and ſo like · 
wiſe to the rate of the goodnes of the paſture, moze oz [cle 
in cattell, and after this oʒ der pou map eate pour paſtures 
tuen with cattell,and leaue but few tufts of graſfe vneaten. 
Alo if it be a high ground ye may then put in moze ſheep, 
and leſſe of other cattell. Foz many Kine and dꝛaught 
Dren,will eat a ground much barer then the fat ing Oren 
o2 Kine, And pe may alſo gine a milch Cow, as well too 
much meat as too little: fo2 too mach meat will make her 
ſoone fat; and then ſhe will the rather take the Bull: and 
the being fat will giue leſſer milke then a leane Cow: foz 
the fatneſſe ſtoppeth the pozes of the raines which Chonld 
convep the milke vntotho bdderne : Wherefoze a meane 
paſfare is alwayes beſt to keepe your milch Kine in, . 
0 
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fo haue them in a good meane effate,neſther fo fat noz foo 
lane. Alſo, if a Cow be fat when ſhee ſhall calue, ſhe is in 
moꝛe danger then being leane,and the calle (ſhe being fat) 
Hall be the leſſe of ſtature. As foz your dzanght Oxen, pee 
cannot gine them too much meate, except it bee the after 
graſle of a low mowed Peddow. Foz that will cauſe them 
to haue the gyzie, and then he map not ſo well away with 
labour. Likewiſe, if there be very much graſſein a Cloſe, 
the tattell will ſ&d the wozſe thereof, foz better is a good 
wert bit from the earth, then a large and depe graſſe. Foꝛ 
whcreas it is ſo long;the beaſts will bite off the tops ther- 
of, and no moze, foz that is the ſweeteſt. And the other 
graſſe ſhall remaine fill on the ground and ſo rot, fozno 
beaſt will cate thereof, but hozſes onely in winter. Foz 
they will feede on foggy graCe and ſuch like. Alſo pe ſhall 
vnderſtand that Þozſes andcattell may not well bes fod- 
dered in winter all together, but put apart, foz the beaſts 
with their hoꝛnes will goare both hozſes and ſhep. Where 
foze it is the moꝛe danger ſo fo feede them together : it is 
beſt thercfoze to make ſtanding rackes and cratches, and 
to caſt their meate therein. Which ſtaues onght to bee (et 
ſomewhat nigh together, foz pulling and ſpopling their 
fodder too much at once bnder their feet. It were rather 
better to change their places euerp day, where pee feede 
them, which would make them to gather vp moze cleane, 
and not foz to trample ſo much vnder their feete. Thus 
much as concerning the paturing of cattell together in 
palkures, and alſo the foddering of them together in 
winter. 


A very good order for the fatting of Oxen 
in the Stall, 


VV vou intend to latte Dren in the 
Stall, being in Summer, oz Miuter, to ſet them 
bp: If pee take them from graſſe in Summer, they will 
hardly fall to eatipg of hap, of a good while a * — 

en 
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when ve then take them vp, kepe them ſo without meat 
and water, one dap and a night,and ſo they will by extreme 
bunger foꝛget the graſſe the rather, and then at the firſt 
gine them a little hap at once, whereby they map eate it vp 
cleane, and therevp ware aul hungry, Pe muſt alſo take 
them vp into the ſtall on a d2y dap, foz if ye tall them wet, 
they will haue (as ſome Graſters ſap) Marneli wozmes 
on their backs, which will commonly come vnts them by 
famine and panertey, and will hurt the lin: and alſo it will 
make him be lowſte. Ye ſhall therefoze bſe to kembe them 
with a wwoll-oard,o2 hozie-combe, as ſome do, foz that doth 
make them moze laſtier. But indeed that is god foz the las 
bonring oren ſo to be vſed, but not foz thefatting ore, as 
ſame iudge: noʒ pet thall pou let them go fozth of the ſtall 
at any time, not ſo much as to yzinke; Foz then they will 
deſtre the moze to be abzoad, and the licking of them will 
hinder (as they ſap) their fatting. But ye ſhall ſo pꝛouide 
that they map haue water bzought them in cowles, oz elſe 
to come though their ſtalls, as ſome do vſe: Ulbich is to 
ſet a waden trough slong thzough their falls , and with a 
pipe of lead, and a cocke at the endthereof,comming from a 
conduit gz ceſterne,and thereby fils the ſaſd trough twice a 
dap with ireſt water, mozning and evening , and at euer 
time befoze to cleanſe the trough of all the old water, and 
fo togine them kreſh, foz after they haue once dꝛanke their 
fills of the freſh water, they will lightly haue no moze 
thereof, fo: they will blow thercon,and after loath to dzink 
any moze thereof, vntillthep haue freſh. Fozan ore oꝛ a cow 
is a beaſt that doth loue to f&d ſweet and cleanly. Alſo you 
ſhall lap pour troughs end ſomewhat afloye , ſo that the 
water may runne all fozth at the end thereot. in taking fozth 
a pin tolefont the ſaid water: ond then waſh the trough 
cleane,and (o glue them freſh. Thus ye map vſe them daily 

mozning and euening ſo long as ye fat them. 

And flir ſt in the mozning, ye ſhall take awap all their old 
hap, and ſocleanſe their water-trough, and then giue them 
irclh water, and then a littlefreſh hap againe,+ lo at none,

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andiikewiſe at night: and thus fo vie them lobe fed from 
tine totime. Allo it all be beit to 5 Lace 4 Tet their trench 
on the ſurtber ſidethctr crib, nigh vnto the wail, and to let 
it two foot hie and mo2e, and their rackes itkewife went? 
Tand of a good height, as of fourc ſoot oz mo2e,and to bee 
made almoſt as bzoade beneath as aboue foz ftare ot tang - 
ling their hoꝛnes tyerin, and the rack-Caucs (et not paſſing 
foure iaches aſunder:et ſome doe ble to feed them on the 
ground without a racke, but that is thought to bee moꝛe 
paſty and moze waſtfoll of Yay. They doe alſo giue them 
ſometimes foz change, of wheat o2 barley chaffe, with the 
gurgins thereof, foz that after ti (they (ap) will make them 
co d2inke well. But the hap is once ly the chicfeſt oder, 
and will make the hard fleſh. 

Likewiſe their ſtandards and poſts fo faſfen them by, 
would bre made round and ſu:oth,of the t igneſſe of uxteene 
inches about and ſeucn fot long;and ſet foure ſot wide one 
poſt from another. Ve mull ſec likewiſe they be (ct faſt and 
ſtrong, both abone and beneath ; and pee ſhall alſo hardle 
pour Oxen in the Tall, all of the one ſide of pour ſtandards 
02 poftes, foz feare of their hoznes, the one Dre to burt the 
other, and pe hall faſten them vntothe poſt zs with a bow- 
with, made ſhackle-wiſe, fliding aboue and beneath his 
necke on the ſtandard, ſo that the one ſive of the necke ſhall 
be alwayescloſe vnto the ſaid ſcandard oz poſt, By which 
o2der of typing ſo, they Woll not at any time bow their 
heads ſo well to lick them. Foz in licking them (as is ſald) 
it doth hinder their ſerding in the fatting. And alſo if pee 
tyc them as plow Dren bee, with, a ſole anda withe, 
which is mads like a poke-bow, which would be tw long a 
tie from the ſtandard, and they will then both licke them- 
ſelues, and ſtrike each other with their boznes : therefoze 
the other wap of hardling and tying is beſt. Some make a 
light cradle of wood,x put it a bout their necks, which will 
kepe theit heads from turning backe to licke themſetnes, 
in anp part of their bodieo, but it is not ſo caſte to lie down. 
Other doe all to ſmears them with their owne dung, and

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then caſt aſhes thereon, which will ſave them from licking. 
And alſo fozthe cleanſing and farming of them, they do vie 
mozning and enening to ſhoneil downe their dung, and o 
ſ& froin time to time that they be cleane kept: foʒ that is a 
furtherance to thiir fatting and liking. And as foz the litte» 
113g of them, they do not litter at all, but let them Ipe on 
faire dzp planks,andin their owne dung. Pet ſome are of 
this opinion, tbat to litter them ſomewhat vnder the fo2c- 
part of their bodies, (hall not be hurtfull bnto them : and 
forther,theirkeper mult from time to timeiok vnto them, 
and marke if thep do eate and dziake as they ſhould do: fo 
ſometimes there will grow diſeaſes amongſt them in their 
meouthes, as the Barbes, and ſach like, which will much 
hiader their ſ@ding,and ſo paite, if they be not lo ted bnto 
in time, and haue helpe. | 

Some do vle alſo ta make holes behinde them, and let 
therein earthen pots euen with the ground, to k&pe their 
ptiTe in and ſo coner them with ſmall boards oz planks, with 
which ptlle thcy do ble to waſh the bodies of thoſe Apple⸗ 
trees which are giuen to be wozme-eaten, oz canker eaten, 
foz they ſay, that will ſane them. They alſo bie to caſt the 
ſatd piſſe among thcir rots in their garden. fo2 that will alſo 
kill, 03 cauſe the wozmes to votd, and ſane the rots from 
being eaten. Thus much foz the oꝛdering and fatting of the 
Oxen in the call. 

Ye ſhall take rots of great Sedge, which Hedge bear⸗ 
eth long leaues with white ſtreakes therein, much like to 
a white and greene lace, and groweth in ſome gardens like 
to aquitch graſſe, and therots are much like to a quitch 
graſſe,but they are mozegreater then thep, and will canne 
in the ground like the Nuitch called Garum in Latine, and 
it is thought to be a kinde thereof, Take a handfull of the 
ſaſd roofs, hzuile them, and bople them in a quart of god 
ale, then ſtraine (t,ſo gine it lake-warme thzee oz foure moz- 
nings and they ſhall amend.Bat let themnoteatnoz dzink 
the ſpace of two oz this houres after.

| T He ſhzous-moule is an ill beaſt , and doth fronble and 


hurt mens cattell in many places: foz her teeth are bene» 

mous,foz twhcreas ſhe biteth any beaſt it will ſone ranckle 
and ſwell; that if they haue not ſome helpe, they will dye 
thercof. Theremedles are,thoſe medicines which are vſcy 
againſt venoming of other cattell, be alio god fo; this. 

There is allo a common ſaying among huſbandmen, that 
ik ny beaſt be mouſe crope,that is, when ſhe runneth oner 
the backe of any beaſt, he ſhall ſuddenly ware lame, and 
commonly in the binder parts,ſo that he ſhall not be able to 
riſe noz go, noz dzaw his legs after him. Mherein J haue 
beard no remedy, but theſe : one is, pe (hall haue hin to a 
bꝛlar growirig at both the ends, and d:aw that.beaft vnder 
it thzough.and ſo he will recouer : ſome do beate him with 
the ſaid bztar. Allo among boſbandmen this is counted moſt 
chiełe. and sften appꝛoued. T hat is to ſay,ye ſhall often toſle 
and turae the lame beaſt,and turne him ouer and ouer, now 
on the one ſide, and then of another, every way vp and 
downe, which ( as they (ap) it is a pzeſent helpe. 

Another: Some do teach to boze a hole in any tra, elme. 

02 other, and put therein a line ſhzoncmonſe,and pin it cloſe 
t let her die therein. Tden when any bealf is mouſe-crope, 
pe ſhall beat the beaſt with a twig of the ſame tree, and ſo 
he ſhall recouer againe. .

on the {kin oz out ward part of a beaſt. Some are bꝛoad 
and ſome will grow [og and hang like a cluſter of grapee, 
02 like a wen with kernels and knebs ſomewhat hard. It 
is ſuppoſed they do increaſe by wet and poucrty , and ſeme 
thinke it doth increale of ſome venomed humoꝛ oz by ſome 
p2icke 02 bzuiſe;oz ſuch like. It is not grieuous to the beaſt 
but vaſemly.. Theremedfes are, they helpe the rmming 
v2 bꝛoad tetter, by ſearing it round about weth an dot tron, 
and then to lap Tarre thereon, Some do but lay Carre 
onelp thereon. And fo2 the long tetter that bang etd downe 
like a cluſter of grapes, oz bunch, thep do ſeare it off with a 
hot tren and then lap tarre ther eupon, and fo it will go a- 
wap. Aiſo they ſap, that when the beaſt doth ware fat and 
liſty by grafſe,it wil ſo wears awap by little x little againe. 
loʒ they haue it commonly in winter and not in Summer ·

a benome, becauſe it inflameth both men and beaſts, and 
fo haue the like rage in lous as the holes and mares:Foz 
mares 
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mares, may conceine of themſelues, without the company 
of the hozſe, as without doubt it is moſt᷑ true, that in ſome 


Countries, the Paros be of ſo great beate,and deſire ſo to 


be couered, that although they haue not the bozſe, neuer 
theleſle, in thinking and deſiring ſo much the hozſe, they 
become with foale. Like as the Birds ot honſes,as Cocks 
to lap egges, and Bennes to lay egges without the Cocke: 
And as the Poet Virgil in his third boke of Georgicks, 


ſaith thus: 


Aboue all beaſts, great loue there was 
in theſe hot ſorts of Mares, 
As was oft times in Dem loue, 
by fleſuly mindfull cares. 
When Glam puniſhed Was-. 
for higaudacitie, _ 0.

Which loue did cauſe them range

Whereas ſmall heat of Sunne doth come, 
are puniſhe with the Froſt. 
Which cauſcth their hot nature 
more milder for to be. 
In — cold alſo they are, 
ye may daily ſee. 

Allo it is moſt true, im the highmountaines of Spaine, 
which lyeth toward the Dccivent ſeas; many Jenets and 
young ares bane colts without the coneriitg of the hozſe, 
which colts they do nourith and being vp, and pet they are 
bnpoficable,foz within that yeares, when they ſhould be at 
perfect growth, they dyo. But as touching the conering of 
Mares, the meteſt time is about ie moneth of March oz 
Apꝛil: then let the ung Pres be (atisfted of their na- 
tarall deſires, und the ret ot the pete kifpe the ;Pozle 
from them: and fs ſeparate the fallions apart it hall 
be beſt, becaule they hail not cover when thep would: but 
to kiæpe them torover when is beit tima is: and ſo it ſhall 


be better — let them be

But if he be fæble and 
weake, pou mult then rad the nature of the Pare with a 
ſpunge, and put it into the hozfe noſtriis: and if the Pare 
wil not ſuffer the hoꝛſe to couer her, pe ſhall bꝛuſſe the lea⸗ 
enpon, called Squilla and with that all to rub ths ſecrets of 
the Mare, t that ſhall put her in moze heat. And ſametimes 
they let another hozſo leape on the Mare, fo b2ing ber in 
moe boats, and take dim off againe by and by, and then put 


the other Pojſe unto her, and ſo he couers her. Now after Goucrnment 
the hath taken, and is with koale, you muff haue a great care of Mares with 
ol hurting her, and not to labour her (one after her coners foalc. 


ing, oꝛ when the is nigh foaling , but to nouriſh her weil, 
ſpecially in both the ſaid times. It vou haue not graſſe in 
Winter,you maſt able her, fo; ſhc feeds twaine. Let der 
not ranne, oz trauell (oze, no2 inffer any great told noꝛ pct 
kepe her in any ſtrait oz narrow place,oz cloſe ſhat vp, that 
one hurt not anothers belly. Foz all theſe afozeſatd do oft 
times make them bzing fozth dead colts. Alſo the ſnuff: of 
a candle holden at her noſe, will make her caſt her colt, oz 
when ſhe longs, not to giue her her deſire. Alſo if the Mare 
foale in trauelling 02 haue a dead colt. pe hall ſtamp Poly- 
I;podium rœts, oꝛ oke ferne, and mir it with warme water, 
and glue it ber with a hozne. But if ſhe haue foaled well, 
and the colt faire, touch not the colt with pour hands foz by 
touching it neuer ſo little (being pet but fender) ve map fon 
hurt it. Ve mult alſo haue a cars to ſe it laid warne, and to 
ozder the dam ſo, as ſhe may haue ſpace ensngh about her; 
foz the tender colt map ſon bt hurt by the dam, il ſwe ſhon'd 
chance fo lye on it So by little and little ye may bꝛing it a · 
bosd with the Maret and take herd that dung hurt not his 
holes: when he is of moze ſtrength, pe mop then ſet him 
fied continnally with the dam, becauſe ſhs ſhail not haue 
anger to ſiæ her colt, foꝛ commonly a Pare will become ſick 
foz lone of der coli, ſhe ſe it not.

colt, but after ſhe is ten pres. ſhe is not ſo good: ſoʒ com⸗ 
monly an old Mares colt will bee heaup in labour, weake, 
ares for made and lone weary-Jfyou will, ſhe ſhall being a. male colt, oz 
adac. à female: foz the male, when the Bozſe doth coner her, ye 
mult binde backe with a cozy, 0z pull backe his left ſtone :

After the colt is foaled, incontinent you may iudge what

muſtles and ſinews, his ſhoulders large ⁊ rigbt, with round 
ſidts, his backebone enen his belly gant, his ſtones and cod 
cloſe # ſms1l, his rapnes large deſcending, his knees round 
and ſmall, not turning in ward, his legs right a ſtraight his 
buttocks round, his thighes thick and frong, his taile long, 
with big crumpled hayꝛe, his hofes hard iq high. ſmoth and 
round, e his foze-top aboue very ſmall, and all bis body big, 
bigh and ſtraight, and well in lifting his f&t, faire to ſ& in 
length, & round, accozding to his body. And to be pleaſant x 
lone chaft, and ſudden gentle and merke againe: foz theſes 
colts of ſuch nature do ſon obep the man, and will patſentlp 
endure labour andtraugll, It a colt when he is foald' — 
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caſt his milt. huſbandmen ſay he will not line long, buf die

Co heale all ſozes oz other chafings on hozſes in any part 
or his body, thep do vie to wa them with warm water, 
and then to rub and chafe them with greaſe and lalt melted 
together, ſe long til the matter be ciye + iſſue oat:ſuch ſoʒes 
oft times do kill hozſes, if there be not (in the beginning) 
ſome remedy fonny. Some do anoint them with ople of 
Ceder. oz Lentiles, oz with nettle ſaeds mixt with et 
oyte,o2 the ople of a Whale, oz the doping of lait tunny, 
and chteflp the greace of a ſeale fiſh. Bat if the ſozes be old, 
te mult daue fronger things, es to bo e of Betonp berbe, 
ond bztmſfone powder, es el #b0zp, of pitch, with as mach 
old greace, e with this they do heale all old ſo2es, in raiſing 
them firſt with a harp tron e then to wot them with pille, 
and ſo to anotne. And ſometimes, ¶ it be fetere, to cut if 
to the quicke, and then ti dzaw it with mcdiclnes 8s ſhall 
be made with Tarre and Dpie, and ſuch like, whicd well 
toagſe and ff againe the place: and when the baire ſhatl 
be füll againe, and tloſed tull with hatre. then it ſhal be gd 
to chaſe the plect with t of a caldzon, and butter. And to 
dealt a nanei gall. oz ſose backe take ſwt of a chimne p. and 
peſt mixt together, and plaiſtet it therewith, which will 
porte i thont any oer thing, in ſhifting it once a day. Foz 
ring of the ſkinne, o2 raiſing thereof, tone wo great 
Onions, end boyle them in water, with hounds tongue 
hearbe.then bring hote, take a pound of at. and mixe it

ſhall ſee the experience. And.ſoz his backe that is chopt and 
ſwolne, ve ſhall ficſt wach him with pille hot, then anoint 
him with frech butter, e lapthereon a little hay, met in col 
watet, and ſo clap pour ſaddle thereon, and let him ref ſo 
that night. oꝛ anoint it with butter, then put on the wet hay. 
and pour ſaddle. Some clap theſe to hot hozſe dung, and 
then the ſaddle , bat take the graunds of als oz berge, and 
boyle it well with (zallows,and clap it hot: butif the(kin 
be thꝛough chakt, ſo that it doth-water and is very moiſt. pt 
ſhall haue ready in a bagge, filled with the powder of bzter 
leaues finelp beaten; and put a little ol that thereon, and it 
will dzp it vp by the mozning; a will heale it alſo, without 
other thing. Alſo foz ſoꝛs eyes, which map be healed with 
the mealeof wild tares, cald Dzeb.And the creuiſes echops 
on the eyes are healed with laſting ſpittle 4 a little (alt, oz 
the powder of dzp bones and mired with burned lalt. oz the 
ſ&ds. of wilde Parſneps, in powder, and put in a cloth, and 
blow it ia his epes: and all the grieles ol the epes are hea- 
led by mixing the iuice of plaintaine with honied water, oz 
il pe haue not that, take Mony e Time mixt together. Alſo, 
foz a ſoʒe epe, take ſtrong nettles, ſtempe them and ſtraine 
them With berre, and ſquirt thereaſ into his epe t 93 
thzice. then blow in a little powder of Sandfaer,andiethin 
take no cold of his cye till it be whole. If you muſt needs 
ride him alter, it were god to kepe a cloth befoze his ee to 
defend the wing. and it were god to let him bloud vader the 
eye and then dꝛeſſe him once oz twice, 4 it (ali 

bioad in the eyes take the white of an agge, and to, 
oꝛ the {uice of Selandine to anoint. 4 it is gad againſt any 
ſcroue: and alſo it is god to moke a toſt of bead. and dip if 
with white wine, and clap it to his epe. and vſe it often, oꝝ ta 
let v1qud vnder his bzows : and to ktepe the flies from his 
eye 02 other ſoze, pe hall melt tarts and ople, 03 tarre and 


hogs greale together, and ſtrike thergof all about. 


Sometimes a hozle wil caſt bloud at his noſe, which doth 
weaken him much; and is gotten by ſomt 1 
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like, they ſtanch it by blowing in at their noſtrils the iuyee 
of Coziander, oz bzaſe the leaues of Perwincle, and put 
thereof in dis mouth, and let him chew it in his teth, and 
that will ffanch blading at thenoſe. 

Sometimes 8 hozle will loſe his faſke, which cometh of 
ſozrow. Theremedy is, take foure ounces of the ſ&des of 
Nigel Romana, beat with fire ounces of opls Oliue. mixt 
with a pint of Mine, and make him to ſwallow tt downe. 
The diſpoſition of vomit : They ble to take it away in 
making them often to ſwallow a beaten head of Garlicke, 
with thz> parts of wins. a 

Againſt Apoſtumes oz Peſtilent ſozes, it ſhall be god fo peſilence in 
pierce him with a hot Jron, rather then with a cold, then Mares. 
plaſter it with heating medicines. . 

Alſo, chere is a Peſtilence, which cauſeth mares ſudden⸗ 
ly to ware leane, and (o pins away. If any ſuch doe happen, 
pe ſhall put in their noſtrils foure pints of fiſh bzine, called 
Garume. If the griefs bee great, they take firs times ſo 
much, and this will make them to purge; and caſt ont all 
flegme at their noſtrils. 

Sometimes mares will be in rage, but not often, which Mares is » 
is to be noted, hom that ſometimes they happen to be in a cage. 
hot rage : this is when they (> their image n the water, 
they are ſuddenly taken with lone, in ſo much, that then 
they fozget to dzinke oz tat, and in ſo burning, dos become 
day. The ſignes are, then ſhee runneth auer the paſtures 
as ſhee were chaft oz beaten, and looking oft about her, as 
though ſhe deſtred.ſomething, + 

Thep vle to heale this folly, in leading her to the water 
againe : foz when the ſhall ſee her lelle in the water as ſhes 
did befoze, ſhe doth ſaddenly ſozget her firſt image that ſhe 
ſaw. And this is often among mares. Thus will J here - 
leaus 6 little of them, and ſpeake ſomewhat of Poyles, and 
theit natures. 

Who ſo hath a deſtre to nouriſh Ales and Poples,they 
ought diligentip to learch fo; \ Rang — 
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and likewiſe che males to brare colts: foz if they bo not 
doth well diſpoſed, theis which tha!l comeof them ali no. 
thing p;enaſle. Be wat thereſoze chuſe ths Pare buder 
ten yeares and large and faire,and woll membꝛed. foabſve 
trauckt : and let herbeare eaſe burthens , foz hurting the 
ſ&d within der belly,andnot to be anclp beautitall of body, 
but gad alſo of ſpirit and TComacke: and when the ſa@vis 
long ere it take life within her body , 83 bs long ere the 
foate. ſcarcely about the end ot᷑ thirtene moneths, i is a to⸗ 
ken of ſama let. Notwithſtanding, the Pople colt takefh 
moze after the Alle that begat him,xather them alter the life 
and nature ofhis damme. and pet ye (hall not fade it true 
in at! Pares, no mozs than it is pzoper in ail hozſes : o 
ſometimes experience doth doceias mn iudgement in 
him which hechaoſeth. Jo ofkenEames Dtaltons of their 
owne naturs and race are mauullous in condifions and 


to their dammes. Dome Calſons ave lt to ft, and vet 
ſhall beget colts of great price, N ſome'do pteld 8 woz- 
thineſle unto the rnit, mode then other fowe. But che are 
moꝛe colder. and not io hot ot dero, and art not᷑ ioyned in 
loue but very hardiy with the Pars.

And alſo theſe harneſs nefle to ſee to 
ſes maſt bee well loked to from time time, and all things 
belonging thereunto, as halters, bzidles, headſtals collcrs, 
hawnes, traces, pipes, wanties, packſaddles, packwanties, 
and belly wanttes, with tacke, 02 ſhuttle pin, tyed to tuerp

Foz otherwiſe thou canſt not 
cleanſe them ſo well, and they will the ſoner be grauelled, 
therefoze (& to haue ſhoogs alwapyes ready, againſt any

Likewiſe alſo when thou doſt take any iourney with thy 
hozſe and cart,thou mult likewiſe ſ that all things belong- 
ing te the cart be ſabffantiell and ſcrong: as thy wheles, 
and cart body ſfrong and ſure to bearea burthen, and the 
arel:r& likewiſe. Alſo ſe the rathſtanes e ſtruts be whole 
and ſouad, e wel furniſhed, with ſtaues of god ſtrong holly 
bazel, oz aſh, and to haue them ready dzyed, il any want oz 
bzeake, and all the ſhamble ſtaues to be made of gaddzy x 
tough ach, which are ta beare a burthen from the thiller: 
and thy cart {adder to be made of god dʒyaſh alſo, and lurety 
ſet thereunto. And let your axeltris beſo made, that they 
may fill cloſe the nathes of the wh&les,foz when they gog- 
gle oz ſhake, they go vneaſie, and htndzeth nigh the dzanght 
of an hozſe, and that alis is bneaGe foz the Fill-hozſe.

If pour hoꝛſe haue a Farcy 02 Fachion, it is an ill diſeaſe 
to cure, but il it ve taken in time, it map well bs cured- It 
will runne by veines thzough the bodp, and appeare in ma- 
ny places of the bodp like knots 62 bunches, as bigge as 
halle a walnut-hell, and by following a beine at length 
it will bzeake it ſelfe, and runne fiithy matter, and as many 
hozles as do touch oz gnaw on him, within on nioneth Wall 
baue the ſame diſeaſe: oz if he do bite any other, he will in⸗ 
fecthim,and il they be not (one holpen, they will r 
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ol. At any hozſe haue it, anoide him af the fit ſt if ye can foz 
endangering all the other. This ſoʒencſſe commonly com- 
meth ofa co2rupt blond and humour engendꝛed in the body, 
and ſometimes it comes of bꝛuiſed bloud by ſome ſtroke, oz 
of ſome galling oz biting with ſome other hoꝛſe, oz of ticks, 
oʒ hogge-lice (as ſome ſay.) Mbe cure, let him blond on 
the veine nigh to the ſoze, hen burne every bunch, in pluc⸗ 
king them bp with pour hand to burne them the better, and 
leaue none vnburned. Then anoint them euerp dap with 
melted goghes greaſe, till thep fall away: then haue ready

Ys ſhall take of cloues e nut⸗ 
megs 3 dꝛams, of galingal & Cardamonũ togetherz dzams, 
ol (ot,of bap ſied, of tummin moze then the ather:make all 
theſe into fine powder,e put iu whits wine tempered with 
à little ſaFcon. Then put to ſo manp polks of egs as all the 
other in quantitp,then temper it altogether with the ſodden 
water of licozas, e make it ſo thin that be may eaſily dzink 
it with a hozne, & tie dp his head foz an houres ſpace after, 
that the dꝛink map deſcend down into his guts: then take 
and lead him fozth loftly, that it map wozke the better, and 
not calf it vp again, and let him not dzink of foure t twen- 
ty houres after:the ſecond dap pe ſhall gius him freſh graTe 
to tate, and bzanches of willow, oz ſuch like, that by eats 
ting thoſe cold herbs, it may mitigate the heat of the poti⸗ 
an, the cure is hard.

F62 there is as great areſpect 
vnts the paring, as bnto the ſhoing ; becauſe of the diuer⸗ 
ſitte of the hoofes : foz ſome be round, ſome long, ſome 
ſhozt,ſome (moth,ſome be rough, ſome tender, ſome tough, 
ſome flat, and ſome hollow: and broad hoofes commonly 
haue narrow heles, which will be ſoone weake to trangll, 
02 to carrp his ſhooe long: and in going long on his pts 
ſcoznes, de is apt to ſurbate and grauell.

There is 
no man that loues ſh&pe , but will haue a cbiefe care of 
them to bſe and ozder them as they ought to be, conũder - 
ing all the commodities that come by them, and to kepe 
their hoaſes cleane and warme in Winter, with their folvs 
alſo well ſet and ozdered in Summer. The ſhepherd ought 
to be of a god nature, wiſe, (ki/full, countable , and right 
in all his doings, wherein few are to be found at this day. 
ſ v in Villages and Townes, foz by their ivlenefſe 
and long ret, they grow now to ware me, and are 
giuen (foz the moſt part) to frowardneſte and euill, moze 
then god p20fit to their Maſters; and ill mannered, where⸗ 
of bꝛads many a the&uilh condition, being pickers , pars, 
and ffealers, and rumors about from place to place, with 
manp other infinite enils. Which contrary was in the firſt 
ſhepheards of Egept, and ofher in their time. foz they were 
the firſt (nnenters of Aftrology, and indgemeont in Carres, 
and finders out of Phyſticke, angmenters of Puſtcks, and 

many other liberall Scientes. 
I cannot tel whether J ought lo ioyne the Art of Unight- 


had,and the government of &ingdomes, but by their =_ 
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continuance in the fields, and many yeres ſ&ing and view- 
ing out of thetr cabbins, by experiences obſerved the courſe

monly in health, ercept at ſome times they are ſubitit to 
murren, (cab, oz peſtilence, in changing of grounds: theres 
foze they muſt be choſen agreable to the nature of the place 
where they ſhall rematne the which is a rule met to bit 
obſerued and kept, not onely in thoſe cattell, but alſo in all 
other cattell of hifſbandzy,whereof Virgil ſaith :

Foz the lat champaine and paſture ficlvs art good to 
noariſhgreat ſhepe in, fo; leans ſh&pe and boggrels, clos 
ſes. And ſherpe well fleſht, they ſhall do well in Fozrefts 
and Pountaines, dy places, and plaine commons: and all 
leuored cloſes axe god e commodſous to nourllh all tender 
ſbiepe, and to make them battell, and ſo to fat well. Thers 
is a greatreſpec to be had vnto the differences of nature. 
not onely in the ſozts and haad of ſheepe , but alſo of their

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the ſheepe of Mileſia in Athens be great, berp laire, and well 
eſtemed : alſo.) thoſe ſhepe of Galabria and of the Appoli- 
tans, and thoſs of Tarent, and now theſe tn France be moze 
eſteemed and pꝛayſed, and eſpectally the pe of Torcello, 
and next thoſe of the ltane champtans, as bcfide Parma, 
and Medena in Italy. 

Alto the white colour in ſtepe is berp good and pꝛoſita 
Lls, as we ble here moſt in England: foz of this colour a 
man may make anp other, and the white will keep alſo his 
colour long.

Foz in Affrica, where thep are bzought,(from the 
fowne called Gadirane,and thereabout)are wilde Rams of 
ſtrange andmaroe{lous colours, with many other kinds of 
beaſts, which ars oft times b;zonght vnto the people to 
make paſtimes Marcus Columella faith,a man of a ſingu⸗ 
tar god wit t bnderſtanding,and verp perfect in huſbandzp, 
which bzought one of thoſe Kams of Africa with him into 
France, ànd did put him into his paſtures and when be be- 
came gentle, he made him to be put vnto his Ewes, which 
Nam begat in the beginning all hairy lambs, and like in to · 
lour: dut after that the ſaſdlam s bad beene couered again e 
once oz twice their wall began againe to be gentle, ſoft and 
faire ; and at length thoſe lambes ingendzing with their 
ſhep,made their fleece ond woll as ſoft and gentle as ours. 
This Columella recozded, that from the-nature of the 
Ramme, bp ths alterafton of the place and cattell, they be · 
came againe to thefr foʒmer eſtate, and by little and little, 
by god oꝛdet and gouernment, thetr wild natares be clean 
changed. Solikewiſe diuers beaſts become ſone gentle, by 
well viing therof in husdandzy which afterward are found 
alwapes tame and gentle Thus J dos leaue here, and will 
returne vnto mp fozmer purpoſe.

The common rules to buy are theſe : when his wooll is 
White, faire, long, and ſtaple, and plaine, pe maſt chuſe a 
very white Namme: and pet oftentimes a white Ramme 
will get a white lambe, bat a pelow oz blacke Ramme will 
nener get a white lambe. Ye mult not chuſe a Ram by bis 
witneſſe onsly, but when the pallet of his tongue is of the 
ſame colour of his wooll : foz when eſther of theſes two do 
not agr&.the lambe is like to be blacke, oz ſpotted in ſome 
part, as Virgil ſignifieth by theſe berſes. 

The Ramme among thy Sheepe out pull, 
Though he be white ofskinne and wocl!, 
Marke well his tengue, and therefore ſec 

It tongue and fell do both agree; 

For it they alter in any caſe, 

Their lambes will follow the ſelfe ſame tace. 

Likewile the lelle (ame reaſon(s of the yelow and black 
ſhepe,as is afoze declared , which ought not to haue their 
tongue of a contrary colour to their moll: but in all parts 
to be like vate the fleece and wooll, although the (kinhe be 
ſpeckie and ſpotted of diuers colours, it is no matter. And 
pe muſt l that pe buy no Ram noz other ſh&pe that hath 
a thin ſtaple, oz ſmall foze of woll: g foz the better know- 
ledge to ſe that they be all ol one colour, pꝛincipally is to 
conſider in chuſtng pour Rammes,loʒ the ſpottie Rammes 
will commonly be ſene in the lambes. 

The Nams are much effemed when they are high and 
long ol body, with a large belly. e couered well with wooll, 
his taple long and thicke in wooll, bis ſozehead b2oad, bis 
cods bigge, his hoznes croked and wzithen : and pot theſe 
ſozts of Rammes are not the beſt : foz thoſe which haue 
no hoznes are moze better, and thoſe which have croked 
hoznes are moze better, foz the one doth annop the other: 
and it is better to hane their hoznes croked and _— 
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then, then to be ſtraigut and open. Neuertheleſſe in coun- 
tries moiſt and windy, they were better to haue the Rams 
with great and large hoznes, then other without, becauſe 
Lis U doth keep and defend the greatef part ol their head from 
| the winds and ſtozmes. Il that the Winter be bery ſtozmy 
1 in thoſs countries, they do chuſe thoſe Rams ; but if it be 
calme and gentle, they do take thoſe that haue na hognes. 
Foz the hozned Ramme hath this viſcemmoditte,bs f@leth 


bis by nature each part of bis body ls well armed, that he doth 
Ye deſire nothing but to fight with others. And he is moze 
K dotter after the ewes at all times, and moze impoꝛtunate 
10 then others : lo that he will not ſuffer any other Ramme 
to couer any freupe of ewes, and he will make warre 
without canſe againft his fellowes , and will not permit 
and ſuffer them to coner any ewe , although he can ds no 
moze bimſelfe, and pet he will haue all at his commande- 
ment. 
But he which is withont hoznes, knoweth be is vnar- 
k med, whereby he is not ſo ready to fight, and is alſs of lefſe 
beat,therefozepe may hans the moze Rams. The god and 
— ſkilfull Gepheard may cozrec the beat and ſurie of ſuch an . e 
1 vaſatiable Nam by bis ſubtilty: take a frong board ofa fot ld. 
8 b268d, and fill it full of pikes of tron, and tys that board vn- 
_ to his hoznes , with the pikes towards dis fozehead, and 
b this wall kape him from hurting of others, ſoz in giuing 
a bis bead a ſtroke, he ſhall hurt himlſelſe. 
0 Epicarmus de Sracuſis in Sicilia, which hath diligently 
4 witten of the medicines foz cattell, he ſaith : one may 8p- 


peaſe oz abate the furie of ſuch a Ramme in pſercing his 
5 hoznes by bis eures (with a wimble oz porter) againſt 
, | the place whereas they do croke. Alſo the ageofa Rani to 
cousr is the beſt at tha peares: and he hall be good vnto 
eight pearts: the ewes would be coueres atter two peares, 
and then they will be god flue peares after, and the ſenenth 
| yeare being once paſt, then they begin to ware weake, and 
will taile in getting lambes. Againe, as J haue ſad, ye 
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tount ol idem which haue gray oz ſpotted woll of diners 
colours, foz the vncertainty thereof; Thou ſhalt caſt them 
off as the barren ſh&pe, and alſo thoſe Which haue moſt 
teth, being of three yeares old. Mherefoze pe muſt chuſẽ 
thoſe of two pesres, hauing a great large body,a long neck, 
and long Tepe woll not rough oz ſtubboꝛn, bis belly great 
and lat ge of body coueres all with wall not to be vnconer- 
ed in any part. oʒ pet (mal! of ſtature, his gams ruddy, his 
teeth white and even, his ſkinne on the bziſket red, and on 
both ſides ruddy, bis exe ⸗ſttings ruddy, his fel loſe, his wall 
faſt, his bzeath long, and his feet not hot. Thele are the 
chiefe Canes of a ſound ſh@pe.Signes of a rotten ſhap are 
theſe : his belly full of water, his fat yelow, his liuet ſhall 
be knottp, and full of bliſters, and il pon ſ&the it, it will 
bzeake in peces, his ſides pa le, his epes pale, and darke, his 
gums white, the wol wil (@ne come ot, it pe pluck a littie 
thereof. Theſe are the ſignes of a rotten ſhtepe oz vnſound. 

Now foz to ſaue and ktepe them: Be ſhall vnderſtand, 
your (hep-hovſes ought fo be made low like vnto a hogs 
&pe,and moze in lengih then in bzeadth, warme foz winter, 
and not ſtrait of romes , foz feare of hurting the lambes, 
paled and bozded on both des , and within the place ade- 
ſcending loꝛ the vzine and dung. At ſhall be alſo god to hang 
of Koſemarp, oz other (weet and ſtrong hearbs foz to take 
awap 0z kill the ſcent of their bine and dung. It hall bee 
alſo god to make and ſet the houle open towards the Sun 
at none, and to be well covered ; foz theſe kinde of cattell 
are ten er, and cannot abide any great cold. 

Vet although they are houſed, they arc oftentimes vexid 
with cold, as reumes, glanders, coughs, and ſuch like, and 
ſo bexed with cold in Winter z as well as with heat in 
Summer: and afoze oz about their hoates, it were god to 
make a cloſe coat well and high fenced , ſo that they may 
go fozth of their houſes in ſafety to refreſh them. And 
their racks to be made two fot bigh from the earth, with 
rack. ſtaues ſet nigh together of a geod length. And the 
Shepþeard muſt (& that they be cleane kept, _ = 
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ryat the rackes doe ſtand falt foz hurting any of them. 
Chey mult alſo be kept that they haue no water,o; other 
moyſtare, and that there bee pzepared Fearne oz dzp 
ſtraw foz thoſe which haue lambs toreſt moze cleaner and 
ſoffer,and to ſee that the Rammes goe not to the ©wes,oz 
the lambes 1 -noz gos with any fickeſhepe az other beaſt ; 
and it is better to let the lambes remaine in the houle; 
then to go with their dammes a-fleld. and goon to let pour 
beſt paſture remains fo; your Ewes nigh pour ſh&pe hou · 
ſes. The Shepheard al io ſball affen cleanſe the todvering 
places of bis ſhepe, and reſerve if to litter the Kine and 
Yozſes, and ſo to keeps their houſescleane, whereby their 
health may be ths bettgr pzeſerned, and ſo in any wiſe they 
be not hurt noz annoyed with filthy moyftare, fo; they are 
tender and nice, and doe lonecleane places, Bee muſt alſo 
la that they haus god ſfoze of meate, foz hunger in them 
b:@deth themarren, A ſmall focke well nouriſhed, encrea⸗ 
ſeth much mdze pꝛollt vnto their Palker, then others with 
twice ſo greata Facke enduring hunger. And alſo the ſhep- 
beard mult often daius them over changeable paſtures and 
grounds —— — —— of feeding, and 1 
thoʒnes 02 buſhes, bſing t anthozity of Virgil, which 
faith by thele verſes following: : 


He that will haue goed ſheepe, 

Good wool] likewiſe alſo, 

He muſt prouide a Shepheard 

To lead them to and fro, 

From places which are rude, 

With many ill thornes and buſhes, 

And from enwholſome weed, 
From brambles, prickes, and cruſhes, 


oz thoſe ſcratches make them to bee vnquiet, and fo 
bz&d ſcabs and other ſozes, that althongh they are ſhozne, 
yet the thoznes will remaine in the stumme, and grow 
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waxe loſe and diminiſh cuerp dap, ſo much moze as it 
doth grow and fncreaſe, Theſe beaſts arc alwapes in dan⸗ 
ger of thozncs growing whereas they are, and oftentimes 
therwith they are typed with hooks and and (ares, thozns 
and bziats, which doe teare both woll and ſkinne, and 
theſe Cattell being fender and delicate, therebp loſe a 
great part of their woll, which otherwiſe would kepe it: 
und fo; the coupling together of them, all other Authours 
doe agre, and iopne toge ther in one conſent, that the bea. 
ring and lambing time ig at the ſpꝛing, about the twentieth 
ozlone and twentieth dap ot Apꝛill: foz then the ſhepe doe 
Ware moze ſtrong. 

Jf an Ewe baue then a little _ it were better then 
if ſhee did farry batill June, oz longer. Some thereſoze 
(without donbt doe (ap) it woulo pꝛo fit moze to couer 
them ſ@ner, to the end that after harueſt and gathering 
of fruit, the lambes f&ding all Autamuae, ſhall make them- 
ſelues ſtrong againſt winter doth come. and ſhall better en- 
dure the faſting in winter. Foz this ſeme cauſe it is bet- 
ter to chaſe Autun:ne then the Spzing, as Celſus repozteth 
by the p2ofc thereof: fo; he ſaith,it is moze mate fo; theſe 
caſtell-fo bee made ſtrong befoze Solllitium in the middeſt 
of the month of Jalp, which is the longeſt day in Sommer. 
then befoze Solſſitium in winter, which is in the middeſt 
of the moneth of December, And amongſt all cattell, thele 
map be moſt eaſteſt bzed tn winter, if the countrp bee not 
verp cold and wet. 

If pe haue ned to haue many male lambes, Ariſtotle, . 
a man of great knowledge in his wozkes of nature, hee 
commandeth to bee obſerued, and to (ple out the m&teſt 
eims to couple and put the Rammes to the @wes : as 
in a dzp time when the Nozth wind bloweth.Then (ſaith 
he) make the flocke to goe andfeed againſt the winde, and 
pat the Nammes bnto them, and thep ſhall haue male 
lambes. It pou would haue your Ewes to bzing female 
lambes, put the Rammes unte them when the winds 
bloweth ont of the @outh. And lo) to haue males _— 
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an they do bſe fo binds the left one down with a tender band, 
ges and to haue females, they bindedowne the right fone et 
ns the Ramme. This is done likewiſe in great cattell. Alſo, 
nd when pour Ewes haue lambed,and are ſtrong lambes,the 
ea SheMWeard thatleadeth them to ſeeke their paſture,tt ſhall 
it: be good that bee leaue behind all the poung lambes. And 
Is thoſe that doe ſacke aremeeter to bee ſold bnto the But- 
ea. chers, then thoſe that haue eaten graſſe, foꝛ they are moꝛze 
th ſweeter and delicate fleſh and when they are weaned, there 
oc commeth moze p2 ofit by the milke, then when thep goe To alter thy 


with their dams. It is alſo god and pꝛofltable to noutiſh flock. 


en themþy the fides of god townes:foz the cattell of the honſe 
ne are moze pꝛoſitabis then range caftcl!, Aiſo, if thy ſlocke 
er ofſhepe doe faile at any time thzoagh age, oz any other, oc⸗ 
1g tuſton, thon muff then renew it in keeping the focke, and 
Ns looking well thereanto, foz it thy ſtocke once alfer,thon art 
n⸗ like to alter thy tillage. - 
t⸗ Tobz>de Sheepe, the office of a good Shepheard is to To breed. 
th nouriſh as many head of cattell peerelp as there ore ficke 
 H& 0; dead: foz ye muſt vnderſtand, the winter, that by ve- 
it hement and cold weather it kflleth meny h@pagiache 
r. which pee did ſuppoſe they would haue eut-bozne the ald 
c winter, which in Autumre they might hane bene faken 
le well: and therefoze it is very dangerous, without pee 
df furnich poor focke (om peere to yeere) with the ſtron⸗ 

geft cattell, and thoſe that ſhall eaſily beare out the after _ 10 
1 winter : and hee that wilnotloto this her onght to nou⸗ licepe. 
L rich no lambe vnder fovre peeres, noꝛ 4boue cight peeres:

ought to haue god knowledge and experience of medicines 
foz theſe cattell, and to helpe them that haue nced thereof, 
and to take out the Lambe whollp together ont of the mas» 
trix: foz when he lyeth crofſe, hee mult not bee taken out; 
but if pe ſ& ſh& cannot well be delluered, ye muſt heiße the 
Ewe, and take and it cut in pettes, and ſo take it fozth 
without hurting the birth of the Ewe: The which the 
G:;&kes do call, an vaperfc& medicine. Then after, when 
the lambe is taken fozth aliue, pee ſhall raiſe her, and ſet 

her on her fect, and alſd the lambe, and then let them ap- 
pꝛoach vnto the teates of the Ewe, and open his mouth, 
and pꝛeſſe, and make the milke come fozth, that he map bee 

accuſtemed thereunto. But befoze pes doe this, p 

dzaw the Ewe a little, which the Heard men doe call 

ſtroking : This is the'igrofſeand thicke milke,the which is 

the firſt milks after the lambing: ſo; if pee doe not dzaw a 

little thercof, it will ſomewhat.annop the lambe. Then let 

him (ifhe be weake) bee ſhut vp with his damme, ſhe two 

firſt dapes after that hee is lambed, to the end hee map 

be kept warme. and to know the teat and his damme, vn- 

till that be begin to leape and ware moze ſtronger, and to 

put H in ſome warme cloſe place, then after foz to put 

bim with other lambes, bicauſle in being alone bee will 

waxe leane by to much leaping and plaping in hls youth. 

Alſo, pon muſt aduiſedly put the ponng lambes by them- 

ſclues, and not with the irapgeR, toz ſeare in leaping and 

tumbling to bart them: and they art bigge, pete may

fs, the beſt and moſt fran keſt grafſe is that which groweth Paare 
amongſt errable grounds and furrowes, rather then me⸗ 


dowes which ate wet and mopſt and the grafſe in marſhes 
and mopſt foʒreſts is not good foz ſheepe, noz ſo good pa- 
cure fo2 the feeding of them And by long vie and contmu⸗ 
ancs theſe cattell will ware weary and nopſome thereof, il 
their keeper do not temedp it in gining theſe ſhepe of ſalt 
with their meat, which ſhall ſane them, and make them to 
haue an appetite- And in Summer it ſhall be god to haue 
them vnder (hadowte places oz tres in wods to the end, 
that by their reſting they ſhall haue the better oppetite 
when they refurne vnto theirpaſtare 8gaine,and they may 
then dzinke, whereby to fed the better : and alſo to auoide 
their ſurkets gan Winter ys muſt giue them hap and tares 


in their racks to nouriſh them withall. They do alſo fey Driake- 


them with Elme leanes, and of Ach leages, and ſuch like. 
which is gathered in ſeaſons conuentent, and in Antume 
fo to f&d them with hap of the latter ſeaſon, foz that is 
moꝛe tender and moze pieaſantfoz them to tate then other 
which is dzyer, 22 that which is the firſt ripe. The graſſe 
02 herbe called Pilltof is ſpecia il god foz them at all times, 
and likewiſe fo2 all other cattell. Ther vſe alſo to haue 
Fitches fo2 them, which is verp good, and fo giue them 
of Barlep raw ſmally beaten, and ſhozf, which" is in 
Winter very. good foz them when thep can haue no other 
meat. Likewiſe of Peaſe-holme, is good toz them if they 
be kept niere Zownes oz Uillages : and when the time is 
to dꝛius them to paſtors, oz ta leave them to dzinke in the 
hote @ummer, as ned requireth. J will not bs of other 
oe but that which Virgil hath wziften, the which 
is this : 


In the morning tide leade forth thy ewe ä 

For to refreſhthem before the Sunne doth riſe, 

The graſſe being tender, and ſhining with dewes, 
O 4 Soone 
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goone after cometh drought, is the common guiſe, 
That aſter the Sunne be. once ſoure houres high, 
Then buſhgs do cracke, and plaines waxe drie:

The night now being cold, 

The deaw deſcending plaine, 

On paſtures dricd betore, 

By them refreſhe againe. 
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And ye maſt obſerue Aſtrum, iubich is the ar of heat 
in Summer, when the Canſcular dapes do begin to the 
end, that befaze the midſt of the dapſhephcarog ovght to 
conduct aud dziue tic it ſhxpe towards the wet, e afrer the 
mid:ay is paſt, towards the ©: foz it is a thing of great 
fmpoztance to haue the bead of the ſheepe to fee againſt 
the Sunne which often annopeth thoſe cattell when the 
rayes of th Sunne begin to ſhew on the ground. And alſo 

Rimes or gel in Winter and Spzing time, pe ought fog to kepe them 
\ . cloſe, till the day haue taken the geily oz netty rime from 
| Mt, the 
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the earth foꝛ in the time the gellp is on the grae , which 
doth ingender (as ſome lar) the ſcab and a foame at their 
mouthes, and diſtillattons from the bꝛaine, with heauineſſe 
. of the head, and a loſeneſſe of the belly. Wherefo2e in cold 
ano moiſt times, pe ned not obſerne it but once a dp. 


Moꝛeoner the ſhepheard which doth keepe them, ought A Sheapheard 
to be wiſe in gouerning them with gentlenes, as it is com © guucrac. 


manded to all keprrs of catte l whatſocucr they be, which 
ought to ſhew themlelues conduct oꝛs and gutters of cattel, 
and not as maſters, and to make them go, oz ta call them: 
they ought either to cry oz to whiſtle , and after to ſhew 
them the hepe-boke, but to thzow nothing at them , foz 
that doth feare them: noꝛ pet fo — karre off from them, 
no to (it oz ſye dawne- It he do nok go, he ought to Rand, 
and to fit very (cl>ome. Fo: the office of a ſhepheard is as 
a high watchman foz his cattell, to the end that the low 
depe do not llip from the other. And on tbe plaines and 
medows.when they make ns baſte then he may ap. But 
in hard and empty paſtore , the light and yang ſhepe will 
aut go the other. and therefoze he ovgbt to baue an epe al- 
wapes amongſt his hepe: oz tf any complaine o any other 
meanes, to ſe them incontinent rewedted, aud he mult ſiæ 
alſo in their paſturing, chat they range not tw faſt auer the 
gcounds. foz the light and yong ſh#pe do ont-go the other, 
and ſt rap abꝛoad in cozncrs. whereby they be in danger the 
moze to be conueped awap, oz loft by ſome other meanes, 
oz by killing with dogs, e2 ſuch line; theſe rules are tom⸗ 
mon with all catteil Cherefoze be that wi l ſa me to thʒiue 
by them, he mult ſaẽ to them warily and wiſely from time 
to time. | 

Be muſt not mingle them of a ſtrange kind wu others 
of your flock, foz thoſe being of a ſtrange kind.they will al 
wayes ſtand gazing about, and will rather ſeek to fite then 
feed oz clſe loke on ethers. Theretoꝛe loke vnto them, foz 
it is a ſigne they like not the paſture oz lay whereas they 
do graz es but will ſecke anew. Therefoze the ſhepheard 


mult haue a great care, and vle diligence vnto 1 


Strange ſheep, 
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then the other. Fo2 all beaſts of woll are moze delicate and 
dainty then others, thcrefoze they onght to houe the leſſe 
negugence with their keper 02 maſter,foz they are of leſſe 
couettng then other cattell, and pet they cannot abide the 
heat in Sammer,no2 the cold in Water. Theſe cattell are 
leldom nouriſhed abꝛoad without great danger, but in hou- 
les and cloſed paſtures and are glottons and gredp, ti at if 
tzis meat by ſome occaſton be taken awap of others. thereby 
ſometime he will de ficke. Therefoze ye onght to give fo 
cnerp ſh&epe which (hall be ſufficient of meat in their racks 
fo: them in Winter , and togine them tn their troughs of 
barlep and beancs ground together,andalſo dzped peaſe o: 
atoꝛns ground, and giuen with bꝛan, and dzp Elme leanes, 
oꝛ other, as alozeſaid o of thze leaned graſſe grtene oz dy. 
of the hearbe Piiliot . oꝛ the hap of the latter ſeaſon,and ſuch 
like. Alſo there is but ſmall pꝛoſit in ſelling the lambs being 
vonng, and leſſe pꝛoſit in their milke, and they do kill thoſe 
whlch they cannot wel nouriſh. within a while atter they be 
lambed and thoſe ewes which haue loft their lamdes. they 
make them to gine others ſucke , foz they make a lambe 
ſuck two ewes,and yet cannot dzaw from her milk, becauſe 
her owne lambe bath ozawne moze oftener and with mo2e 
ſtrength, and to that lambe that he hath, pea andnatore in 
ber Geweth a moze lone 2 but to the other, the is but as a 
nurſe to a childe and leſſe gſuen fonouriſh it then her own. 
Wherefoze pe muſt obſerae and (& to them all the time be⸗ 
ing pong, and ts be ſuckled of their dams and other ewes 
allo. In this kinde of cattell it were better to nouriſh and 
weane moze of males then females. And althongh by cut- 
ting and gelding of them by bnſkilfull perſons , map do 
periſh Md die thereon, foz the females commonly are of a 
moze rudder woll (as ſome do ſay.) And againe befoze the 
male lambes be ready to coner the cwes , thep ars gelded, 
and when they are paſt two peares they are killed, + their 
ſkinnes are moze dearer ſoldthen any other, foz the beauty 
ol their well. Jn Greece they vie fo paſture their ſh&@pe 
whereas there is no buthes oz bzyars, los feare (as J = 
ald 
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ſaid) that their woll ſhonld not bee fozne off their bodies: 
in plaine fields a man ned not to be ſo careſull. But here 
me thinks, if I ſhould ſeæ my ſhap come with toꝛne fleeces, 
7 map aske mp ſhepheard where they haue brene, in lup- 
poſing . —— buſhes and thoznes: 
therefoꝛe he mult Mareſull when they bee in the field, 7o; 
all the dax goe not with them. And againe, in the 
houſe hee dug de to haue a moze greater care in clenſing of 
them 92 any other occaſion not to be fozeflowed,in off ope- 
ning their wall, whereas anp place ſeemes looſe by ſcrat- 
ches oz ether wayes: and then to tarre it. Þome do walh 
the place with ople, ſometimes they wotſh them all, if the 
day oz ttme be not t hot oz cold: and they doe ble it ſo in Waſh (heeps :

The Remedies and Medicines for Speepe 
and other Cattell. 


Oꝛalmuch as J haue carefully wzitten of the diligence 

which they ought to haue foz the pzeſcruing and keping 
their beaſts in health, now J will declare how to helpe 
them with medicines, which are grieued with any infirmi- 
tie 02 diſeaſe, Bow be it aithough J haue ſpoken already of 
the mult part of them, A will pet here repeat a few medt- 
cines fo; great cattell. Foz as the body of great cattell is,ſo 
is the bodp of the leCCor catteil, almoſt of like nature. Euen 
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ſo there is a (mall difference betwirt their medicines, and Medic nes. 


bet wirt their diſeaſes : neuertheleſſe whatſoever they are, 
J will not here let paſſe 0z omit, 

Ak it doe chance that all pour cattell be ſicke, ve Hall dee 
as J haue afoze commanded of great cattell (which J doe 
thinke to be a thing neceſſary ) enen ſo here, I command 
agatne faz a ſingular remedy to change pour paſtures, and 
pour watering places, and to dziue pour cattell into other 


paſtures farre off. If that peſtilente 02 marren doe come Sicknefle or 
by great heats, pe muſt haue them vnto conerts, ſhades, pen lence 


and cold places. If it come of cold,yee muſt haue them into 
open places againſt the Sunne. And pe mult lead them bp 
little and little.and not to haſtilp, to the end by their ſoft go⸗ 
ing they bs not grieacd no; yet to lowly, bat gently in a 
meane pace:foz euen as they muſt not be tozrnented bp to 
mach haſte, which are alr tady weary, and annoyed with 
this diſeaie ; enen ſo it is pzofitable to go meanly, neither 
to faſt, noz pet fo flow, hating till exerciſe, andnot to let 
them reſt oz lie. And when pe have bought them vnto the 
appointed place, pe maſt then part them into many troops 
oz bands, and ſo let them ever be locked vnto:and being ſo 
parted, they are then in moze ſafety then ever thep were be- 
foze when they wers together, betauſs that the ftrength x 
the infection of the contagious and peſcilent airs is not o 


great in a (mall trop of cattell, as in a great. And alſo it᷑ is

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moze eaſtefoheale a ſmall number then a great: therefozs 
pe muſt do this which J haue commanded, ta the end that 
ve do not repent the maze When as they fall all ſicke toge- 
ther : 02 if there be any one which hath it, then do as aloe · 
ſaid. Allo ſherpe are moze toꝛmented with the (cab, then all 
other catte ll, which commonly commeth as the Poet Virgil

that map help it; fo2 the one ſh&p Wall but touch the other. 
and he ſhall bee inflamed therewith. They haue no other 
thing, but to kepe him warme, and to nouriſh them with 
goats milke, the which doth cauſe it to be moze gentle, and 
doth mittigate the violeuce of the fire, and the burning of 
the tohole flocke, that they dye not thereof.

Shep will commonly haue the cough, which comes 
from the lungs:if it be vehement, you muſt glue him in the 
mozning with a hozne a little ot ſwœt almonds, mixt with 
8 little white wine, gine it warme. 4 giue him new ſtraw 
and make him to eat of the colt htarbe growing on lands. 
Some call it hozſc-hofe, and this cough commonly taketh 
themin the Spzing. Ilther chance to haue it at any other 
time, then giue them fenegr&kebzoiſed with cummin. Alſo 
all theſe are god againſt the cough as co take th:& oz loure 
leaues of mallows bzted and boiled in milk, and giuen with 
a dozne, which is excellent, oz er lcancs ſod in wine 
ffcained and giuen. Alſo the tupce ofthe great netfle ſtamꝑt 
and ſtrained with wine, and giuen warme. All theſe þelpe 
the cough, which makes them leane. 


The cough, 
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Sh&pe offentimes are troubled by a bloud foward the 
canicular daics, the which blond increaſing, cauſeth hep to 
bane a turning giddineTe in their heads, tumbling and lea⸗ 
ping without cauſe ; and if yon touch their head oz feet, pe 
hall finde them very bote: tben ye muſt incontinent let 
them blond on the beine (on high in the midſt of his noſe ) 


called Bebina: and ſone after he will amend and do well. 


agsine. Dome ſhepheards put a little quantity of bloud on 
their temples,whereby they finde it very god,andfoz theſe 
alſo which haue a cough and are mozfoanded, fo giue them 
a ſponful of Pithzidate oz treacle in wine. As foz th cough 
in ſh&pe,if they baue it not bery ſoꝛe, they will in ſhozt time 
amend thereof againe, and it will by little and little ſo go 
awap cleane. But in the meane time, that ſh&pe will not 
ware fat, but ſtill ware leaner and leaner,if it continue with 


them. 

Foz a haw in the eye, to dzop therein the ſuyce ofcama- 
mile,oz tro · ſot herbe tant and laid to. Againſt anp hots 
cauſe oz pain in the epes, ts let in the iupce of dzagon herbe, 
oz to let the ſupce ollettuce, oʒ lay it to plaſterwiſe. Foz a 
cold cauſs, the iupce ofclarp mixt with bony, and dzopt in. 
Alſo the tupce of the ſ&d of Selandine warmed in a lattin 
beCell,and put into ſhe eye. is ver good, Germander mix⸗ 
ed and beaten with honp, and ſo laid to, is good againſt any 
blow about the eye. Alſo the tupce of Pimpernell let into 
the eye, and laid fo, will bzeake oz kill enerp haw oz other 
impeſtume in the exe. 

Sometimes a ſhepe will ware blinde foz a time, and 
then mend againe- Some Shepheards let a little tar into 
his epe,t they finde-that he will mead the r#ther:there are 
diners things afoze recited, yet thep heretofoze haue vſed 
onecly but this tar, whether it hath ben foz lacke of farthec 
knowledge, J know not. And ſome let blod vnder the epe. 
Mater in the bellp of a ſh&pe will rot him : foz which 
water.ſome ſhepheards will cut a hole in his bellp, and put 
ina feather, and ſo let ont all that water, and then ſtitch it 
againe: and thereby ſome doe eſcape, and are well — 
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Some cherpe will haue a turning fickneſſe, which (s 
cauſed by a certaine ſmall wome (as ſeme ſhepheards ſay ) 
that iyeth vnder her hozne, which canſeth them to furneas 
it were round. Ir the woꝛme he under the right bozne,then 
the ſhep will tarne on the left ſide; if the wozme be tn the 
teft hozns.the will turne on the right ſite thus (as they do 
ſap) al wayes contrary. Therefoze when any <&@pe turnes 
oz bowes her head on the left de, ye Wall raſe all round 
about the right hozne, and then ſtrike it off, and then tarre 
it, and ſhe thall mend againe, 

Bloyd on ſherpe, if it come at any time of the ptare, it is 
eulll, and that hep that bath it is in danger to dye ludden⸗ 
ly: but ere he vye,ye (hall ſe him ſtand and hang down his 
head, and therewith ſometimes quake- Then i the Shep- 
heard can ſpy it, let him take him, and rub all his head and 
his cares well, and vnder his eyes: then with a ſharp knife 
cut off both dis eares,and let him bloud vnder both his cies. 
If then he bleed well, he is like to reconcr againe. But if 
he bled little 02 nothing, then it were beit to kill him, and 
ts laue bis ficth- Foz if he dye himſelfe (which will be ſon 
aftsr) his fleſh is naught, and his ſkin will be redder then 
others · This blond taketh moſt commonly on (he&pe that 
ars fat, aad in good liking. 

There is in ſheepa bladder, which wilt be vndef the (cul 
in his bead commonly behind, when he is troubled theres 
with, he will come heauily dzagging behinde dis fellows. 
Then ſhall ye fake and ſearch him , and whereas pe ſhall 
finde it moſt ſofteſt there cut the (kin acrofe, and flea, any 
turne vp the foore cozn2rs. Then with the point of your 
knife rate the cull finelp, but᷑ take bird yon touch not the 
bzatne; and (6 fake and raſe vp parts of the ſcnil, and then 
pe ſhall ſe a thin ſkin oz bladter,and therin lie the wozms, 
which are wohtte like oatmeale groates, and are alfus. So 
take all the bladder whole onf:(o done, lay the ſkinne fatre 
and clofe all ouer ther ton againe, and binds theroon eſght 
oz nine fold of linnen , and kepe him warme and cloſe, foz 
the ſpace of afoztnight after, and let him take no cold, — 
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raine. it he doe, hs dieih thereof: and after forrt&ne dsyes 
ye may turne him abzoad to hte felt. This diſeaſe com⸗ 
metz mo vnto poung ſheepe, as of two peeres oz vnder, 
and not vnto old (hep, 

To tag 03 belt p is, when any (e&p by running ont, To tag, or 
oz ncat@hnefſe of his dung, doe ray and vefite his tatle: the belt ſheepe. 
Sbepheard ſhall then take Geares,aad cut the tags away, 
and caſt dy mould thereon. If it then bee the hot time of 
Summer, it were god to rub it over with a little tarre,to 
keep fites awap. Alſo Shepheards ſhould have a little board 
by his fold fog, fo lay his Miepe cleaue thereon when bee 
dzeſſeth him, and his tar bottle to hang ready thereby, faſt 
on a fozked ſticke hee ſhould not goe without a dogge, and 
bis ſhephoke, knife, teres, and tar-boxe ever with him, 
oz at dis fold. Alſo he muſt teach his dog to barke, when 
be would haue him to run: end to run, and to leave run · Dogs for ſhep- 
ning when he would, oz elſe he is no cunning Shepheard, d 
. Foz to chato his eps it is not god: ſome ſay.it is a bz 
der of the ſcab by chafing, e then taking ſudden cold there- 
on. Therefoze he muſt teach his nog when he is a whelpe, 

t then is bet, fo2 it is hard to make an old dogge to ſtwp. 
Mheretoʒe let them be taught when they are pong. 
Hot to perceive ap when they ware and are (cabby : 
pe Mall beſt perceſnue when they bee ſcabbp,by the lockes of 
woollon their backe. hanging loſe, therefozeletthe Shep- 
heard view and ouerſeehis flocke day bp day, and (a he ſhall 
ſone perteius if an ſherpe doe bzcake oz not. Shepe will 
bane a ſcab, which Shephearvs call the ocks, and it will Pucks n cep 
ſhew on theskinne like red ptwples oz purples, and they . 
will be bzoad like ſpoto, as baoad as farthings.e there dicth 
many h@pe thereof fo; lacke ofloking to betimes. There- 
foze to handle often all pour pe, and loke all over their 
bodies. (&@ if ye finde any hepe taken therewith, pee ſhall 
by and by take him from his fellowes,s put him into ſome 
freſh paſture. And then ſ& and loke daily to the reſt of the 
flock,and dzaw them as pe ſhall ſ them infected therwith, 
put them in freſh paſture if pou haue it: iu ſummer — 
ere 
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there is no froſts,then it ſhall be god fo waſh them in wa⸗ 
ter. Remedies alſo, Some take the iupte ot nightſhade, unxt 
with greaſe,and there with anoint : oz garlick beaten toge⸗ 
ther with tarre, and ſo anvint ; oꝛ the iuyte of Pellitozp of 
Spaine, oz of Artichoke mixt with ſtrong ar, and 
therewith waſh it. Other remedies hepheards haue, the 
which J know not, but theſe, J thinke, ſhall be ſufficient. 
There is alſo a ſickneſis amongſt ſhepe, which the Shep- 
heards call the wod-euill, oz crampe, which commeth moſt 
commonly in the Spꝛing of the peare, and taketh them moſt 
in their legs. and in their necks. ſo that it maketh them hold 
their necks awzy. And the mol part ol ſh@phat baus this 
fickneſſe, within a day oz two thereof will dye, except they 
haue aſpedy remedy. Which remedy is beſf,fo waſh them 
a little,and fo change their grounds oz going, and to baing 
them to fe&d in ſome low paſture. Foz this griefe cometh 
commonly to ſh&pe on ley and hilly grounds, and full of 
fkerny grounds. Other remedies there are which men ds 
vle, to let blond in the beine vnder the eye. Allo lome do 
ſap, that houſlecke ſtampt with neats-fot ole, and therc- 
with anoint, oꝛ ſcallions ſtampt and bound to their legges. 
Dther Bugloſle, the leaues ſtampt and bound to their legs. 
Sherpe in the Summer will be troubled with maggots, 
the ſlye will blow vpon ſmall occaſions. To perceine when 
any ſh&pe ts troubled therewith , ye (hall ſ by byting, 
ſtamping. farting, and ſhaking her taple: andthere moſt 
commonly it is moylt and waterp, If it be nigh the hinder 
parts oꝛ tapls, it wtllbo defiled,and ware oftentimes grene 
with dunging. Then mull the ſhepheard clip away all the 
woll in that plate. to the (kinne, then calf a handfull of d;y 
mouldy powder thereon (which be (ould haue alwayes 
dna bag ready) to dy bp the moyſture. Then wipe awap 
that mold, and whereas the maggots were, lap tar thereon 
all ouer. Thus in the Summer, pe muſt every dayſ& well 
bnto them, and marke their feeding and going. 
Foz an ewe that will fozlake her lambe , as ſoone ac it 
is yeand, fo make her to loue it, ſhepheards do my the 
irth 
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birth ſkinne (which is a thinne call that the lambe is lap- 
ped in) which they take, 6; part thereof, and lay it vpon a 
lampe, and let it into her mouth, and make her foz to ſwal- 
low it. At the elde will not cate (f,then let her chew it well 
bp and downe in her mouth. and after that ſhe ſhall loue 
her lambe and be afraid of it, as others. And to make her 
to loue another lambe, if hers be dead, they bie to take her 
lambes lkinne,and cap it on another lambes body, and then 
ſhe will loue the other lambs , and thinke it is her one. 
If an ewes lambe do dye in the birth, ſome ſhepheards do 
take the dead lainbe andrab another lambe all ouer theres 
with, and by that meanes the ewe will reſerue it as her 
owne, and will loue it as well. 


Sh&epe oftentimes will be poyſoned bx eating ſome euil poyſon ot 
herbe oz other things, wherevpon they will ſwell and tags ſhecpe. 


ger, holding commonly their heads downe , and within a 
while after they will foame at their mouth, and then ſone 
aſter they will fall downe and dye. The remedp is, hep» 
beards do ble as ſoone as they ſi anp ſhepe role oz ſtags 
ger, to take him, and open his mouth and vnder his tongue 
at the root there ſhall pe ſ& bladders, which they do rub 
with the powder ofloame,oz with crammes of bꝛead, and ſo 
waſh it downe: if ye cannot pile, then pe hall take dzinke 
and powze ſowe into his mouth, and ſone after he will do 
well againe : and giue him the iupce of twozmewod, with 
wine oz binegar. 

Againſt the time of peaning , as towards the Spꝛing, 
ſhepheards muſt then take god hend vato their flocke of 
Ewes,oz any other hauing the gouernment ofſach cattel. 
Then malt the Shepheards cheriſh well their ewes being 
with lambe ; fo; it the ewes be not then ſcrong, they will 
haue no fozce to deliner their lambes, which canſeth many 
oztiges oz dead lambes , and oftentimes they cannot be 
deliuered without helpe. Therefoze in that ſame time god 
Shepbeards ought to gine great altendance in thoſe pla- 


ces whers great flecks are, oz to watch in the _ — 
e 
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well as dapes : by ebance the oz foure Enes labont to 
peane at one time. Wherefoze then the Shepheard muſt 
baue helpe, oz elle they axe line to haue Loſſe of lambs:and 
where an @w cannot deliuer her lamb, the Gepbeard muſt 
help her, in ſetting bis fot on her neck, and with bis hands 
to take it from her gently. At it come with the bead (oz - 
ward, then it is moze eaſte co be taken oat. But it the lamb 
doe come with the rumpe fozward, the maſt the Gepheard 
put in his fingers, and put a ſmall cozdabout his hougs of 
both the lambs fert, and ſo faſten and plack the lambe fozth. 
If any lambe doe lie onerthwart oz croſſe, then muſt the 
Shepheard with a Carpe knife cut the lambe in thz& oz 
foure peeces, and ſo take it fozth.

That times ars beſt to weane lambes ; in ſome places ; 
they neuer ſeparate the lambes from the ewes , which (as — eaning 
they ſap) is fo; two cauſts:one canſe is whereas the ram 
go with the ewes it nedcth not, foz they will ware ſoone 
dzp, ſo will their lambes be weaned of themſelnes. The 
other tauſe is whereas they haue no ſenerals to put their 
lambes in when thep Would be weaned. Wherefsze he 
muſt either ſell them, oz let them locke ſo long as the dams 
will giue them leaue: and ſome ſap, the lambes ſhall ne- 
ner rot, ſo long as they ſucke their dammes , ercept thee | 
want meat.

by her that ſhe may loke on him and that will make her to 
loue her lambe, as J haue afoze erp:cfled. | 

The firſt time todinide oz dzaw (h&@pe(s, after ye haue 
bene them, then to put them in parts, as thoſe that pou 
will fed by themlelues, the ſheare-hogs by themſelnes,the 
ewes by themlelues, the lambes by themſelues, and the 
weathers and rammes by themſelnes, if pe haue ſo many 
paſtures foz them, oz elle the great ſhepe will beat the (mal 
with their heads, and there may be ſome of each ſozt which 
like not, and are but weaks: all ſuch would be put info freſh 
paſtures by themſelues, and when they are well amended 
then ſell them. And the oft changing of paſture ſhall amend 
all kinde of tattell in ſhoꝛter time, then to remains long in 
one paſture, 

Alſo the folding of G&pe:in ſome places thep do (cf their 
fold, with divers partitions, and point the weathers, the 
ewes and the lambes each by themſelues, ſome ſhephear ds 
tye dogges at the foure co2ners of the field. Some dzaple 
their dogges about the fold a pzefty way off. Others let 
bp Gewes of dead dogges heads, which is to feare any 
wilde beaſt in comming fo the fold. In ſome place the 
Shepheard hath his Cabbin going vpon a wheele foz to re- 
moue hcre and there at his pleaſure. Shepheards nerd 
not care greatly foz folding but once in a peare, which 
is from July, till after Auguſt, except dzy countries, 
foz they are neuer lightly folded in Autunme oz Winter, 
foz in rainy weather they counlell not to fold, but to 
icke fakes about vpon the lands, and there ts

will tf downe by ſhem : whereby they ſhall haue moze 
rome, then being together in the fold. and ſwepheards (ap, 
i is not god folding of ſhepe in any rainy weather. 

And alſo to make pour Pens nerec the fields oꝛ paſture, 
ſide in ſome dꝛy ground, and make alſo partitions therein to 
recctue (mal froupes of fozty oz moe, with gates bnto them, 
that when pe haue dzawne them ye map faſten each gate 
by himſelle; and there the hepheard may turne them, and 
looke ifany ofthem be faulty in any other cauſe, and there- 
in to amend them. Foz ik his Penne be made in parts, he 
map take and diuide them at his pleaſurc,and when he bath 
takenſo many as he ſhall thinks needfull, he map turne all 
the reit fo; paſture. And thole which are in the Penne he 
may bſe as he ſhall thinke good: this ſhall ſuffice foz your 
Penfold. 

To put the Ramme unt the Ewes, it all men do at one To pur the 
time, that is not the beſt, foz then there will loſe follow. m to ewes: 
Foz hs thathath the beſt Minter paſture, ez a timely 
Spzing in the peare he map ſuffer the rammes to ge with 
the cwes all the peare, to couer when they will. But in 
common paſtures, the Rammes are commonlp put fo the 
Ewes about holy Rod time: foz then thep ſay, the Ram 
would go with the bucke , to haue themmoze timely, but 
the common huſbandman nay not ſo do, becauſe he hath no 
paſture but the common fields: foz blm to put the Ram to 
the ewes it ſhall be beſt at Pichaelmas. And foz ſuch poze 
huſbands as dwell among mountaines and hils, dauing 
neither paſture noz common fields, but mountaines and 
heathes, it were better foz them to put the Ram to about , ,,,. ch 
Simon and ludes dap, foz becauſe a ewe goeth with lembe 1anbc, 
twenty wieks: then if ſhe lambe to ſwne oz timelp in the 
Spzing,haning no new graſſe, ſhe may not give her lawbe 
mtike, and foz want thereof, many lambes are loſt, and the 
ewes then being poꝛe, and hauing no milke,thep will often 
fozſake their lambes, that in hard countries ofttimes thep 
dye, both the ewes and lambes, therefoze herein let euery 
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There is alſoin the Spzing,a diſeaſe that comes to many 
lambes, which commonly are of ten oz fourt&ne dapes old, 
and is much in lep paſtures, which diſeaſe the ſhepheards 
call the leaſ:betauſe (ſap they) they wil fed moſt common- 
ly vpon leaues, g chie fly on oke oz hawthozne leaues, c ſon 
after they will rele and ſtagger. and foame at month, then 
thep will fall down, and ſo die, whereof J haue aſked man 
ſhepheards, «4 they know no remedy ſoʒ them. Wherefoze 
me thinks it ſhould ſ&me good to try if the diſeaſe come by 
any popſoned thing. Then to gine him ſuch things as will 
expell poyſon, as fo giue the lambs ſome treacle in warme 
milke, oz ſothcrnwood camped and giuen with ale, oz the 
iupce of Aron called Cukcoſpit, ſtampt e traine> in honſed 
water and giuen warme, oz the root of the great bur bznt- 
ſedand ſod in wine, e then giuen. All theſe ars good again 
popſoned cauſes: But it this diſeaſe bed firſt in the head, 
then hall ye miniſter things chiefly fo purge the head, as 
the tender buds of beare-foof beaten, the ſnyce mixed with 
wine and ginen. Alſe the iuyte of Sow-bzead, in Latin Pa- 
nis porcinus, the which ſapce pe ſhall put into his noſtrils, 
and let it diſtill into his head, the which will parge both his 
head and his bzatne. Likewiſe the iuycs of garden Crefſes 
fampt and ſtrainb, and giuen with wine do allo purge the 
head. But ik the ſaid diſeaſe do come of the hatothoꝛne oz 
oke leanes onelp, which leaues be of a hard digeſtion, eper- 
haps may cauſe this diſraſe it᷑ it (hould bs lo: then boyle ſo- 
thernwood in wine, and giae thereof to the ſicke lambs, o; 
wilde Pallows ſod in wine. and ginen: oz the bearbe Cuk⸗ 
tcoſpit bopled in wine and giuen: alſo of Juniper. ſ&ds o: 
leaues, ſtampt and ſtrained giuen with wine. Alſo peny⸗ 
ropall ſtampt and ſtrained with wine oz ale, and ſo giuen. 
Theſe abogeſaid are good to make digeſtion, e otherwayes 
wholſonu foz the beaſt. Thus much J thought matt to 
wꝛite, concerning the remedies fo; this range viſeaſe in 
lambs. Let ſhepheards try io far as they ſhall thinke good. 
Againft the looſenefſe of t&th, ſome do let blond, as 

I haue afoze ſaid vnder the tayle : But whenſoener ＋ 
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il your (&pe haus loſe tiethj, pe ſhall take the tender crops 
of bzpers, called Blacke-bayar, and pat theroof amongit 
his meat, and ſo ſhey will laten 2gaine in eating thereof. 
It is very godfoz all men to vnderLand , but eſpecially 
Shepheards, what things do hart oz rot ſhepe , whereby 
they may auoid the danger the better. Ye ſhall byderffand 
there is a graſſe 0z wd called Spearewozt,the leaves are 
long and narrow, like the point ofa ſpeare,hard and thicke, 
the Reals hollow, growing a ſot and moze bigh, with a pe⸗ 
low flower, which is commonly in wet places, and there 
will it ro molt, oz where water hath fwd in the Min⸗ 
ter. Thers is alſo another weeds called Penniwozt oz Pe 
nigraſſe: it will commonly grow in moyſt and marriſh 
grounds, and it groweth low by the ground, and hath a 
leafeon both ſdes dt the ſtalke like vnto a penny, thick and 
round.and without flower: pet (ome do ſay it beareth a pe- 
low flower, which (will as they lay) till erpe it they do 
eat it.

He age of cutting oz gelding of young Lambes (as 

ſome ſhepheards lay) is beſt in the wane of the Pons, 
the ſigne and houre being god, young lambes from the 
dayes old till ning dapes old: foz then they are young and 
tender, and map ealllp be gelded. Yet ſome other do hold, 
it ts better cutting oflambes when they are mozs ronger, 
as af th;& wakes old 83 moe. But then is moze danger 
in cutting them: foz if they be then tanke of blond (as ſome 
will be moze then other ſome) then the blaud often wil fall 
into the cod, rains and belly, and there it will lie, and cauſs 
the lambs ſone after they are cat to die. Therefoze put the 
fine powder of rozen into the cod, and that will dzy vp the 
quarte blond. 

Therefoze ſome do chuſe ont of thoſe lambes that be 
luſty and faire, and cut their eares, 03 let them blond the 
dap befozs. 

Some do ſhut them bp in a houſe a night befoze without 
meat, and then cut them. Alſo a god ſure way is thts: ys 
ſhall cauſe one to hold the lambe betwirt his legs: oz on bis 
lap, and furne the lambe on his backe, holding his foure 
f&t vpꝛigbt together: but if ys Wall lee blacks ſpots in his 
flanks, then cut him not, foz he will dye, foz he is ranke of 
bloud.

Lye chiefeft time to haue them coupled oz covered with 
the backe, is in Autumne, betoze the moneth of December, 
to the end that againſt the [cafe and graſſe dee ſpzing freth 
and tender, then they ſhall kidde and bzing foꝛth their pong 
the better, whereby to haue moze graſſe, and thereby to 
giue the moze milke.

The goats are nod ricbed almoſt of nothing chargeable- 
Pet they bꝛouſe and fed whollp together as the ſh&pe, and 
do climbe bp on mountaines againſt the heat of the ſunne, 
with greater fozce then the Werpe, and thep be of moze 
greater trauell and ererciſe, and are moze in ſtrength, and 
ffouter ofnature.Wherefoze our anceſto2s did vie them as 
the do pet in monntaines and wilde places, which is coun- 
ted moſt meceſt foz them, aud to haue their houſes and go- 
nernment as the ſotepe baue. in putting the Bucke apart, 
as they do the Rammes:toʒ theyare in all things gouerned 
as the ſherpe. and are much converſant with ſhepe in hou⸗ 
ſing and paſturing alike.

And ſome thinke it god, not fo haus in a 
troupe oz heard aboue fifty goats, becauſe they will ber 
ranging here and there, and are fooliſh cattell, and withoue 
care ſoone hanged here and there, Which are in moze danger 
then the ſbhe&pe : therefoze it is moze painetull vnto their 
keper : Alſo let them not go in cold places,foz cold is moſt 
burtfall vnto them.

A? it happeneth to other kindes of cattcll to haus the 
peſt{lence oz murren,and ſuch like:and ſometimes ck 
of other dileaſes, in waxing leane thzongh pane thereof:

mach the ſooner they will haue the peſtilence, and be caſt 
downe all at once, and dye thzoughout all the heard except 
pe diuide them: and when it io happeneth vnto them, it is 
chiefly by the abundance ol paſtute oz feeding. Now when 
ſocuer pe ſhall ſ& one 03 {wo ſs taken with this diſeaſe, ye 
muſt let all the reft bloud incontinent , and pe ſhall not let 
them feed all the dap, but foure houres,and kepe them Gut 
cloſein a pen, oz ſuch like thing, and de (@ if any other do 
become ſicke of the ſame 0z any other griefe,then it is meat 
pe give vnta them of ruſhes and r&ds,and alſo the rots of 
white thozne, the which ye wall beat well with a peſtle of 
iron, and then mixe it with raine water, without giuing 
them any other thing to winke: if this do not helpe, vir 
muſt ſeil them, and if pe cannot ſell them,then it were beſt 
to kill them and ſalt them. And after a certatus time, ye 
malt recover another heard. But pe muſt not do this be- 
foze the dangerons time of this peſttience be ſpeat, oz that 
peare paſt, as iſchts ſhould be in Minter. ye muſt abide vn- 
till the ſummer nert following: oz it it be in Autumne,then 
tarry till the Sing time. And when ſome of them ſhall 
chance to fail ſicke in the houſe, ye maſt giue them the like 
remevp, as is afozeſaid of the hape. 
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And when that their ſkinme ſhall (well oz (nflame, and 
that the Goat is full of water, which the Greeks do call 
Hydropilis, a diſeaſe which commeth by dzinking to much 
water, ye muſt cut them a little with a Charpe knife bnder 
the Qoulder , and thereby dzaw fo2th all the ſuper fluous 
mopfture,and then heale the wound with tarre. And after 
that the ſhe goat hath bozne kids, if her matrix be ſwolne, 
03 that the ſecondine (which is the ſkinne that the kios are 
lapt in) is not well bozne, pe hall make her take a pint and 
a halte of ſod wine, oz if ye have not that, ye (hall giue her 
as much of other good wine and lo fill and Rrengtyen their 
nature with cerote liquid. Now to the end J wil not a- 
gaine recite that which J haue alreaop ſpoken{if any other 
diſeaſe do come bnto them) pe ſhall helpe them with ſuch 
— as J haue already ewed in the remedies foz 
«pe. 

Foz goats haus the like diſeaſe as ſh@pe haue and other 
cattell, and as thy ſap the goats are neuer without agues, 
foz it is a common diſeaſe among them: and other diſgaſes 
they catch in bainging fozth of their young kids , as afoze 
is expzeſſed, This A thinke ſhall be here ſufficient at this 
time. 

There is alſo in the teats of Goats, as in ewes, a cer- 
taine topping in ſome oftheir teats, which is a hard mat- 
ter like a ſtraw of flegme, which will be in the condite of 
the teat, with a little blacke head, ſome will Ricks ſo faſt 
that the kid oz lambe cannot dzaw it fozth,and io long they 
can haue no milke. Zherefoze muſt the Shepheard ſe to 
all ſach things at the lambing oz kidding time, os elſe the 
lambes end kids are like to ſterue. 

Let the k&@per alſo lok vnto the goats, that the ſemales 
be not chafed oz hunted when they be great with kid , foz 
if they be, they will be in danger of miſturning the kids in 
their bellies, which canſeth the kids oftentimcs to die 4; ut 
the goats in great-ieopardie ; and is it is with cwes great

Foz theſe ſozts of tres dg not ripe all at one time, but in 
diuers and ſundꝛy times of the Sommer, tohich are almoſt 
Cofftctent to nouriſh them all the vrare long, with helpe of 

gralle androts, and ſome helpsnow and then in Mmter 
of other meat. | 

And whore there is want of ſach trees, ye muſt haue them 
ts other feeding ground and the beſt is to hane ofdirty, fli- 
my, and ſoft groond,then to hane dʒy and hardground. Foz 
in the foft ground, they may the eaffer digge and ſ&ke foz 
wozmes anyroots in the earth, and totofls and tumble in 
the dirty water, which doth them moſt god in hote times: 
'wherein they delight muchto tumble them, becanſe olten⸗ 
times they would have wafer to cole them in, which col- 
ing doth pelt them much, and eafeth them of thetr great 
heat, which is a bꝛerder of the mealels. Tdep do f&ede in 
moyſt and marriſh grounds, where they haue many ſmall 
und wet roots, as agge roots , and the roots of Galin- 
gale, of ruſhes, revs , and alſo theroots ef'patfevill, the 
which is very god lor Bogges,knotgrafſe, and ſuch like. 
And likewtlfe in fallow fields they do finde ſtoꝛe of _ 
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Acorns kepa 
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and wozmes, which doth make them fat. And as foz the 
other grounds couered with gralle, thep do finds diuers 
ſozts of hzarbes and fruits, ſo that in diners parts thereof, 
they may haue beſides of wilde plumbs,of peares, os haws, 
loes,and nuts, and ſuch like: and whereas pe ſhall ſ& them 
haue ſcant of meat, ys muſt not then ſpare pour garners: 
foz then yee muſt needs helpe them enery mozning with 
ſome meat, and likewiſe at night withſome : foz all the 
dap befoze perhaps in f&ding abzoad they haus had little oz 
nothing: and therefoze all god huſbands ſhoald kep plenty 
of aco;nes after Pichaelmas fo ſerus them all the-peare, 
if that they can. Acoznes map be kept in Ciſternes with 
water: oz to bs dzied and kept in fats, foz ſo pe may ke&pe 
them from Rats and ice: oz to day them, and lay them on 
dz boards, and glue thereof in their walh ; oz dzie with 
ſome Beanes, oz other graine when it is good cheape, and 
leoke what pou ſpend one wap , pe map ſo pzofit another 


Foz Sowes that giue ſucke, fo eats of grene hearbes 
ſometimes doth hurt them. Therefoze in the mozning be- 
foe ye put them fozth to f&d, pe ought to gine them ſome- 
— them in heart : foz much eating of 
* in the Spzing wil cauſe them to beloſe bellied, which 

ll make them leane. And pe ſhould not put hogges toge- 
ther, like other cattell, in their ſties, but make them partiti⸗ 
ons therein: And ſo put the Sows aſunder by theinſelues, 
and the young pigs by themſelues. Foz when they are ſhut 
bp altogether , they tumble, toſs, and lie out of oder one 
bpon another,and thereby often times make the Sows ts 
taſt their pigs. 

Allo thoſe huſbands that dwell by fozreſts a commons, 
it were god foz them to haue ſties in the (aid fozreſts, and 
commons. wherebp they map at all times — 
. ment whereby thep map 

e manner ble ereby they map 
within a while fozget the comming to his houſe, and there- 
by be ſhall b& the leſſe fronhled with them from oy to 
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time. And it were good to make the wals oz hedges of 
pour ſtyes of foure fot high:foz then pour Hogs oz Sows 
cannot get ouer, noz pet others come to them, and ſo open 
at all times, that the keeper may looke into the ſtie and o 
take actount of them at hispleaſare, to ſee it hee haue all 
oz not, and to ſee if any ſow doe onerlay, oz lie on her pigs, 
then to remoue her, and ſee vnto the pigs, ſo long as they 
be young and fender. 

Thehog-heard oz keeper, onght allo in keeping them to 
be watchfull, diligent, and painefull, ſerniceable, with wiſ- 
dome, and of a god nature: being very carefull to neuriſh 
them from time to time, who ought alſo to haue in minde 
the number of his hogs, ſowes and pigges, both old and 
porng ; and to haue tegard, and conſider the pzofit and in- 
creaſe of every one from time to time. And likewiſe foz to 
take herd of his lowes that they take no hart with dogges, 
oz otherwaſes, when they are readp to farrow, but to hat 
them vp in ths lies, that they may farrow there, fozfeare 
of caſting her pigs. Foz in farrowing abzoad, oftentimes 
and many wayes theyperiſh,as with the For, o other like 
chances, which is foz lacke of looking to in time: which: 
to a pooze man is a great loſe, if hee conſider all things. 
Alls when a ſow doth farrow, the k&per ovght to ſe how 
many pigges Wes hath, (tos ſome (owes will eat them ſs 
ſone as We hach farrowed them :) and therefoze to locke 
well to them, and ſer what they bee, and let themnot ſucke 
of any other low, but o their ownedamme. Foz {f the pigs 
goe out of the ſtie, and gos among others, when ſhee lieth 
downe fo gine them ſucke, they will ſuehe with others, 
which maptherebp ſoone bee bitten of the ſtrange Sow. 
therefoze the belt wap is, toſee each ſow ſhut bp by them» 
ſelaes, that one hindef not another : foz at length vs ſhall 
not dnow the pigs of the ont ſow fronethe other,ercept pe

elle it will trouble his wits fo know one from —_ -” 
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And ainong a great number it will be a hard and painetull 
thing to doe: therefoze it will be good to tell them in going 
fo:th and comming in, as afozo is declared: oz fo tell them 
in entring in at a dooʒe ino bigger then one hog oz ſow map 
paſſe alone in going in, 03 in comming fozth. And lok that 
cuerp low hath with her, but her owne pigges, andſo mas 
ny as ſhe ſhall beſt continue with, to nouriſh well, which ts 
not aboue eight pigges: if ſhee haue any moze, it wers beff 
to ſeltthem being young. without pee perfectly ſ that the 
ſow is well able tonoartſh them: foz (f hee be not. e ſhall 
ſone perceiue by decaping ofthe pigges, foz they will ſone 
ware leane, and euerp pigge will but ſucke his dzene oz 
teat. 

To weane pigges whereas husbandmen hang no ſtyes. 
They weane their pigs in tying a wollen cloath liſt abont 
the vpper \nowt, with a knot in the middeſt of the roofe of 
his mouth. lo remapning vnder the pallat of his mouth,be 
cannot dꝛaw any ſtoze of milke, whereby the ſotv willſon 
ware dzp- 

And thoſe ſowes which are bzeeders of pigges , they 
ſhould bee rather choſen that ſucke of the binder teats, and 
ought to bee nouriſhed often with day and (od barlep, foz 
feare left they being young ſhould ware leane, oz fall into 
ſome ſickneſCe. Allo the hogheards oz k@pers often 
tcleanſe their ſtyes: (oz al:hough theſe kinde of be 
zonleand filthy feeders, yet they doedeſirs to lis cleane and 
dꝛy in their ſtyes. Thus mach hers fo; the nouriſhing and 
god keping of hogs. 

The manner of gelding hogs. There is two times in 
the yeere beſt to geld theſe kinds of cattell in:one of them is 
inthe Spzing, and the other is in Autumne, after Pſcha- 
elmas. Lhe ozder how they doe geld: one way is thus; 
thep make two croſſe Clits o inciſions on the middeſt of 
the ones, bpon each ſtone one, and then put them fozth & 
ſo anoint them with tarre. @There is another manner 
of gelding, which is moze gentle and moze faire : but it is 
ſomewhat moze dangerous, it it bee not well done. Ne- 
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Neuerthelefſe J will therein we ſomewhat, and not ſo 
loaue it: which is, to lit one ſtone on the top, and after ye 
baue d2awne fozth that, ye thell put in pour fingers at the 
ſame lit, and with pour lancet flit the skin betwene the 
two ſtones, and by that Clif pee ſhall cruſh fozth the other 
tone, and lo dzaw him fezth gently as the other afozelaid, 
and then clenſe out the blood, and ſo anoint him with freſh 
greaſe, And thus pe ſhall make but one inciſion oz lit on 
the cod. But this way is beſt foz other cattell. Foz of 
all ſozts of catteil, a bozo may beſt be gelded being old. Al⸗ 
ſo againſt certaine ſickneſſe they glue (ſome remedies, as 
bcreafter ſhall follow. 


The ſignes to know beſt when that your hogges haue Feuer ia kogs, 


the leuer is this: when they doe hang downe their heads, 
02 beare it aſide, oz when they in feding and paifuring,doe 
ſuddenly runne, and ſuddenly reſt againe, and ſo fall on 
the ground as they were aſtonied and giddy. Ve muſt ther- 
foze mark on which fide he ho!deth bp oz bangeth the head 
on, ſs that pee let him blod on the eare on the other ſide 
and pee Wall open the greateſt veine vnder his tayle two 
fingers {om the rump os buttocke: but firſt yee muſt chafe 
and beat it with (ome wand oz twigge, to the end it may 
bled the better. Then il the inciſion ( after that pte haue 
d;awne.blogd) dae baginne loz to ſwell, pou ſhall cloſe it 
together by binding about the taple, the barke of a willow 
o; clme. And after this, pou: ſhali- keepe him in the honſe 
the ſpace of a day oz two : and you ſhall gine him as mich 
— er will danke, mixed with a pound of 
ba ale. 


Aud alſo taz thaſe hags which have impoſtumes oz ker» Impoſtumc: 
nels under their thzoats, ther ought to be tet blood vnder vnder the 
tbe tongue, and when pou bane dzatune blood ſuſfitient, ve ot. 


moſt rub andchafe all his thzoat aud groine with (alt, and 
pure, wheat nale beaten together. Some doe lap theres is 
not a better meditine then.ſo; ta make'them take with a 
hozne, fire ouncesof Garum, abich yzeſhatl lightly haue 
at the Apathecaries- : then with a (all flaren coz0 binde

his necke, as they map touch the impoſtume and kernels, 
and they (hall doe well againe. 

Alſo when pour hogs dos caſt oz vomit, it is a ſigne their 
ſtomachs are not well:therſoze ye ſhall gine them gratings 
oꝛ ſhauings of yuozy, with a little dzyed beaten ſalt-And ye 
ſhall beat their beanes \mall,and put them into the trough 
with their other meat befoze they goe to the figld, and they 
will then remaine the moze quiet there. 

5; 2 leanneſſe Allo there commeth ſometimes licknelſe amongft thoſe 
 hopges. beaſts, ſo that many will be icke together, inſomurh that 
g pe wall ſee them waxe leane therewith, and they will then 
ſcantiy eat any thing at all: and it pes dzine them bnto the 

paſture oz field, they will rele and fall do tone by the wap: 

And il it take them in ſummer, they will lis and le&pe in 

Lithargy in the ſun all dap, and it taketh them as they bad the lethargy, 
nogges. which is a fle pv and fozgetfall diſeaſe. It this diſeaſe then 
happen, they ſhut vp all their hogs together in one houle, x 

let them there remains a dap and a night without meate 

oz dzinke. On the next day after, to thoſe that will dʒinke, 

they glue water, in which is ſtamped the rootes of wilde 

cucumbers. And lo many as haue dzunke thereof will bee 

ginne to vomit, and by ſo vomiting.thep are purged cleane 

To vomit. thereof, and when the y haus caſt and clenſed all the choler 
and filth within their fomachs, then pee may giue to them 

peaſe, fetches, oz beanes, mixt with ſalt water, oꝛ to caſt of 

bap ſalt amongſt ut, and then they doe make them foz to

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great bellies. And herein nature doth ſhelo them what is 
good foz them, 
But if the ſituation of the pl ice will not (offer and per⸗ 
mit, ye muſt then giue them largely dzink from the well 02 
inſuch a like place, oz elſe to put plenty of wster into their 
troughs. Foz if tzep haue not then all ſaffitient thereot to 
dꝛink, they will haue the diſeaſe of the lights, which is to be 
purſte and ptiſicae. But this diſeaſe is eaſte to be remedied 
bp putting in their cares the iuyce of Pomelle, ſo called in 
French, in Latine Conſiligo, the which J take to be the 
b@rbecailed Light:wozt oz Camphere. 
Likewiſe your hogges oftentimes will haue the paine of Mil: pained. 
the milt, which doth oft trouble them: and then thep wil 
go aſide, andcroked with their bodies, which commeth by 
a great dzaught (as ſome ds iudge) but moſt by fruit, foꝛ 
when fruits do fall from the tres, and lye vpon the ground 
bataken vp, thele beaſts are ſoinſatiable in following the 
ſwetneCe thereof, that thereby they ingender this diſeaſe 
in the ſplene : the which ye hall remedy, by making them 
troughs to ſeed ont of, of wood in Latine called Tamarix; 
which as I thinks , is called in the Engltſh quick ⸗beame 
wood: and pe ſhall therein bſe ts giue them their meat, and 
dzinke, and that wod will remedy it: foꝛ out of that wood 
will come a water oz mopſture, which will heals the infla- 
mation of the diſeaſe. Sometimes tbere commeth inflantas 
tions in the milt, ſo that it bz&0s apeCilence among hogs; 
which romes by vnwholeſome times. And alſo the rather 
by their filthy badies and feeding, oz elſe by ſome infection 
— gh euill nourichment: theretoʒe it will be god ſonie- 
(mes to kiepe them faſting all night in loms darke place, 
to conlume the ſuperfluous humoꝛs in them, which they 
do increaſe by their rauening and greedineſſe. UWhereoſ F 
will ſpeake hereafter, 
Now as touching the vnnaturall kinds-of ſome of the $0; mou 
ſows, there be ſome binds which are lo ravening; that they . 
palle not to deuoure their owne pigs, whith comes cleane 
againſt the nature o mot cat tel: and thoſe ars not to _ — 
| e 
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fered to liue,foz they be alwaſes dangerous to kp. Sows 
may endure leaſt hunger, and ſome of them though they 
haue ſufficient meat, pet they will deuoure their pong pigs, 
not onelp their owne, bat likewiſe others-Therefoze ſome 
thinke it not god to nouriſh any hogge oz ſow with the 
garbydge andinwards of beaſts, as they do in many places 
feeve them with guts and inwards of beaſts, as in Butch- 
ers houſes, and ſuch like: noz yet a man ſhould not make 
any eſtimation of that hogge oz ſow that is deſirons fo feed 
on carrion oꝛ fleſh. 

Fo: the vſuall cuſtome thereof will make them mma 
kinde:and by eating of dead carrion and other fleſh, will at 
the length make them fall tocatching of quicke cattell, and 
from thence to fall vnto lining creatures: as J haue heard 
credible perſons lap. that ſowes haus eaten poung childzen 
without the dozes, as in barnes being left alone. Some out 
of their cradles, no body being in the heule. Zherefoze let 
euer huſbandman beware of the k&ptng of any ſach rane- 
ning kinde of. beaſt, foz they are very tender of noſe , and 
will ſmell karre off, 

A hogge is very hurtfull after two oz tha peares old, 
therefoze kill him, and it they fall once fo eating fleſh which 
is dead, they will — fall to other aliue. that hat ſoe ner 
they once lap hold on, be it tapou. chicken, ducke, lambe, oz 
pig: ye ſhall rather kill them — them to leaue oz to 
let it go. And this all be ent in this place foz ſuch 
rauening cattell.

But if ye will haue that your bzawne (hal fed well, and 
be faire, white and tender, ye ſhall giue him no other thing

Thereloze me thinks it all not be here bnumcet to ſpeak 
ſomething moze of the ringing of them: wherein ſome men 
doe ble to pegge them with pegs of hollp, oz ſuch like hard 
wed and hozne, but this kind of pegging will not long en- 
dure, fo2 thep will ſone bzeake oz weare aſunder. And ſome 
do ring then with red wper, becauſe they will not ſtand fo 
anp furtder coſt, and that is alſo ſone wozne aſunder, foz 
red wper is to ſoft. Others doe put rings of pꝛon: ſome 
with hoꝛne naples, oz ſtrong white wper, in the gropne of 
their ſnonts, and thoſe are connfed much better to endure. 
and vet foz all theſe rings they will bzcake the ground, if it 
bee any whit ſoft ; therefoze it grieneth them ſmoliy, as it 
ſhould ſe&me. ? 

And ſome other do flit their gropn vnder, but when that 
is grown whole again, they will alſo dig notwithſtanding, 
fo2 all theſe wapes doſmallp pꝛeuatle it they be not looked 
to ltom dap to dap.

Here followeth a very good way how to feed 
a hoggefor larde. 


To feeda hog Fs. ſt pe ſhal pzonide two planks oz thick boards fo; bim 
for lard. to lie on,oz elſe fo lie on pauing ſtones 0; pavement,and 
pe ſhall f@d him with barley and peaſe, and no beans, and 
gtue him no other water but the tappings and waſhings 
of hogſheads. And ſometimes pe ſhall change dis meat,and 
glue him ſos barley, and ſo change his meat often, and 
when yeſe de beginneth to glut, which will be within fen 
Tates,thcn to change his diet, gius him a handfall of crabs, 
and vle him ſo once in tan dapes. But it pe think it will be 
a lofle oꝛ ſpoils of meat to gine him much, pe map giue it 
him in a ſmaller ve ſſell, and a little at once. It ye can mak 
him dzunke now and then, that will make him to be a nota- 
ble fat hogge within tha moneths feding, But alter one 
moneth fame do feed him with peaſe, oz dough made of bar- 
lepmeale , and f&d him therewith the [pace sf flue oz fire 
werkes and nothing elſe, without any winke oz other mot 
ſure, which is counted the chieteſt way of f&ding, Thus 
much foz the fading of him.. ban 
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How fo kill him is thus: ye hall ſtick him and ſcald him 
be as pe do another hog, and then cut off his heat and his feet, 
and open him in the backe, in making a narrow chine : then 
open him and take fozth his (inwards, and then with a cloth 
do awop cleane all the blond within, and take fozth the ribs 
36 pe do a balrib, and cut off the gammons, and ſalt the fil- 
lets ins cloſe beſſell then cloſe and coner it, that no aire en⸗ 
ter, and in nine datesaſter ye map not touch oz open it: then 
tut all the reſt in pieces, as pe (hail think be, and ſalt them 
in a barrell with faire and 2zp white ſalt. Then when pe 
thai nerd to take fozth any pete to occupp 02 ſel, put not the 
reſt pe taks fozth into the barrell agatne,foz that wil feſter 
and hurt the reſf ; Therefoze take fozth no moze then pon 
occupp : and that pete you tafſe fozth to occupy will ſerue 
and endure well tha& werkes, being lapt and covered with 
dy ſslf, and pe map keepe this [ard ſe in abarrellſwet and 
god ffae 02 fir peares to occupp. 

Alſo the hogheards ſap. to help a meaſeled hog, gius him Meaſcld 10 
dꝛied peaſe and beanes in the ſtye, and no dzinke but mens belpe. 
bzine, and vling this it will make him cleane. 

Alſo hogs will conet to eat of mens dung, pigeons dung, Ill for meaſe la 
and hennes, oꝛ poultry dung, which alſo is ill foz hogs, and 
will increais a meaiel among them, and like wiſe other dil 

_ eaſes, and to lie in hozſe-dung is ill foz them. 

Foz the ſtaggers in a hog, giue him of the hearbe called suggen 
ſfarewozt,o2 gallwozt in mitke, and he ball amend. 

Pigges that are farrowed with teeth,the males of them 
paſſing thꝛe veares do not well ingender. A hog dſeth and 
pineth away if he loſe one eps, A hogge wil line 16.62 20. Ariſlotles f:y- 
pears. Mogs haue many ſickneſſes in their heads, and ſides, ings. 
and being ficke, they will commonly lye in dit ty paddles, 
and ton imonlp they will lis moze on the right fide, then on 
the left. If pe kepe him without meat th dapes at the 
firſt, thep will be fat within ſoztpy dapes. They love tach 
other and know each others voice: and if one cry, they will 
all cry, and wul one belpe another: thep grunt fieping and 


waking, il t hey be lat. And they leeps faſter —— 
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other times: and that commeth of monrning oz topping of 
the bꝛaines in that time, moze then in other times. They 
relolue in ſummer manp humozs,in waſting it by to much 
heat. And hogs change not their tert, neither male noz le- 
male. A Boze will gender within the fir pears, oz being 
of eight moneths old, and the ſow at a pears old. But thoſe 
pigs will be but weake and feeble;and the firft pigs ol a ſow 
will be lender ol body: and if ſhebe fat, her milke will bs 
Wige pigs. moze ſcarce. The Uinter pigs are better then Summer 
pigs:and thoſe of young ſows wozſe then thoſe of old ſows. 
A luſty and fat boze may engender many times, both in the 
dop t the night, but the beſt time is in the mozning. When 
a ſow farroweth,ſhe giucs go her firlk pig the fozmolt teat, 
And a ſow in going to the boze againe, e will not ſuffer 
him to couer her, vntil her eares hangdownward.To make 
them go to bzimme oz take the boze, it ſhall be god to giue 
them barlep, which will make them to take the boze,and to 
give them ſod barley the better fo2 her. 

Dogges commonly haue ther enils , one is Brancos. 
The other is Ampoſtumes in their eares, and (owls. And 
the third is in the leert: and the fleſh about thoſe places is 
molt cozrupt, and that cozruption paſſeth by ſome , and 
ſome into the fleſhne&re vnto it, and ſo fo his lungs, and 
ſtoppeth them, and then the hog will die. This euill increa- - 
ſeth ſuddenly : And therefoze hogheards do cut awap the 
place firſt infected , which otherwiſe will not be helped oz 
bealed by cutting. 

They haue alſo ansther ſickneſſe, which is great ache 
Ache in their and heauineſſe in their heads, and thereby commonly dpe. 
heads, Another ficknee they haus, which is the lure of the bellp, 

(which J haue partly Chewed befoze) and is a diſeaſe hard to 
remedy: foz often it killeth them within thz& dates Great 
ſwine do delight to eate berries, as ſloes and blackeberrics, 
which doth them god. They alſo delight to bathe them in 
warme waters. They are commonly let blond to help them 
on the bein vnder the tongue, they are fatted with diuers 
kinds ol meats, but ſome do make them (well. Some ingen ⸗

It then 
pe cannot eaſily finde them, ye Hall with your finger dꝛaw 
ſoftly fozth with ſome (mal! trailes, # ſo pe ſhall find them, 
and then cut them off, and pat in the trailes with pour fin- 
ger againe, then ſtrike awap the blod, and ſtitch vp the 
flit againe witg a ſtrong thzed, but beware her guts: and 
then anoint it with tarre, and let her go. 

And they doe bie to geld pong bozes, holding them be- 
twirt their knees, their rumpe bpward, and reſting vpon 
their fozef&t, and then put out the right fone, and cut it

Alſo in the ſpay⸗ 
ing oftheſe cattell,when ye haue cut the lanke foward the 
binder ribs two fingers long lope-wiſe, pe hall put and 
f&le with your foze finger on both lives ofthe bag 02 birth 
certaine knots like kernels, oz cluſfers like grapes, which 
do cleaue es both the ſides of the bagge oz birth vnver the 
retus oz rumpe, which pe ſhall touch with pour fozefinger, 
and lay! hem down ſoftly to the wound, and ſo plack them 
out, and cut them oft, and caſt them away, foz it is but a ſmal 
ſtring they hang by.

Sow will haue pigs at a peate did: and ſhe will con- 

tinue gad fix pear es. and when ſhe is with pig ve ſhall 
put the boare from her foz he wil hart the pigs in her belly, 
and make her to caſt them. The boare will bzimme at fire 
monetos eld, at eight moneths,+ alter thz& oz foure ptares 
ye may geld him. A ſow ſhould not bzing vp aboue ſire oz 
eight pigs : to bzing bp moze will make her ſ@one faile, A 
Pow great with pig ought to have a ſtpe by her ſelfe. If 
a ſow do cate her pigs it is no wonder, foz ſwine can leaſt 
away with hunger, fo; thep are hot beaſts, A Sow ſhould 
not go abꝛoad in nine oz ten dayes after ber farrowing : the 
wzinckled tails of hogs is aſigne of ſound hogs. Alſo after 
pe cut oz geld, giue them no dzink,and but a little meat. In 
ſpaying loke that the (Ckinne be ſound, luſt and cloſe vp, and 
then anoint it with a little freſh greaſe and freſh butter. 
Note alſo,if ye placke bzilfles on the back of a bog, if there 
bebloud in the ends thereof, pou map vndoubtedly thinks 
he is not then in bealth, 

Jfa hog be ſicke of a feuer, he will hang his bead on the 
one ſide,and ſuddenly tap, and be giddy and fall ; marke on 
which fide he holds his head, then cat his contrary eare,and 
let dim bleed. Likewiſe two inches from the rump, let him 
bloud vnder the taple, but firſt with a (mall wand beat his 
tfaple, and then he will bled the better Which blond ye 
ſhall ſtop with the barke of willow bound about it, ſo keepe 
him in the ſtye a day oz two after, and giue him warme wa- 
ter mixed with barley flower. When a hog is not well, giue 
bim polipody, oz oke - ferne roots bopled in bare oz ale, fo; 
that will purge him of flegme and ſome choler, which com- 
monly ſwine are molt troubled withall: Againſt icknefſe 
of the lungs, put the roat of Fetterwozt thzough tbeir 
eares, and it will helpe them againſt the meaſels. Some 
baſbandmen do lap, it ye naile plates of lead in the bottome 


withintheir troughs, it will pꝛeſerue and kepe them from 
meaſels 
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meaſels, Alſo the common medicine is allum, bzimſtone, 
red oaker,and Bap - berries, of each aliko, and put thereto a 
bandfull of yare-fot, beaten altogether with ſome medder, 
and put all into a bag, and calf it into their water oz walh 
which they dzinke,and ſorenew it twice a peare. 

MPozeouer,ſome huſbands hold opinion, that themeaſelry 
to hogs comes not oniy th:ough the heat in Summer, but 
chiefly by pouerty in Winter : alſo they lay ii a clean beare 
do bztin a meaſeld ſow, he (hall become meaſeled : ſo like⸗ 
wiſe a cleane ſow being bztmd with a meaſeld boze, ſhe ſhal 
likewiſe become meaſeld, and all thoſe pigs.

Allo they do fed hogges in ſome part of this Realme 
verp lat, onelp with fig-dult of Dates, which will fed them 
in ſhoꝛt ſpace :ſome do mixe it with warme water, and 
ſome with whap,and ſome do ſeethe it with water, 4 make 
it thicke like grout : and in other places huſbands do fat 
their hogges, whereas (cant of f&eding is, with peaſe, and 
they relerue in leafing their cozne after harueſt, all the 
chaffe, darnell and kockell, which they ſ@the in water and 
make it thicke, and ſo fed them therewith. Thus pe map 
make in fourtene dayes god Bacon, of two inches and 
moze thicke of tat. 

Alſo there is fo be noted (as ſome good hnſbands ſap) 
if pe do fat pour hogs in acloſure abzoad without houſing, 
it will be long ere they ware fat: foz when a raine doth 
come, it dothgreatly annop them, and hinder their katting, 
foz (fa hog lye not dzy and warme, and allo quiet, he will 
not be fat ina long ſeaſon. 

Therefoze when ve intend fs ſt hogs, put not paſt two 
oz th:& together in the pe, foz when ye put many toge- 
ther, it will hinder their latting. Alſo to kepe them as dark 
in the ſtye as pe tan, foz when a hog ſ&th abzoad, he will 
deſire to ſexk rots, which will alſo hinder his feeding Thus 
much here foz the feeding, and ozdering, oz fatting of hogs 
in the pe. 4 
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A good way to fat hogges, after the manner 
of Dutchland. 


2 ſhall put pour hogs into the houſe, and khpe them 
hungry at the firſt. Then take the tts of turneps, and 
boyle them in whep, if ye can, it not, in water, and bopls 
therewith of barley, and ging him the rats a fel at once, 
with ſod barley among. And when pour hogs are vſed ta 
them, they will eate them as faſt as other meat: and will 
bs as (one fat with them, as any other graine. 


To helpe the garget in a hogge. 

12 Garget is a diſeaſe common among hogges and it 

cometh of rankneſte of blond. The remedy is as afo;e- 
laid: but ſome do counſell to lit him two inches long on 
both ſides of his iawes, and {ne mera on both 
fades the cuts, and all to rub it with bay ſalt within vader 
the (kinne, and he ſhall do well againe. 
Somebuſbands to ſaue hogges from the Gargetf, vſeto 
let them blond at Pichaelmas, and in Apzil, on the beine 
bnder the vpper lip- 


To preſerue hogs and ſaue them from being meaſcled. 
Ye mn — their walh ( in the moneth of Juns) 
chamberlp, and ſo gius thereof bato your hogs,and bſe 
it now and then once oz twice a weeke, and it will pzeſerne 
them from being mealeled. 


If a Hogge be bitten with a mad Dogge. 


E thallfkke chamberly, and mire it with bay 
ſalt and pat therein an addle egge oz fwo.then 
beat them all together, and make it boyle a little, thenrud 
the place that is bit, as hot as he may well ſaffer foz ſcald- 
ing, with ſticke and a clon! tyed to the end thereof. Uſe 
this twiſe oz thzice, and he hall do well. 

And this will helpe likewiſe tos other beaſts that are bit 


with any mad dogges. 8 * 
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The whole-footed Hogges- 


here are a kinde of dogs in diuers places which haus 

whole clawes, not clouen as other hogges be. Which 
kinde is commonly large of body, and greater then other 
hogs : and the huſbandmen ſap, they are moze ſruitfullet 
then the hogs with clouen fert and will not lightly be mea⸗ 
ſeled. Therefoze they ate in many places much deſired ra 
ther then the other ſozt : There is of them about Windſor.

— is not god foz any Boare to coner a Sow in the night 
time, as in the day, foz they will not be ſo large pigs, us 
thoſe which are gotten in the dap. .

ſo hurtfull to grounds, that they will in hozt ſpace deface 
and ſpoyle any faire meddow oz other ground, if they bee 
let alone, in caſting bp hils both in meades and all pa- 
ſture grounds. And likewiſe in your cozne fields in rat- 
fing the arable and ſowed grounds, that pour cozne can

To take Moules caſting in plaines. 


vo Poules doo caſt commonly in Plaines, 

Meads, and ſuch like: if pee ſhould take them in 
trenches, ye ſhould ſpill much ground by bzeaking the vpper 
part therof, Therfoze as ſome ſay,the bettet way is, where 
pe ſe them caſt, go therunto lightly,and very ſoftly,but go 
not on the windy ſide between them and the wind: foz they 

will ſone vent and heare ik pee augpe on the ground: in 
comming ſoftly, be ready with your monle-Taffo to ſtrike 
at the firſt oz ſecond putting vp of the earth. ffrike it with 
pour tine downe right, and marks which wap the gaxth 
fals moſt, if he caſts towards you, then ſtrike ſomewhat o- 
ner ; ifſhe taſt vp towards pour right hand, then firike 
ſomwhat on the left, and ſo on the other contrary to ber ta⸗ 
ſting vp. And by this meanes ye ſhall be alwapes the maze 
likely to ſtrite her. In plaine ground ſtrike down right, and 
when pee haue ſo ſtricken downe with the tines of pour 
ftaffe,ye ſhall ſo let them remaine in the earth. Then pluck 
out the tong in the ſtaffe that holds the graines, and then 
take off your Taffe 4 with the tpittle oz flat end thereof dig 
round about your graines bnto the ends thereof. and there 
pe thall ſee if yt haue ſtricken her 02 not:but iſ ye haue miſt 
her,leanethehole open. and go alittle aſide,and peſſibly ſhe 
wiil come againe to ſfop the (aſd hole and then frike at her 
againe, foz a Ponle loues not greatly the aire. Oz elſe as 
ſon as pe have ffricken and miſt her, I her hole go down

D takemoules after the plough, ſome huſbandmen do 

teach vs thus: ye mutt pzeparea fled oz dzap , with a 
great veſſel! ful of water thereon,and have it at pour lands 
ends where ye plough, aud then let one go euer after the 
and where poſe any oule. holes newly caſt being 
opened with a plongh,ye ſhall pow2e therin pour pitchards 
of water. and by and by pe ſhall ſ& the Ponle (ifſhe cannot 
fiie) come aut againſt the water, and ſo ye may then kill 
them. And thus ye map allo deſfroy many Poulcs in your 
arable londs, which being let alone wil do pon mach harm, 
both in eating the roots and ſtalks of your tender cozne, 
und to make their neffs there within the Spzing time. Al- 
ſo when as the Ponles do caſt in your cozne lands, in the 
ſpaing time, o; at other times. the beſt wap is then to make 
pour trenches , and ſo take them, as after thall be ſhewed 


moze plainly. - 


How to take Moules that runne ſhallow 
in the ground. 


O take them when they run ſhallow, is commonly in 

the Spzing time, and at other times ofthe years after 
a rains, when the ground is ſoff, but in the ſpzing time ſpe- 
cially,as in arch and Apzill, when the Poules wil runne 
molt aboue, and dig very ſhallow in the ground: and will 
wozke ſo a long ſpace, by banks ſides, and in the wzots of 
carts : and where ye ſhall ſ& any ſach newly wzonght, ye 
ſhall but fread it dotons all along ſoftly, and then watch at 
her accuſfomed houres when (hs cometh ab20ad,and pe ſhal 
ſ& her wozke and tir bp the earth in the ſatd french. Thus 
he may go from trench to trench. They will commonly 
wozke early in the mozning , and in the Spꝛing betweene 


ſire of the clocke and eight, and at eleven, and in the af- 
4X3 ter 
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ter none about th;& oz foure, and ſometimes at ſeuen of 
the clocke. 

Then muſt pe watch diligently, and heacken , and pe 
Wall cither heare her wozke in the ground, oz elſe ye ſhall 
ſ& hex moue the earth in the french where (he goeth and 
commeth, Zhen ſhall ye chop downe the bzoad end of your 
ſtaffe crofle the hole behinde her, and with peur fot befoze 
her, ſo ſtop the way behinde with pour ſtaffe, and befoze 
with pour fot, and ſo take der bp with pour ſpittle: Foz 
if pe ſtop not firſt her wap behinde, (he will ſuddenly 
runne as faft backward as ſhe will fozward, and ſo will 
paſſe out at the end ſhe came in, if it be open, ſhe will bolt 
out thereat, aud in at another, and ſo pe map chance to 
loſe ber. 

Therefoze ſome do thinke it beiter fo do thus, that 
when pe ſhall ſ her in any ſuch hollow trench, being tro⸗ 
den downe, then ye muſt make fill her wap fozward : then 
loke where pe ſe her, ſuffer her to come fozward well in 
the trench befoze ye ſtop her wap: then do no moze but 
chop pour Poule-ſpade crole bebinde pour ſkaffe with pour 
lot, and then take and caſt her vp. 


How to take the Moules in buſh grounds, and 
alſo other grounds, as Forreſts, Parks, 
and ſuch like, 


T He beſt faking of Poules in rough grounds, and moſt 
ſut eſt way is, to maks trenches, 4 to take them there- 
in, as thus: Whereas ys do (& any Poule bath newlp 
caſt, pe ſhall there make a trench foure inches bzoad, and 
ſo long as pe thinke god, and there open the earth on both 
ſides, and caſt it vp ſo diæpe as he bath gone. Then make 
it fine, and chop it (mall, and put thereof in againe, and 
fread it downe ſofily with pour fot in the trench, but not 
to hard vpon it, foz ſa map you cauſe her to fozſaks — ſald 
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trench. when it is froden downe to hard, and ſhe will then 
take ſome other way. Thus you muſt bſe pour trencdes in 
making ſo many as pe ſhall thinke gad, in what ground ye 
will: vs may fake pour frenches what length ye liit, from 
afof, to foure fot long. o done, then muſt ys take ſome 
paines (as afozeſaid) in watching their houres when they 
come abzoad , which (as J baue (aid) is commonly in the 
mszning by Sunne-riſing, oz ſone bpon: andin Parch and 
Apzil thep will be comming home by eight oz nine of the 
clocke, and ſometimes about elenen of the clocke, and they 
will come abzoad againe af thz& oz foure of the clocke at af- 
ternone. Thus pe muſt watch and mark in each ground, 
what time they do bſe to come and go- 

And in dzy and hot weather a moule will ſeldome come 
ab2oad but in the mozning, and ſo remain till the next moz- 
ning.

and they will wozke berp much if the ground be not to 
moiſt, and in froſty weather, they cannot wozke abzoad, buf

] N winter and wet ſ\mes,they will lie moſt in wet banks 
of hedges, in hils, and vnder reots of tres, and will come 
from thence enery moꝛning to fd and go abzoad (it it bs 
dap) ten oz twelue ſcoʒe offrom their holes:and when they 
have fed an houre o; two, thep will returne home againe- 
den mnft pe marke where they bone bin and there make 
your trenches, oꝛ chop the earth down with pour ſpittle oz 
bꝛoad end of your Poule-ſfaffe, which ſhe hath raiſed befoze 
and paſſed thzeugh: there tread it downe with your fot in 
pour trenches,ſo long as they be, oꝛ ſo far as ſhe hath raiſed 
the carth, and the longer pou make pour trenches, the lon» 
ger ſhe will be in paſſing thꝛough when ſhe comes into it.

Jf a field be 
eight oz ten acres, pe may make therein ſo many trenches 
as pe wall ſ& god, along by the hedges fide, oz nigh the 
banks and roots of tries ſhall be beſt, foz there ſhall ye (@- 
neſt take them. 

Alſo where pot! make pour frenches far aſunder, while 
perhaps pou go te one, they will paſſe thꝛough another,and 
ſo foz that time eſcape, if ys haue no help but your (eife, pe 
ſhall ſo loſe many. The beſt wap therefozeis, when pe haue 
trodden downe pour trenches with your fot ſoftlp,then ye 
ſhall pzicke ſmall white twigs at the ends ol pour ſald tren- 
ches, and pzicke them ſo ſmall that theꝝ may fall by a little 
mouing of the earth when the monte is in the trench, and 
by thoſe falling pe ſhall ſe (being a god wap off ) when ſhe 
is in the trench · Then ye may come ſoftly (on the lpe ſide) 
and chop Bowne pour moule ſpade croſſe behinde her, and 
thzuft downe the earth with pour fot then bebinde pour 
ſpade, and then take pour monle-ſpade and caſt her bp: fo: 
ſometimes (he will lye ſtill, when ſhe ſes ſhe cannot go a⸗ 
wap.

E (hal vnderſtand (as ſome farmers ds ſap) moules do 
bꝛerd but once a peare,and that is in the Spzing. about 
March and Apzil they go to bucke, and commonly about 

D. Parkes dap they do kindle, and will haue poung. 
Tberefoze from mid arch you Wal view pour — 
ers 
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where ye may ſe ony great and high hils, foz commonly 
there they will bzeede, which hils pte ſhall ſ& both old and 
new caſt, and commonly they that are new cat, they make 
then nelts in the miott therof very low mucd like the field 
mouſe, and ſome wil! make them in the hedge ſides, and in 
buſhes: ſome in ylaine fields eight ſcoze from any bath o; 
hedge caſting a great hill as big as to barrow fuls. And 
if yer then let them alone till the end of Apꝛill, ſone after 
St. Markes day, pe may then eaſtly take all the poung in 
the neſt, and then alter per may watch the trench foz their 
dam, fo2 ſhe will come vnts them to ſteke them. 

Alto pe map trgnch foz the female about her neſt a pꝛetty 
way off. and ſo pe may eaſtly take her in comming and go- 
ing to her neſt, befoze he do kindle: foz if ye fpnile her neſt 
beloꝛe the haue kindled, ſhe will then go far off, and bꝛerd in 
ſome other place which pe ſhall hardly find, oz come to take 
herꝛand then when ſhe hath yong, hee will be very ſabtill, 
and will not ſaffer them fo bolt, no2 pet wozke ſhallow : 
therefoze it will be the moze harder to take them, and ſher 
will commonly haus at a time, fir oꝛ ſeuen pang. 

Likewiſe all the winter they wil taſt againſt moiſt wea ⸗ 
ther very mach, both in N auember and December, being 
wet and warme withall: and becauſe the dayes are ſhozt, 
and the nights long, they wil be irring very early in the 
mozning, ſometimes befoze dap light, and tate towary 
night: therefoze pee muſt watch their times accozvingly, 
when they goe out and came home againe.

12 bee lome which daus ſaid, pee may dziue Poules 
ont of one ground ts another, ę then take them, which 
is, ps ſhall open their holes wheras they hanenewly caſt, 
and then pe Chal have ſtampt garlick ready wzapt in clouts 
ol linnen, and ſo pat into their holes,made of the bignes of a 
walnaf;+patſo into the holes at both the open ends _ 
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of, and couer the holes agaſne, and the ſtrong (ano; thereof 
wil cauſe the Poules fo void from thoſe places:and by ſuch 
meanes(in vſing the holes as afozeſaid )ye may dzine them 
from one ground to another, and from place to place. Some

How to take Moules io pots ſet in the earth. 


T Bey do teach alſo how to take Poul@ in pots of earth, 
which pots ye ſhall ſet within the ground in their tra- 
ces oʒ holes where they bane gone befoze,ſo that your pots 
bzinke muſt bee ſet that if beenen with the nether part of 
the trench oz trace of the Ponle- Some doe leaue the pots 
bzim bnconered the bzeadth of her frace in the french, oz 
two inches. Home doe bleto put a line Poule into thoſe 
pots, oz into each pot one: Foz when they gender in the 
ſpzing.the Bucks will hunt after the Does, and the Does 
will (@ke them, and then they will run about on the ground 
one alter ths other. And Poules which are in the pots and 
cannot get out, will cry, and the reſt will heare, and winds 
them, and ſo fall vnto them in the pots, and there they will 
cry and fight together. 

Agatne, ſome do counſell in the gendzing time to lead oz 
d;aw a bifch Porile with a ſtring about the graund, where 
bucke Poules will finde her ont by the trace, and (0 take in 
the lald pots: but ye maſt not fread nigh her trace, foꝛ then 
they will not follow her: and by this meanes ye map take 
many in the ſpꝛng time with pots. 

And to know which way a Poule hath gone, ye ſhall g« 
pen her trench a fot oz moze, and then tread it light downg 
with pour for, and in the middeft ol her trench pe Ch3ll let 
downe a ſmall ſficke to the bottome of the trench, and let 
your ſticke bee thz& inches without the earth oz moze. At 
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the come in, the top of the ficke wſil fall backtvard, and i 
He go out the licks will fall inward: Thus ye may know 
which wap ſhe is gone. Agatine,J haue heard in a garden 
where the earth is ſoft, that when the monle doth caſt, af 
the ſecond putting bp he will thznſt in his bare hand and ſa 
take them vp. Alſo, whereas pe ſhall ſer monles to make 
their paſſage vnder the earth in wods and reugh grounds, 
in croſſing fot paths, oz betwene baſhes, banks, and ſuch 
like, where pe ſhall ſc anp earth caſt vp, there common'y 
they haunt to go and come daily , wherein pou ſhall do no 
moze but tread the earth ſoftly zown with your fot,oz chop 
it downe ſoftly agaiae and make pour trench lo long as ye 
map fele caſilp her paſſage. Foz the longer it is trod down, 
the longer they will be in paſſing thzough: ſo there pe need 
make no other trenches to take them in but thoſe, foz 
this oꝛder ſhall do as well as need to be, if pe watch their 
times. 

Thus pe may deffroy them in wods and raugh grounds 
in aſmall time, with taking ſome paine. And when a moule 
is in the french and doth wozke,if it be hard trod down ſhe 
will go backe. and come againe once oz twice, and perhaps 
fozrake it. But let ber come a god way in the trench, then 
clap your ſtaffe,o2 chop your beele behinds her quickly, and 
then caſt her vp, foz they will lightly turne backe if ther 
winde pou, 03 heare you ſtamp. Pozeouer, if pe can bzing 
vp a curre to go with you when ye take them, and noulle 
him therewitd, he will then take pleaſure in kWing them, 
and he will finde in any gronnd the moules fs your one. 
Foz he will ſmell and teli you where the moule is, which 
thing J haus ſ&ne going by the way ſide. There is alſo a 
trap to take monles in coming oz going at all times:which 
engine pe map ſc& in my boke of traps and engines. Thus 
much foz the taking of Poules in all grounds,

Forſomuch as the Dog is a very neceflary 
beaſt for the husbandman, as well as others, ſome to 
profit him, others to diſprofit him, as mad dogs and 


other, I will therefore ſpeake ſomewhat briefly 
thereof, and ſo make an end, 


Me . N hounds and dogges which fail mad, the 
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cauſe is, that blacks choler hath the maſte- 
rr in his body:which choler veine onte ro⸗ 
tied in them thzough vehement heat, it o⸗ 
&/) CS») nercometh the body , and maketh him to 
run mad. Foz the black choler which is ſo 
fkrong, intedeth his bzaine, and ſo from chence goeth to all 
the other members,and meketh them benemous. 
Therefoze if any perſon be bit with a mad dogge , it is 
the venemous ſplttle of the dogs heat that doth infect, and 
the benome ol him that doth bite. is dzawne to the like place 
wherewith he biteth,which is the bzaine, and there it woz- 
keth, and maketh the dogge runne mad ; and il he bite any 
other perſon, it maketh him mad alſo, and ſuch venome is 
perillous. Foz in ſome perſons it is a years hid ere it be 
knowne, and lightly about the ſame day it was bitten, the 
ſame day !wolne moneth itcometh vnto dis head, and there- 
with he goeth mad: and commonly honnds will barke at a 
mad dogge, foz thep perceiue. and will rather flie him then 
come to him: and this madneſſe among} dogges chanceth 
and falleth moft in harneſt and canicular dapes, and dapes 
of heat. 
His tongue is ſo venemous, that it maketh him fo rele 
and ſtagger, and to run about gaping and dziuelling in hol⸗ 
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ing downe his tayle alwates,e hanging out his tongue. It 
this deueling tall into any wat or, it infecteth the lame and 
whoſa dzinketh thereof, is in great danger of being mad. 

And the ſignes after the bitmg'of a mad dog in a man is, 
they ſhall haue in their lep fearfall dꝛeamesꝝ ſighs, t an⸗ 
ger without cauſe, and they will ſame to barke like a dog, 
and leare to be ſene ot other , and they feare water moſt, 
and be very dainty in all things, which are doubt full fgnes 
to cure. Io .at him that is bitten the venom goes from the 
bitten place ta the heart, and from thence to the head. £ ſo 
fo all tho members, as afozeſaſd : and the humoz is mopſt 
and perilloas, e it is alſo dangerous to touch thoſe bodtes 
infected, becauſe ofthe vapozation of the vehement oi the 
venom, and they will cozrupt all things ntert bnto them. 

Note alſo, that if venomes be taken by meats oz dzinks, 
theſe ignes doe follow : the cramp followes ftrong!'y, with 
ſwelling in the fingers 4 nailes, which is a deadly ſigne, oꝛ 
if he allo gape & dꝛinell· his lips ds (wart « tingle, oz fœle a 
heat in his tongue, without any ſwelling, and being vered 
ffraitip about the heart.his eyes war dim and dark: when 
tbeſe Cgnes are, it is time to make haſte, oz death cometh 
ſone after. , The generall remedy is, to vomit, oz to take 
u gliſter to bzing it downe-' Then fake freacle, and wine 
that ſowthiſtle is ſod in: then mut hee beepurged and ba. 
thed,and let blodat the laſt. And his diet de kat meats, 
with filbirds and mall nuts, with der figs; ch are alſa 
god to dzaw, conſume and woſte venome. Balſznum with 
womans milke, helpeth agent the burn foze ach 
thereof. Treacle fo:tifieth the body. and venome. 
If treacle cannot be gotten, then take gartick fob in bzoth 
with a fat hen, and dzinks thereof, fog garttcke is contra - 
ry to venome, and doth aCwage the inner burning there- 
of, and therefoze it is callcd the haſvand treacle. 

Allo if one be bit ten with mad dog, tate s cock oʒ a hen 
and kill him, and fit him ſtraigbt, end all bot clap it to the 
place,and it wiilſuckandvzaw oat the venonie. The dzaw- 
ers of venome are theſe, the fieſh of the Snake o: __ 
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cut and laid to ſtraight. Alſo Calamint, the ſeede of wilde 
tares called Ozabanke, Sea onfons, water Creſſes. Herbe; 
grace, ſalt, Ariſtolochia, nuts eat with Rue, the rotes of 
Aſperage, and the ſerd alls, Balſamum, vinegar,e the milk 
of an aſſe,achilds piſſe. the ſtones of ahedg- hog, the ſtones 
ef a ſtag oꝛ an aſſe dzted and dzunke: alſo Caſtoreum, gar- 
licke, gentian, mint, dittany. Al! theſe afozeſaid are good 
againſt venome, and other without number: and becanſe 
the danger of venom cometh many and ſundzy wales,ther- 
foze God of tis godnefle hath pꝛouided ſundzp helpes and 
remedies.A god way to help the biting of any beaſt, ep, 
oꝛ other. with a mad dog; oʒ other benomous beaſt, which 
is, ye ſhall cut the wound 4 make it bleed, that the venome 
with the blood may thereby come fozth. Some do vie to put 
to leech wozmes, to ſuck out the blood, and to cup oz bore 
it, and to giue them treacle, and lap to the wounds plafers 
as nuts mixt with garlick, rue, and ſalt al together, and alſo 
nuts alone chewed and laid to the place, c alſo treacle with 
water, oz creuice of the river made in powder, dzunk : oz 
the aſhes of the ſaſd creuice with gentian, is a fingular re- 
medy againſt the biting of a mad dog. Likewiſe the iuyte 
of Capriſolum, called Wodbine:aiſo the leaves of the wilds 
figtre, onions and ſalt, oz mint ſtampt likewiſe with ſalt, 
and laid to: euery one of theſe afozeſaid laid to, and mixt 
with vinegar oz honep, are ſufficient to helpe againft the 
biting of amad dog, oz ſtinging of other venomous wo:ms: 
but a perfect remedy is, the oyle wherein a Sco2pion bath 
bene dzowned, and therein alſo is ſod, and a pece there- 
of laid to the place infected, doth helpe. 

Dther remedies againſt the biting ol a mad dog. A ſins 
gular remedp,whtch is, to burn the lowers of honyſluckles 
oꝛ thz& leaned grafſe,mire it with old greaſe, and lay it to: 
D: beate the (aid lowers with old white wine, and giue 
it him. Alls the rots of eglantine made into powder, x laid 
ther eon: oꝛ to make him a dzink with god old white wine. 
Another, the berries of elder,oz the tuice of the lesues to be 
giuen with wine luke warme. Allo the inyte of planten gt- 
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hen fo dzinke, oz amp? with ſalf and laid to. Oꝛ the root 
of the great bur bꝛuiſed with a little ſalt and laid to, doth 
deftrop venom incontinent. Againe, the ſtrong nettle bzats 
ſed with ſalt, and latd thereunts, oz ſelandine dzunke with 
wine, and ſtampt with ſalt 4 laid to, oz the leaues of hozc- 
hound ſtampt and lais fo with (alt : All theſe are ſpectall 
good againlt the biting of a mad dog. It a mad dogge do 
bite either hounos oz hogs, pe ſhallgine them the inpce of 
Plantatne,and let them bloud, and it will helpe them: but 
mixt it with a little milke, and ſo giue it. 


Remedies and medicines to helpe mangie dogs, as well in 
their cares, as alſo other parts of their bodies. 


Dummer commonly the eares of dogs are ſoze trou⸗ 

bled with vicers, ſcabs, and fleas, that many 'are mard 
thereby. The remedy (s,againft the ſcabbineCe in the eare, 
noint it with opls of biffer almonds, and it will heale it, oz 
to rub his eares with bitter almonds ſmally beater : bot it 
his tar es are ſoʒe within, pe all then mire therewith tar 
and hogs greaſe, and with the lame anotnt , and pe (hall 
makethe ticks and lite to fall, if ye touch them therewith: 
pe muſt not ſcratch them with pour hand foz feat e pe make 
- .an bicerriſe thereof. 

Ak a dog haue fleas, the remedy is: fake of beaten tum- 
min, withas much ellebozy, and mixe them together with 
water, and waſh him there with: oꝛ with the iuyce of wilde 
cucumbers:if ye haue none thert ot then anoint all duet his 
body with ths lers 02 old dzegs of ople⸗oliue. 

But if he be mangie and bzoken fozth, ve mult beat the 
leaues of mellilot, ceſtamine in like poztion mingled with 
tarre, and ſo anoint: aud this they ſap is god fo men iſo 
that are ſcabbed:and if the ſcabs be yef moze behement, pe 
map heale it with the iuice of the Cedar: Alſo rue with a 
cozne oz two ok ſalt, and beat them together. then fake but- 
ter oz otle and put thereto, and irre them well together, 
then Eraine it all out, and anoint therewith: oz ſ&the — 
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grene roofs of Elecampane in running water, and make 
it ſtrong of the roots in (&thing lang, and pat ſome lope 
and ſalt thertunto, and waſh pour dogge therewith warme 
thꝛee oꝛ foure dayes together, and it will heate very well. 

Alſo another, ſome take grene grafſe and beat it into 
fine powder, and mixe it with the powder of b2imſtone 
finely beaten together, then mixe all wel with ſreſhgreaſe, 
and then made hote, therewith anoint. Alſo another very 
perfect and god medicine is, ye ſhall take an oat ſheafe as it 
comesfrom the field with his alles thereon,and burne them 
to aſhes,and with thoſe aſhes make let, and therewith waſh 
pour mangis dogges twice oz thzice a day, and ſo let him 
blond on the Gamerell veine behinde, and it will pelpe: 
often pꝛourd. 

Alſo another very excellent medicine fo kill any itch⸗ 
either in man oz dog-bvhich is, ye ſhall take a poztton of oile 
of o werdelnce, with a god quantity of baimſtone beaten 
to a fine powder, and the like quantity of Elecampane rets 
dꝛyed in an onen and beaten into fine poloder, with a quan- 
tity of bap ſalt, dzyed and beaten to a fine powder ; then 
mixe all theſe afozeſaid powders with the ſald ople , and 
then warme it oner the fire and anoint therewith. But if 
ye ſcratch oz make the ſkin firf to bliæd oꝝ water, and then 
anvintk, it will do the better: well and often pzoved. Ano- 
ther foz a mangte dog. Take quickfiluer, verdſgreaſe,woll- 
ople, bzimſtone powder, then mire all well together, and 
therewith anoint the dog twice a day. Thus mach fo; the 
byting ol may dogges in helping the ſame : and alſo helps 
foz mangie dogs. | 

A bitch goeth with whelpe foureſcoze dayes , and her 
whelps are ſonen dayes blind, not of perfect ſight til twelne 
Dapes: and a Gzaphound bitch goeth ire werkes with 
whelpe, her whelps are blinds tweluedayes. 
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The applying of Husbandry to the ſeuerall 


Countrics of this Kinzdome, wher in is ſhewed 
the office and duty ot the Carter and 
Plough-man. 


. vary accozding to ihe nature and cilmates 
ol Countries, not one rule obſerued in 
all placcs, noz all places to be goucrned 
mo dircacd by ene rule; but atcozding as 
the earth, the aire,the much oz little heat, 
mopſture oz cold doth increaſe 02 diminiſh, ſo muſt the 
Cki{full hulbandman alter his ſeaſons. !8bonrs and inffru- 
ments: foz in ſtiſfe clapes, as are all the fruitfull A. cis of 
this kingdome, of which J muſt needs ſpeake woꝛthily 
and fr&lp, as alſo Buntington ſhire, 13cdfozd ſhire, Cam- 
bzidge ſhire, and many other of the like nature, all manner 
of earable wozkes maſt bee begun at carip ſeaſons, and 
betimes in the peare, and the ploughs and infroments 
muſt be of large fize aud ſtrong Timbers , and the labour 
great and painfull, ſo alſo in mixt ſovles that are good and 
fruitfall,as Nozthampton ſhire, Hartfozd (hire, moſt part 
of Kent, Ener Bark (hire and countries of like nature, 
all earableſoples would begin at latter ſeaſons , and the 
ploughs and inſtruments would be of middle ſize and in- 
different timbers and the labour ſomewhat lefſe then the 
other, bat the light ſandy grounds which haue alſo a cer 
tainenaturall fcuttfalneſſe in them, as in Nozfolke, Suf- 
folke,moſt part of Lincolne ſhtre, Þamp hire, Surtey. and 


countries of that nature, all earable ſoples would begin 


at the lateſt ſeaſons, and the plenghs and inſtruments 
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would bee of the ſmalleſt and lighteſt Ne, and of the leaft 
timbers, and the laboar of all other is moſt eaſſe. 

Laſtly. foz the barren and vuftuitfull eartbs (of which 
onelp J bere wzite in this booke) as is Denonlhire, 
Coznewall, many parts of Wales, Darbiſbire, Lanca- 
ſhire, Cheſhire, Yozkeſhire, and many other like oz wozſe 
then thep, the arable toples would haue certaine ſet time 
oz fit ſeaſon of the peare, but onely accoꝛding to the tempe⸗ 
rateneſſe of the pecre, which if it happen early, then you 
muſt begin your laboars early, but if it fall lower in the 
peere, then you malt begin your labours at latter ſeaſons, 
and foz your plow oz inſtraments, they malt not keepe 
any certaine pꝛopoꝛtion, bat be framed euer accozding vnto 
the ground, the ſtrong and the ſfiffcr ground hauing euer 
the ſtrong and large plow, with inſtruments of the like 
kinde ; and the lighter and moze eaſte earth, a plow and 
inſtruments of moze eaſte ſubſtance; as foz the labour, it 
muſt be ſuch and no other then that which hath ben alrea- 
dy declared inthis booke. - 

And hence it comes that the office and duty of euerp 
gkilfull Plowman and Carter, is firſt to look the nature 
ofthe earth. next to the ſealans of the peere, then to the 
cuſfomes and faſhions of the place wherein he liveth:which 
cuſtomes although they be held as ſecond natures amonaſt 
bs, and that the beſt reaſons of the beſt wozkemen com- 
monly are, that thus J doe becauſe thus thep doe , pet 
would I wiſh no man to binde bimſelſe moze firigly to 
cuſtome, then the diſcourſe of reaſon ſhall be his warrant, 
and as J would not haue him to pꝛeiudicate in bis owne 
opinion, ſo J would not haue him to great a ſlaue to other 
mens traditions, but ſtanding vpon the ground of realon, 
made good by experience. J weuld ever haue him p2ofit in 
his owne iudgement. Now of theſe matters J haue wzits 
ten ſufficient both in this booke, and in many fo:mer, and 
alſo foz the clecion, ozdering, tempering, and making of 
all ſozts of plowes oz plow irens, together with the 
Teames, dzaughts, and other aduaatages, of which 
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bandman, and he map be ſatis fled: Now the further office 
and duk of the Yuſbandman is with great care t diligenco 

fo reſpect in what ſoꝛt oz faſhion to plongh his ground, foz 

although it hath fozmerly ben ſhewed how bes ſhall 

lap his furrowes, what depth bee ſhall plongh them, and 
bow hee ſhall be able to raiſe and gaine the greateſt ftoze of 
mould, pet is there alſo another conſideration to bee hap, 
no leſle pzofifable to the huſbandman, then any of the foz- 
mer, and that is how to lay pour lands beſt foz your owne 
pzofit and eaſe as alſo the caſe of your cattell, which Hall 
dꝛaw within your dzaught, as thus fo2 inſtance: if pour 
arable land ſhall lic againſt the ide of any ſtepe oꝛ mon- 
tanous high bill(as fo; the moſt part all the barren carths 
doe) if then you ſhall plongh ſuch land dircalp againſt the 
hill, beginning below, and io aſcending ſtraight vpward, 
and ſo downe agatne, and vp againe, this verp labour and 
topling againſt the hill will bzeed ſuch a bitter weariſome- 
neſſe to the cattell, and (ach a diſcouragement, that vou 
ſhall not be able to compaſſe one bhalfe partjof pour labour, 
heſides the danger of ouer-heating and (arfetting of your 
beaſts, whence will ſpꝛing many moztall diſeaſes. There⸗ 
foze when pou ſhall piough any ſuch ground, he ſure tuer to 
plough it fide-wates onerthwart the dill, where pour beaſts 
map euer tread on the leueil ground, and never directly vp 
and downe, ſo ſhall pour cattell bee better able to endure 
the dzaught, and yon with much eaſe and comfpzt be able 
tocompalle and finiſh pour labours. Beſfdes, the compaſſe 
and manure which yon ſhall lap vpon the ground ſhall not 
be ſo ſone walht away from the top oz bpper part of the 
ground, becauſe the furrowes not lying ſtraight downe in 
an enen and direc deſcent,but turnedcrofſe wayes bpward 
againft the hill, it maſt necefſarily hold the ſople within 
ft, and not let it waſh away as it were though liberall 
channels, as J hane off ſcene in divers places where the 
cone hath biene as ranke as might be at the boftome, e not 
anp growing at the top, only fo2 want of well a the 
U 2 ands, 
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Lends, and kitowledge how to pzcpare, both foz a mans 
vwne eaſe and his cattils. 
Of cartellfor Againe, it is the office and duty of cnery god ploughman 
draught, to know what cattell are meteſt foꝛ his bzaught, as whe- 
ther orcn.o2 ho2ſc,02 both oxen and hozſe: wherein is to be 
under ſtod that although of all dz2ugbts whatſoever with- 
tn this kingdome, there is none lo good to plow withall, 
botu in reſpect of the ſtrength, ſtabil tp, indurance and fit- 
nelle foꝛ labour, as the oxen are, in whom there is ſeldome 
oꝛ ntucr any loſſe, becauſe whenſoeucr dis ſernice laileth in 
the dꝛaogbt, h s fleſh will be ol good pꝛice in the hambles, 
pet notwithſtanding in this caſe a man muft neceflariiy 
binde bimſelfe much to the cuſtome of the countrep and 
faſhisn of bis neighbours, foz if pon ſhall liue in a piace 
where fue. is icarſe, and farre to be fetcht, a8 commonly 
i is in ail barren countries, which foz the moſt part are 
ffony Chainpaines 02 cold mountaines, and pour neigh⸗ 
bours as well foz the (p&d ofthe (onrneys as foz the length, 
kep: hoꝛſe d2augbts : in this caſe you muſt alſo do the like, 
o2 elſe pou ſhall want their companies in pour iournep. 
which is both diſcomfozt and diſpzofic if any miſchance oz 
caſualty all ha pen, oz being infozſt to dziue pour oren 
as faſt as they da their hozſe,you ſhail not onely oner-heat, 
tire, bꝛuile, and ſpozle them but alſo vtterly vnfit them ei⸗ 
ther loꝛ feeding oz labouring : and therefoze if pour eſtate 
be meane, end that pou haue no moze but what neceſſity 
requires, tgen ve (hail (ozt your Plough oz Teeme accoz- 
ting to the kachton of pour countrey , and the vie of pour 
neighbours: tut if God hath bief pou with great plenty, 
then it chall not bee amiſſe foz pon to haue ener an Dre 
d:aught oꝛ two to till pour Land. and a Yozſle dzaught to 
do al: pour fozraine and abzoad buſineſſes, ſo ſhall pour 
wozke at home ener go conſtantly fozward, and pour out- 
warb neceCarp pꝛuuiſtons neuer be wanting. 
Now loꝛ the mixture of Dren and Þozle together, it 
| falicth out often times, that the Plolaman muſt of fozce be 
| pz0utded with cattell of bath kindes, as if 3 


— 
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in a mountanous and rocky country, where the ſterpeneſſe 
of the hils, and narrowncle af the wapes wiil ſuffer nei⸗ 
ther Cart, Maine, noz Tumbzcli to paſſe,ia this caſe pou 
Wall kepe Oren foz the plow to tillihe ground with, and 
Dozſes to carry pots oꝛ hokes : the firſt to carry foꝛth your 
manere, and the other to bzing home pour bay and cozne 
harueſt, your fewcil and other pꝛouiſtons which are nerd⸗ 
fall foz your family, as they doe both in Coznewall, and all 
other mountanous countries, where Carts and Maines 
and ſuch like dꝛaugdts haue no poſſible paſſage. 

. Againe, it is the office and duty of cuerygod plowman 
fo know his ſeverall labours, foz euery ſeuerall moneth 
th:zough the whole yeere, whereby no day noz houre may 
be mil · ſpent, hut everp time and ſeaſon imployed accoʒtung 
bis nature require ib, as thus foz example. 


In the moneth of Janoarp, the painefull Plotoman ff lanuz 


be liue in fertile and god ſoples, as amongſt rich, fiffe, 
imple clayes,he ſhall firſt bzeake vp, oz plow vy his peaſe 
earth, becauſe it muſt lie to take baite befoze it be ſowne, 
but if he liaue in fruitfull well mixt ſoyles then in this mo» 
neth bee ſhall beginne to fallow the field he will lap to reſt 
the peere following, but if he line vpen hard barren earths 
(of which chztefly J wztte) then in this moneth hee ſhall 
water his nievoswes and paſtyre grounds, and hee ſhall 
dzaine and make dzy tis arable grounds, eſpectaily where 
he intends to ſow Peaſe, Dates, o Barley, the ſeed-time 
folio | 


wing. 
Aſo he ſhall ſtubb: and roote vp all ſuch rough grounds 
as he intenda to ſow the pcere follawing : in this moncth 
pou hall manare and trim vp pont garden mcnids, pou 
Walt comfozt with 1nancre, (ard, os lime, az ail th mixed 
together, the rootes of all Larren fruit tts: and alſo you

Tadiy, you mor tranſplant all ſozts of Fruit trees, tbe

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weather being open and the ground eaſe : poa may reare 
Caloaes, remoac Bes. and foz pour owne health, kape 
pour body warme, let good ditt and wholſome bee pour 
phy ſitton andrather with exerciſe then ſauce increaſe your 
appetite. 

2 Jt the moneth of Fcb2narp,cither ſet 02 ſow all ſozts of 

February:  Beancs Peaſe,andother palſe,and the tiffer your ground 
ts, the ſoncr begin pour wozke , prepare your Garden 
induld, and make it eaſie and tender, pꝛune and trimme all 
loꝛts of ſraſt trees from moſſe, dankers, and ali ſup ex ſluous 
b:anches, p!3ſh your hedges, and [ay your quickſets cloſs 
and entire together, plant Roſes, Gwuſe-berrtes, and any 
fruit that grows vpon (mall buſhes.graft at the latter end 
of this moneth vpon paung and tender ſtocks, but by all 
me es ouerlade not the ſtock; Jnangurate in this moneth 
oꝛ any other, as ſoo 4e as the bark wili riſe,and alſs ſet any 
llips, bꝛanches, oz pong ſpens.

March, Jn the moneth of Parch, make an end of ſowing of all 
ſoꝛts of ſmall pulſe.and begin to ſow oats, barley, and rpe, 
which is called Puch Rye, graft all ſazts of fruit tres, 
and with poung plants and ſyens repleniſh vour nurcerp, 
coner the rots of ali tres that are 2ared.and with fatearth 
lsp them cloſe and warme. if any tre grow barren, boars 
holes in his rot, and ozfag hard wedges oz pinnes of akg

p;incipail time of eaning. And laſtip, bathe often, bind 
not bat vpon extremity; purge not without gad counſell 
and let your dyet be cole and temperate. 


April, Ja the moneth of Apzil finiſh vp all your barley fed, 
and

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and beginne to ſow pour hempe and flare, ſow pour gar⸗ 
den ſerds, and plant all ſozts of heerbs, finiſh grafting in the 
Qacke, but begin pour pꝛincipall manguratton,foz then the 
rinde is ::0ft plyant and gentle, open pour hincs and gine 
the Bes tre liberty, leaue to ſuccour them with ſode, and 
let them iabour foz d eit li ing: Noty cut down? all great 
Oake timber. foz now the barke will riſe and be in ſeaſon 
foz the Tanner · Now ſcaure pour ditches, and gather ſuch 
manure. as pou doe make in the ſtrets and high wayes in⸗ 
ko great hee pes together, lap pour medowes, eight pour 
cone grounds, gather away Tones, repatre pour High 
wapes, ſet Dzpers, and UWillowes, and caſt vp the banks 
ans mounds of all decayed fences. 

Leaftlyfo; pour health, either purge, bathe ez bleed. 2. 
pon ſhall haus ocraſion, and vſe all wholſome retreation, 
foz then moderate exertiſe, in this moneth, there is no het 
ter Pbpſicke. 

In the moneth of Pap ſow Barly vpon all light ſands M 
and burning grounds ſo likewiſe doe pour hemp and flax, 
and alſo all ſozts oftender garden ſ&ds,as are Cacumbers 
and Pellons , and all kinde of ſwet ſmelling hearbs and 
flowers. Fallow pour ftiffe clap, Summer ffirre your 
mixt earths, and fople all light and loſe hot ſands. In this 
moneth beginne to pꝛepare all barren earths, foz Wheaf 
and Rye, Bourne baite, tub Gozſe 0z Furres, and roof 
out Bzome and Ferne, begin to fould you ſheepe, leade 
fo2th manure, and b;zing home fewell and fencing, weeds 
pour winter cone, fallow pour common wozkes, and put 
all ſo:ts ofcattell ta graſſe, either in paſture oz feather, put 
pour mares to the hozſe, let nothing be wanting to furniſh 
the Dairy: and now put off all your winter-fcd fat cattell, 
foz now they are ſcarceſt and deareff, put young earcs 
and day kinenow to feede at freſh graſle, and away with 
all Peaſe-fed ſhrepe, foz the ſwetneſſe of grafſe mutten 
will pull downe their pꝛices. 

Laſtly fo2 your health, vſe dzinkes that will coole and 
purge the blood, and other =_ Pbyftcall pzecepts — 
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true Ait ſhall pꝛeſcribe you, but beware of Peunkebankes 
and old wines tales, the latter hath no ground, and the o⸗ 
ther no truth, but apparant coſenage. ;
